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Commander Thomas KH. Hayes, MC USN, the anthor of these notes, was a prigoner o: 
the Japenese in Bilibid Prison, Manila, P.I., from 2 July 1942 until 13 December 
1944. During the first spproxinate half of this period he wxt Chief of Surgery in 
the Bilibid Hospital for Nilitary Prison Camps of the Philip; tne Ielands; During hi‘ 
last year he was Senior Medical Officer of the Hospital Unit. On W October 1944 hi 
waa relioved by Najor Yarren A. Wiloon, an Aray Medical Officer mentioned frequent] 
in these notes. Ba was embarked on the Prigon Ship ORYOKD MARD on 13 December, sur- 
vived her sinking =t Olongapo on 15 Degamber, ari vas rubreequentiy killed in the 
bombing of a seocmi ship en which he was a pasecager at Tekno, Formosa, 9 Jamary'é 


Doering his imprisonment at Bilibsa, Dr. Hass wan a prolific yriter.In addittor 
to this poreonsl journal, he aloo maintained a ‘elinical -stobook". Ha made o scien- 
tifie study of the prison ration ami rou rded co. itical anzlyses of ths meuy aspoots 
of priscs dies and meosslng as they effont the i «uth of inprisersd personnel. As 
Regizents. Surgeon of tho Fourth Reginrat, UShC, from 23 Dreewbor 1941 until the Fe 
of Corregidor, he prepared a comprehensive repoxt ef the aciivities of. the Nedical 
Departasnt fin the entire osmpaign. He processed alec a sexies of fisid dfograpt 
ies ox marrative hiatoricss ef all medical personnel of his rogimont. Anoorfing/ to —

foz turial. It wo plseed in hermetionlly sealed sontainors, aad depodsed.in five 
separate caches benexth the cosatasary aren. Some of it bas been recovered and for- 
warded to the Bursen of Hedicize and Surgery. Sone of it has been recovered tut has 
not boea forvaried. Sams of 1% hae noe been recovered. 


Sane 14 narrative histories heretofore processed as the *Zayes Esport on Medion 
Tantics”® were transcripts of cnrden ocpies of a very small portion of these papers. 
The sarbon copies were otherwise discewinated hy Dr. Hayes, priez to the burial »f 
the original documents, and reached the Burem through devieus channels. 


Besides the prolific personal and incidental comment in this actebock,; Dr. Haya 
has set dom a great deal of valuable historical dats pertainin: to the prison ad 
ministration; relations between American and Japanese officials; the conduct of the 
hospital; profeesicnal zatters generally respecting uedScal officsre and medical 
affairs; data conoerming rumeroas other priecn cass amd detailes studies of human 
behaviorisn under tho abnormal pressures of pombat, izpriconment, starvation, tor 
ture, and hopelessness. He talka into his notebook ae though it neko hie best and 
cnly friend. And in its pages he does not spare either friend or oneiy when their

The Lower compound ig divided by a central high wall. On the sonth sié@a barracks 
buildings radiots 10:¢ vheel spokes from a central round bldg levelled "Chapwl", 
and this round buliding divide! by the central wall. Just what is over the central 
2 at this tone 2 cc. not know but dadly we hear loud vails which ve understand 
are Japanese prapers .to the Sun God, going up from Japanese prisoners. In the 
reer of our barred larracks bulidings ara the cook shacks, /3/ baths and places te 
wat: our clothes. 


The guards occupy the round chapal building and the great circle about the 
apis is holy land. Any person entering this cixcle of the guard mat stop & bow 
f uncovered, or salute if covered.-To overlook this, is just too bad. 
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The uppar compound is deeignated as “an accommodating place for prisoners". 
As drafts arrive they are herded in up there in the cell biocks and the unfinished 
building. The lowor compound is set aside faw a hospital and is supposed to (be) 
the central hospital for prisoners on Luzon, into which all ‘he prison camps on 
Iuzon dunp their nick. 


We were) sweaty, tired and synalid gang that filed tiwu the Prison Gates abont 
3 pm on that hot afternoon of July 2/42. As we streggle thru the lower compound 
I caught my first glimpses of the old Canacno staff wae had remained in Mexila and 
(wears) taken by the Enemy on their entry into the city tn January. I saw Comdr-. 
Sartin, the two Wolches, Danny Boone, Jack George, tv 1 felt /4/ that all the others 
mst be present also, txt I wes to learn a littie leter that Hl Capitans were not 
present, that they hai already gone up to thse "Retsrement" camp for "Taferas" at 
Tarlac. This sort of piessed me no end. Thine were lonking up already. I had long 
dreaied coming back to the Command under the old Regime. Hy forces, both officers & 
men, who had been with me had often approached me on the rubject of getting than 
back with our old Navy cutfit but I had always shied. off from that, believing it 
better that we stick uhere there was a Job for us to do. 


They marched us <7 Sate the wpper compound and J managed to get all my officers 
into one cell. Thizcuv was intense and after about an hour got my canteen filled 
and a few mshky ext: drints dom my throat. Unslung my pack and using ny fueld bag 
for a pillow, stre%echcd out on the concrete floor in my sweat drenched ciothen & 
despite the milling avout of the chactic hundreds like misdirected enimals vhickh wo 
were, I slept. I hed no blanket or net or other gear than what I could carry in a 
mgette bag. I knew /5/ I could not ivg uy bedding roll any distance sq had packed 
4t among my headquarters gear and toc. the chance of it reaching meo But the cool 
hard concrete felt good to my fab “guer. body and I rested well for about an hour in 
complete and welcome oblivion. 


When Herthneck avakened me, it was raining. It hed been raining for sone time 
and the cell being wide open on two sides to the we:ther, the place was quite wet 
from rain blowing in ané the roof leaking badly. There was another move to be made 
apparently. Bob haf wakenad me to let me know of it. We had no idea at this time as 
to what our ultimto status would be. It was quite evident we were no longer 2 
hoepitel], unit but o “batch of prtsonara”, “another dravt". If this cell waa our 
ultimate destination we could just make up our mings to a tough period of incarcer~ 
ation. We had alreafy learned that rice (mostiy tugeo) three times a day was the 
daliy ration, and that in itself is nct a very promising outlook. But I head alse 
noted as I passed the Navy group in the lover coupoune /6/ that while ell of then 
had lost weight, all of them Looked jn dam sight totter ehape than we did, so I 
still had hopes of "yays & means" being present and certainty it waea't pollyanna- 
ing to remark that if they could survive so well on the regiue here, ya certainly 
should. 


I stepped out into the compound and found a warden aml learned wa werr tc don 
packs and move iio the bf~ > nfinished hospital building. We were herded io the 
second floor wi.-re the de eg laid off in big sections, apparently inteaded for 
large cell rooms but the : : had not been installed. Our Navy group filled one 
aide of the building in t 2 of ti.cce stalls and unloreded. Those who had blankets 
spread (them) out on the « -ck, thus escking cleim to the area and "moved in" so to 
speak. Several also had nets which = -re plainly to be a Godsend for already the 
dam mosquitoes had begun to be p.rsti~ “rouse 
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We drew a ration of rice each from /7/ a gasoline tin and choked it dow. I 
had eaten nothing since early morning on the ship wnen I breakfasted on the can of 
salmon they had issued us for rations before leavin; Corregidor. I was not really 
hungry but one just mst eat so I ate - Rice. One of the Filipinos had slipped ne 
a mouldy biscuit rnd that helped out some. Comdr. Sartin & Joses came in about that 
time and welcomed us heartily & assured me he wer working on the proposition of 
getting the Navy medical personnel attached to his Unit and then I learned the set 
up. Bilibid was "an accommodating place" fox prisoners, a central clearing place 
‘from which drafts were sent out to the provixces on working deteils as needed. The 
lewer compound was a central prison hospite:, staffed hy the Naval Med. Unit orig- 
inally at Cenacao and in captivity since the fall of Menila on Jan 2, and having 
hed hospitals at Santa Scholastica and in Pasay up until they cane hera on May 30th. 
Sartin was 4n command of the hospital, Joses his exec. end. the entire Canacac /8/ 
staff was here except Capt Davis, Capt Roberts and Capt lownan, 121 of whom had 
gone north to Tarlac "iato retirement" as the Japancse esli it.

Wanger, the Dantal Cfficor £ had had with me at Mstado Mayor, came {rte ws with 
a@ big tin of real coffes, and maybe we didn't go for that in a big ways Eyary indy 
took up heart considereply. Wa began to feel we were hore again = at least » ware 
again among our owne To m9, it “cooked es the I were about to unload. For over six 
months we had been brigaded wit. the Army. And while our relations had been apper= 
ently good, we were always "outsiders", and the greater part of tha Army never conlkt 
feel but what we were “poor relations” or refugees, working for our hed & board. 


I had spent those six months doin: my best to maintain ;ocd working reletions 
vatween us, but I will forget never that I end my officers were denied quarters 
with Army officers and made to sleep in the toilet - then a s:essageway. Not that we 
minded it physically = but space was available /9/ to us if wney had seen fit to 
let us have it. And altho we worked night & day in their bospital, I & my officers 
were not allowed for e long time, to eat with them, om their mess but had to go 
out to the USAFTE Mess, But as the need for us grey and we daily assumed places of 
undeniable importance in their set up, grofually we were accepted = never vhole 
heartedly but nevertholess accepted. The finger of condemation was ever ready to 
point in our direction. But wherever they needed heip = they knew where to come = 
and did = and they got it - gracefully and competently rendered. Here, it seemed 
the shoe was on the other foot. Here, the Nevy eat in the saddle. We had suddealy 
come into our own. To the utter surprise, chagrin, and dismay, we suddenly amounted 
to something. We weren't just refugees & poor relations after oll. The Navy was 
being taken care of. They just couldn't understend ito 


They may have underetood 4t better had they Imown-that the Navy Med. Unit was 
in charge at Bilibid now ve- /10/ cause the Army had had their chence «% it and 
failed. The stories rampant ceacerning the Army Regime ot Bilibtd exceeded every 
thing in "snafu" --" crookedn -1X had encountered during the War. Army Mad Officer 
actually sellin, sudicine te ...lsoners. One Vet. officer actually chargin; en .rmous 
amounts for "special att *.on" to the sick. 


By nine o'clock that night, Li been assured that our Navy personnel would be 
attached to the staff of the hospi; md remain at Bilibid. But early in the morn. 
ing, all personnel except Hedical : onnel (Army & Navy) were to leave for the 
Concentration Camp ct Kabanatuan. © aned very realily that there was somo fast 


politics at work in the meanwhile % : peculiar set up her? was similar to other 
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set ups of the Japanese. While Sartin commanded the hospital, and was a Commander 
in Rank, the Japs had appointed « Chief Mechinist “arrant named Gooding as Camp 
Warden = and in charge of the entire prison. /21/ Sooding uasfemotionsily unstable 
chap, in a job entirely beyond his depth and aa omer pam Ne had retained with 
him an Army Captain (Winship) who acted as Ausistent W.oian for him in the upper 
compound « thas wors several other Army filer he Ard wetochad to him as “x26 men®, 
one of whom he kept planted right in the Mod. Off. Yiucters there be could eaveta 
drop on all that went on. It was apparent that whss hapvened, the Vavy move to 
annex their medical personnel was relayed tc she Argy end a stay for Army Med 
Personnel was aleo gotten across to the Jaucnese. Io the meanwhile, I turned in on 
ah old broken docx I found on & porch and shout 2 &.r arey Smith svakened me to 
tell ma that Dentel Officers were not to be 4 ne par of the medical 
personne), altho I had received every assur-vice tai they were, as late as 10 pm

At 4 a.m. Loweeer, 1 wae Adent that ell Dental Officers except ti ware to 
Leave for Catenatnon. Tae two . anining ware the two politicians I have had with 
ma, the two most worhhiess off? sya, “ue only go good personnel I had had with ow 
during the varo They hed worn. & xe 1485's kook sure as hell and leter I was to 
jearn that they tied in very wel! with our friend ae Cesp Varden ani wher the 
smoke hed cleared away, 1% war svidert that Goodin: and thio had retained their 
felenda and wade up the required quot: with Dental ceticers, {the Army offering no 
objection) and the politicdans crmained. Heth Goodiny ani \ nehip denied knuvwledge 
of it.

And so, in the stiil derk of early morning, I tag bob and 41 White goodbye 
and I thought I was past all sentiment by this tin, but I felt a keen tug somewher: 
around the heart when I heard the tramp tremp tranp of ths troops moving aut and 
somehow I just didn't want eny breakfast that morning = arn? I felt very much alone. 
Later in the day I heard the exeuses. Gooding clalis ha Maca an error becense the 
Dental. Officers on his list were shown oni. by ran’: and not voted as Medical Dept. 
Personnel. Winship denied any knowledge of it at all. i know both were Llyingo And 
4% seemed rather pointed to me that the two who renained wer. the very two who had 
ewlways resented my keeping Herthneck as my fegimental Dert~i j*ficer. They had 
cracked at ma thru him « and got away with 14+ < “ox the presert, anyhows. 


Later in the momicg of the 3rd of July, I rensived word £102 Sartin to nove 
all my medical porsorns?, inte the hospital compound, «ai se on tit dey, 1 marched 
into the Navy, from which I hei marched /14/ ovt nearly 7? us. before, and turned 
over to Commander Sarita my commend, officers & men ho had serves under ue during 
the hostilities sr .6 tiel “wd after the surrender. The force wu intcct except 
for two corparian ..jied, on “mpson) killed when a bomb crashed t-vu the Ccnomus 
at the after batt)... cCresai atdon ond Bair killed in the night of the Sth, face 


dng the aneny in “se Engst y of Cc. cegidor when the 4th Reserve iittalion went 
into action, and. ~% behinu Sorregidor, one med. officer, (Glussmax.) and 24 
eorpsmen. I wes gf ‘cn back my jot as Chief of Surgery and within a ionent 


stepped dow from a position of ‘eeponeibility for tbe veliare of the maz, to one 
of being just one of the staff c ice mores 
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But I experienced ne particular sense of relief. Officers and men of the 
calibre mine had proven to be copntituted no problem. For several days they came 
to me as before with their provlena hut it wasn't hard to steer them in the right 
direction ani they soon /15/ came to realize & understand the change of status. 
Many of them were retained on my surgical service so that in many instances our 
old relationa existed for purposes of administration, bat the old problems of their 
food, bedding, supplies and such = it was my pidgeon no more. They no longer vere 
my stable, It was not awkward to fit into a subordinate sisff job again and no 
longer be #1. And it did seem good to be back with the Navy again. 


During the day, the Japs let us go out to the front gate and pick out what gear 
(personel) had been brought up by the working paxties. I found my bedding roll, 
barracks bag and a foot locker. I also managed to tnag orto Bovu's bedding roll, just 
in case I could get it up to Cabanatuean to hin at some carly date. I had leamed 
that trucks come in from there occasionally azd the possibility of getting 1t to 
him was present. I brought it along with ma. /16/ However, all the corned beef hash 
and canned tomatoes, soap, coffee, and cannsd miik which we had menaged to steal 
end smuggle out of Corregidor, we lost. They searched svery piece of baggage snd we 
lost the entire Lot. 


That night, I slept on the concrete deck in a tarracks building as thoy had not 
had time to make space for me as yet. But I had ny roll & I ues mich more comfort- 
able than the night before. : 


July 4, 1942 


The following day, July 4th, I entered upon my new duties as Chief of Surgery 
and by night had buiit up an orgenization which was approved by Sartin and 2s 


basically as follows: __-BURGERY DEPART: pee 


1. The Surgical Service to de divided into (a) Orthopetiic, general sto, 
and amputation services. Ortho Service = Wafle - Nelson - Ferguecn. Gen Surg = Garey 
Smith - Boone - George. Amputations « LeCompte. I took over the S0Q surgery and 
consultations and Erickson remained in general charge. /17/ 

2. Wad 2 made orthopedic ward and splint & cast room planed for it in one end. 

3. Wd 6 made general surgical and plans for OR establishment in one end 
submitted. . 

4. 8B for amputations. 

5. George, on the GeS staff, being a GoUoman was te have such cases. 

6. Surgical cases which might be housed or the medical sezvice, in the upper 
compound, or in the convalescent wards were all cared for by orn of the threa 
respective groups above, depending on the nature of the cases 


There is a lot to do here 8f we can ev. - get poln. Here ara piled and crowed 
into dingy barred prison barracks all the <ecks and human flotean and jetsom of 
Bataan & Corregidor. Filipino & Americen « ke, side vy alde on the concrete deck, 
and 1f the mattresses on which they lie are filthy, stinking, ond vermin ridden, 
it is the best to offer them at the moment and we /'8/are renedying it as fost as 
we can with the slow wheels of Jap permission grindirg slower & slower. Emaciated 
carcasses stere up at you from staring eyebalis tmnken in bony sockets. Crushed 
bodies, starved, blocted: some look moribund, sone show onguish & apprehension, 
some are pleading, go> even have hope, but so many of them are past mulfesting 
anyt.ilng, or even cxring. A walk thru the length of the vards, each holding about 
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eighty cadaverous aninal: that once were men, is one of tne most depressing heart= 
rending sights concelyabia, Offensive to the eye as the offal of wer carnsge, the 
mined smells of dirty boitier votting tissue, old blood end excrement repulsive to 
every filament of cethet :. wea, the conglomerate horror of it all beats upon one's 
sensibilities as ar qatreguime defy arainet all principles of a human civilization 
and dispels forever any delusion one sey heve had of human /19/ progress, ard 
brutally & blatantly proclaius weu's inhumanity to man. 


Our job is to keep all this - ameliorate 44 - do ali we can with the pitiful 
Little we have to do with. To organize & be able to do the mrgery so needed wiki 
not help. These starved, tissue deed, zombieelike cxeatures can't atend surgery. 
We mat hava more and different food, medicines, tetter narving & supporting cere. 
At beat many mst die. In this prison the war is not ever, 
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By night of the 4th I had been moved into the Staff Officers Quarters in a 
long prison barracks, one ené of which vas separated off by e partition end served 
as Sick Officers Quezters. At one end of the barracks wae s. fenced in -melowire 
like the /20/ proverbial court room and in this area vo bunked the seniors. Sartin 
and Joses and our tempor-sy guest, Col. Duckworth were against one wall, zwi I had 
& bunk made and pleced against the outer rail. Cecil slept just outside the rail 
until Duckworth Left. We were not allewed regular beds. Bach officer had milt a 
low board platform about a fc>: fre. the @eck. This ccvered by mattress made a bed, 
During the day the mattress wes rolicd back against the head and the platform used 
as table, desk, chow bench c+é. The: + waentt enough lumber available to build mo a 
bunk but I got a frame together end then found en old piece of heavy wire which I 
sSretched across the frame & nailed it. Hod no mattress but I spread my canvas 
bedding roll with blanket over it and after all, it wasn's a.y harder than conerste 
floors end steel decks and rocky mountain sides I've slept .., since this war began 
Gne can get used to a hard bed readily if one can learn to seep on their stomach 
or flat on their back. Vithin the enclosure / 21/ we keve a table, a locker, and 
therein we have our “mass". At the extreme end ie «= ps“titicned off room = one end. 
a head, the other an improvised k%tchen where ve hove patnered together reveral 
hot plates. 


The routine is this: Three times daily, at 7 au, 12 noon, ond & pm, the daps 
give us rice which is brought from a central cutdoct g-lley in 5-gai. gasoline tins. 
This 1s supposed +o hold 35 rations of rice. Tua officers line up and draw their 
vation and take it to their bunk. For us, we have en otderiy who lays out our gear 
nd bringe six rations of rice to our tabie ine jir. Just as we have @ mess, the 
other officers have paired and tripled off intc 8: 11 ‘nesees" and gather around a 
common bunks Occasionally — maybe ones or tice a .ecx there will ve a thin soup, 
very witery, with some cut up native eggplant, a canste or two, and infrequently _ 
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a pmall piece of meat may appear. ‘When meat doeo come in, it amounts to about 
2 0%. per person $n soup but as it worke out one resely /22/ ever green it. Thd 
Jape figure on a pound of rice per day for us but even if.one could stoke away 
that mach, it wuld not be sustaining. 

mf STORG— 

There has been developed here what is callei "the store". Legeliy amd technic 
aliy 4% does not exist because the Japs do not vent ue toa buy extra food, feeling 
tist they lose face thereby by not feeding their prisoners adequately. However, on 
the grounds of providing "luxuries" and eupplementary articlus for the sick, tae 
garda and the Prison Captain, Kaswnoto, just do not tske rotice of occasional 
trucks coming in bringing in to our “store” exch items as tobacco, cigerettes, 
peanute, coffea & sugar. Tats “store” is run oy our Pay Clork ane. each deorite 
vome money with him sni *he mess dzaws against thie deposit. A simi) pro. is 
sliowed and that vvofSt cces to a fand to provide extras for the sick and ioaly and 
broke, Little by little they have sneaked other items on the list such (az) nongo 
beans, canned salnon, surdines sed occnaionally aomé bananas ani cocoa. /23/ It 
sounds fdeal. The only trouble 41, nobody has mich money and the prices are beyond 
all possible reason. Coffeo at F 1,85 per half kilo for exemple. A ten cent tin of 
salmon costs 85 centaves. Everything else in proportion. Bananas, tiny ones, at 
25 centaves each. It just means that for a little while we can supplement our rice 
with a pinch cf extras as noted above, Dut even as I write this there are very 
few af us who can be in the market very long and our extras at each meal are in 
very skimpy amounte. The big problem is to devise ways of cisguising rice or meking 
4% palpable (palatable?) day by day. , 

==-HONGO BHAN-—— 

The one real help and standby is the lowly menge beon. Tey are reasonably 
cheap, and can de used in many ways and can be put into rice and make 4% more pala- 
table as well as mippily a great food demand. It is of interest that 1t was in this 
very prison yeare age that experiments were carried out in Bert Beri in which it 
{24{/ wes shown that mongo beans added to a plain rice diet prevented the disease. 
Here at Old Bildbid, meny such experiments in Tropizal Medicine wara carried out, 
vaing the prisoners as guinea pigs. These beans are a tiny green beat about the _ 
size of a BB shot. They can be stewed up as sich and have a ientil ‘aate. The more 
coruion way here is to soak them in a wet towel and let them sprout. They are then 
gtiswod up and poursd over the rice. They can be washed and eaten raw (salad). They 
axe rich in 31, in which so many of us are deficient. All ths messes have bean 
sprouts under way in various stages and they appear in buckets, tin cana, jars, or 
any receptacle as regular ag the rice, each mess cooking up its own, This mongo 
bean is a life saver to a3 and aa long as we can get them wa en stomach the rice 
and eat a sustaining qumtity as well as acquire a vitandine intake of which we are 
so mich in neod. * buy these beana at 45 /25/ centavos a cup (canteen), avont 
one cantavo's we ta under «-cmal cmditions. But they go a long ways and an cong 
ag I live I wil) alimys a ‘bute iy survival to this lowly bean. 


The high prices aru, 2. “res, “Clegt la guerre” stuff, the merchante knowing 
the demand, sncondly, aul fo. stuf? srowe scarcer & scarcer im the Islande and 
becomes Less & less avatlable. Then, of course, the guerd has to get a cut in, and 
the emall profit added for "the fund’ so when we "the consumers" got it — well, 

I fagure I have enough pesos to eke ¢.% another three weeks with supplementary 
rations if I am careful and ration myself severely. Tobvaccu, of course, is only of 
the crudest native crop, more like hay & tinier and at P 1.0) a pkg. American tow 
bacco costs P 5.00 a tin, so of course, nobcdy bys it. Nowody can. P 5.00 repres< 
ents too mich food. Cigarettes are all black: cherect tyoe ~ of the commonest bitter 
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weed, once worth 5 &10 centavos, now 30 & 40 centavos a pekg. American cigarettes 
are rarely seen = P 1.50 a packags. . 


So, having drayn our rice we gather /26/ round ovr "nerses" and add onxm mongo 
beans or sardines, and share the brown unrefined sugar we have, end thue go thru 
the formality, at least, of a meal. Much of our time js spont in providing this bare 
existence. Everybody has mongo bean cultivation undec way. Someone can always bem 
seer washing the beans, putting to sprout, cr hurvest*ng or cooking them up in the 
ingrovized galley. Oar coffee mess is a help. Evcryo.e* donates a kilo of coffes 
and ve start out with the old standard of one: tvlesyoon per cup am one for the 
pot. For the first run we have fair coffea. Then fer days we boil & boll the grounds 
adding sore # nore water. It gets a little thin & pele and one hee to use the old 
ireination a little to detect the mocks & Jaya bei even ac it is better then the 
eracited wheat “coffee" we made on Corregidor, and the "no coffee” periods wo have 
knows. UnLess we can get a printing press & somo paper and e model of thiu "Bayonst 
Moasy* 30 go on, coffee ie but a transient traveller iu car midet. Kusauneto is in 
favor of [27/ legalizing “the store”, but that will, never be done unless tuo Japs 
decide to recognize thrt part of the Genera Treaty relative to pey of prisoners. 
There have been hénts in tela direction bat nothing to date has ever come of it. 
According to the treaty an offtcor 4s to be paid commermurate with his rank in the 
conquering army. That woul.u't 2'$ so a kell of a lot Iut it would help and it 
would bs more assuredo IT am af Ad 4f 4% ever happens it is st{12 = long way off.

Ey July 9, wy service had bern ue- ae vishe and under great difficulties crad-- 
ually getting the more urgent cases astenied to, insofar as our limited facilities 
will lst us. fhe Japs released the Corregidor supplies fox our use and wea have 
distributed gear to wards and such O-E. equipment as we can use I have placed iz 
one end of wi 6 where I have decided to make an 0.2, The plana, specification:, 
worksheet & material estinates have all been submitted for the Japs’ approval. if 
they will only send us in the /28/ meagre material we can ¢et going. If I could 
just get n few lengths of pipe & some couplings so I could hook up ny sterilizers, 
the rest I could throw together after a fashion anyhov, tn the mesntiifle, two cacea 
just had to be operated so we used the dispensary abovt 5: am one mrning aud went 
to it. Surgery as we mat practice it here 4s very ¢ffaasive to the trained gensi= 
bilities of many of our highly specialized help, Year ef experience in the tropics 
ani Insular hospitals & 4n the field have long since tenght me that o Mayo Clinic 
is not necessary for excellent results, and mech can be done without the O.2.ritual, 
which is 80 cver played by so many of onr Larmey i.';ituhions ang alleged ezrerts 
at the expense of ¢00d common sense. ; 

o—BILIBID SETUP. ; 

During the week I learned more & more of the genoral ses up end tone of 
the plsce, the attitude of the Jap group under whom we wer: adninistered and Learned 
what I could of the back history of this Navy group who remained in Manila and were 
taken into custody go early in the war. 


I have mentioned ’ set w herein /29/ Sartin commanded the hospital 2 a 
Chief Warrant is war.: of the sire orison., The Japs have been notorious for such 
set ups and nothing « can do mt it. OF course, there is constant conflict aa 
the varder. and his “>. cteeg tr to Donde the hospital administration and the 
situation (19) far om pleasan for - the ultimete leyout we are prisoners and 
the varrant is the .s9s, However, Sassi: has carried things nlong very vell and a 
great tribute mst be paid to thi officer, who was conuidered unvorthy of selection 
to Sant. just before the war and y.% shen the pressure came, shouldered the respon-- 
sibilities and took the tough goit,: siuile the "selected ones" folded up completely, 
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and have done nothing to claim honorable mention at any stage of the game. It is 
another sad commentary on our selection system. 


I find here among this Navy group a genera). lack of respect for the "Tai-sas", 
all /30/ three. The gencral feeling 4s thet they were concerned at all times with 
only their own safety and comfort. There was apparently never any leadership or 
effort on the part of the "Tai-sag" to benefit the Commasé in general, nor any 
effort before capture to get the group into action. Some manifest a bitterness 
toward them, to others they were just a washout. I have not heard one voica of 
respect or defensn in their behalf. Everywhere I herr 100% praise of Sartin from 
ths lowliest corpsman to the highest ranking nomber of the statf. There isn't one 
officer ox pan who are not with him 100%, 4s I have ra arked, hovever, this 1a 
partly cue to his fatherly easy going manner aid hie ziuxctance to order anybody 
to do anything unpleasant or not in accord with thelr o.m wisben. So far 4t has 
worked wel] bere but it would never do in She field ox in actAcr. Nevertheless, as 
long ag it works, as msch as I abhor the liceansus of the orvantzation, I presume 
it tz /g3/ best. Int fraakly, I still see this eroup, nes 1 aimarily serving the 


my men will be doing mere and more. We will put purch into fis thing as a hospital, 
aud make it leas and lens a lazaretto. 


According to ‘kirtin, ~ sse Japs are against singing and chmrch services in 
General. The Cathohica ha uveen able to get mass said tat the Protestant services 
have not been cilowed. This is -alte diffexvent from ovr experiences in Corregidor 
where such services wure sncoureged, I au inclined te believe that this is the 
fault of a very low type £ dagurarate Jap who is acting as interpreter here. He 
is mean « melicicus and is apparently a features in every unpleasantness that occars. 

aoe KUSANOTO—n ; 

Capt. Xusamoto is in charge. He is difficult to analyze. There are certain acts 
& policies of his which are just und tempered with mercy «: kindness. On the other 
hand there are paradoxical streaks in hin /32f which make you stop & wondere 
Pfeifer & others who have had close dealings with him hava not found him difficult 
to deal with. It 1s rumored that the Japs have asked him at ¢imes whose side he is 
on, theirs or the Americans. From all I can gather to cat:, eecording to his own 
lights he is doing the right thing by everybedy. Dnt he 4: aa Oriental. Hu te the 
Conqueror = the Rore. We could have a worse boss = anil I nave seen better. He has 
been an athlete anc. has participated in Olympicu in the piust. His top agt. laa 
Pleasant. sort of a guy. Comes to visit remiuriy. Sringe Inia brother to see us at 
times, seems very affable and everybody her i/icas hin. 


There can be no doudt however that the xusic poli: , of the regime here is to 
consider ua ua prisoners of war, to be held si rheviy incon wunicado, draw our pound 
of tics a day ond Like it. Anything else we nay got is spocial favor and beyond our 
rights and should be greatly appreciated as an act of great ‘ciminosao 


While I have been impressed by less of the "dog eat dog" spirit here than other 
places I have been during the war, it /33/ 18 alao eviden’s to me that wheels within 
wheels work hers also io some extent to prevent the equitable distribution of avell- 
able food and necer:’’:"08. For instonce, while the bulk of the confiscated food we 
browht in from Cir. --idor did find its way to patients, I note certain special 
groups appearing vi cans of i’ “ore & there. Working parties coming in from 


/35/ 
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the outside bring in fruit & coffee and sugar and profiteer upon the needy to the 
extent of P 1.00 for a canteen cup of brown sugar = 5 Little bananas for P 1.00. 
And this profiteering is OK'd by the wardens © American Officers =~ Honest, sym 
pathetic Sartin, the soul cf kindness & fair play can do nothing about it. The 
deplorable state of the needy hurts him keeniy. Sartin does have one good card to 
play if he can ever get it on the table. He hes a letter of authority to obligate 
the U.S. for the care of his patients ard personnel. If he can establish contact 
with neutral consular agents, there are any number of merchants who will gamble on 
the U.S. being /34/ able to pay, and will grent us credit &- supply us with food. 
Of course, Jap authority is needed also. 

w= COL. OLYMPIA o-- 

T have brought Col. Olympia into contact with Sartin for £ sm sure Olympia will 
be discharged soon and he has close connection with Vargas et al and can, if he 
will, make the connection for us when he gets out. Since the sick Filipinos seem 
to be getting out first, have put Olympia on the sick list. Hs seems interested and 
willing to help. Olympia still remains, however, a question mark in my mind. He 
came to Corregidor as a Lt.-Col., the Senior Flight Surgeon of the Filtpine Army. 
The Air Corps completely devoid of planes had taken to the ground. Olympia and his 
medical force, MeOQo's and Corpsmen, evacuated to Gorregidor and were assigned to me 
for duty with the 4th Regiment. I assigned hfs personnel, and in deference to him, 
allowed him to contimie more or less as a functioning officer. He was a courteous 
gentleman and I treated himes such. The Arny ignored him, practically denied him 
living space and made him feel very much/outside the pale. I felt sorry for the 
old gent. After all, I had experienced the same cold blocdei attitude of the Army. 
Our relations remained pleasant and we have developed a comrade feeling thru the 
months. He has often remarked to me that he would never forge* thot I alone was a 
friend to him and his people when he arrived on Corrsgidor. H+ has shared wine & 
food with me on occasions and frequently reiterated his friendehip. In the neanwhilt 
his background is en follows: He studied med. in Tokyo and has been knighted in the 
Order of the Hising; Sun by the Jop Emperor; he has hed big lumber & hemp interests 
in Davao where he has employed Japanese labor. The Filipine law prevents Japs hold- 
ing land & conducting such enterprises. It is known that Filipinos nominally hold 
land & such enterprises for Japanese investors in the Islands. Davao is a hot bed 
for such practice. It is something tn think about. On the other hand, he has spent 
the greater part of his life in the organization and training of the Med. Dept, of 
the Philippine Army, is 4 graduate of the Army Field School at Carlisle & also took 
flight surgeon's training i36/ at Hendolph Field. He has been at one time, Surgeon 
General of the Insular Constabulary. In April, when Gen. Imna was killed, Olympia, 
who meanwhile had been made a full Col. (and incidentally then outranked me) was 
named Surgeon Gen. of the Filipine Army. When Corregidor fol1, the Army changed its 
tune and attitude toward Olympia. Olympia speaks Jap very well and knows them. They 
suddenly found out they needed him and the Colonel suddenly Zound the place prac- 
tically turned over to him. The Army became most ingratiating. They couldn't move 
or do a dam thing without him. He was the mn of the hour. I certainly got a kick 
out of the stuffed shirt high & mighty Army Boys who had accorded the Cole the 
attention less than one would ordinarily pay to a house boy. Olympiz. got a kick 
out of it, too = and even mentioned it to me on one oceasion after va had moved to 
Top Side. Olympia has not been blind to the treatment accorded hin countrymen by 
American factions and anyone who denies that there has been distinction made, lies 
/37/ or else is ignorant of the facts. 


So this is Olympia. He is an enigma to me, I still haw aot categoried hin. 
Since the surrender he has been of more service to the Americ:ms than any other 


/40/ 
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one person I lmow. In looking back over my association with hin, there has never 
been one instance in which he hes moniferted onything but the greatest loyalty to 
our side. However, 1 here never known him to be demonstrative nor express himself 

os of strong American sentiment. My belief is that he is Filipino = 100%. Wherein 
the Filipino can tenefit, be i Jap omAmerican policy, I believe he is for it. He 
is not necessarily American. I san forgive him for J know the calumny and the dis= 
respect the arrogant Americen Arny group dealt out to hin, end I don't believe he 
wil foryet it. His native pride and veeling of self respect has been deeply of- 
fended. Our American smugness and. previnclal self sctisfied attitude & arrogance 
lost Dividends in this c2se - and in so meny others. I have seen this obtuse 
attitude among our Americans eae until I have been repeatedly ashamed of them, 
/38/ In car West Indies we have hel isl igo exainples of Ls and as a result have 
always been poor colonizers. We just can't help but look doym on people, and patron 
ize them. Yo have neither the widerstandin: nor the desire to understand a people 

or a custon other than our cw. We just tolerate. So just how Oly mpin nee oe wher. 


free, I still hesitate to say. He & Sartin should set alon; wall. He has often told 
ne what & great difference he hes observed bet-roen our Army a Navy 


I still have hopes thet he will help. 


Olympia is the one counter-espionage praiien I have never menticned to St.Me 
{ have shied off 4t, and she has never brought up the idea to me, She knows my 
xvelatione with him and Gomez, and I have given ber opportunities te open up It she 
aynareatly has kept away from it ss I heave. If curcumatances prose where I had te, 

I would /33/ approach her on the sibject, bot it hes never seomed necessary to me, 
aad sonshow I believe had there ever been reason to get hot in that direction, 5+.NM. 
would not renain quiet. Some day, when it seems propitious, for my own academic 
interest I will ask her about Olympin. 1 expect her snsver ty ha just as my analysis 
of hin has been etated here. It vould be natural for her to believe that he is on 
my list and has probably interpreted much of ny relations with him re a pert of a 
plan, which, in pari, is oudte true, of course. This is a world of intrigue end even 
one's ow brother may vé false. PRaninds me of the lines in “Julius Caesar" ~ Bratus 
comes from plotting & covnter plotting and relaxes in his garden to get awey from 
an all too treachervig worll ~ his 20%, lucius, falls asleep at the harp, and strikes 
a disturbing discord, jumps from his sleep end cries out "The strings, My Lord, 
are false!" But to Urutus, this sould only mean "Aven the strings are false - 
nothing in the world is true." After what I have seen and experienced in this seven 
months of war, ani the last 10 years of “Peace”, I can well choose these lines of 
Julius Caesar as the most poignant lines of the Avon Bard. 

-~-SIKIGUCHT.— 

About July llth, ve had a visit from Sikiguchi. I did 3.06 sae him but when 
Joses, Sartin and othere came in ond reported his "act", I isnedfately recognized 
the chxracter who iid visited ue in Corregidor soon after the surrender and gave ua 
the same son; and Yance. "Siki" 4s n Imblet headed, ugly, bratal looking dap officer, 
thick set, heavy jovled, and is a Lieut. Col. (lied) ani /43/ 20 near as we could 
figure him out, he is #1 assistant to the Chief of the Jap med. department in the 
Philippines. His duties are apparently rovim; 0.4 teke ain avout to all the prison 
areas and other hospital activities. This way appareatiy his first visit here, vnich 
1a strange to me. Sikiguchi lets it be known in his steck “sct" thet he 4e 100) 
anti American, that he vas taught as ep child now mexciful ond pleasant the Americans 
wera, onlt to come to manhood & realize how hesrtless, ccuei, mean and mercenary ve 
are. He insisted on telling Sartin that he, “Siii", cos “ingamons" in Hanila as the 
cause of so many beatings, and when Sartin asked hin his nure, he laughed and replied 
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"Just call me Genera), ilickedness". He has a way of blaspheming Americans, accusing 
us of sinking hospital ships deliberately <nd committing other atrocities, and then 
he levghs ~ loud & leng. He has one speech about uc not knowing one word of Japanese 

and even after all this tine, we [42] have learned nothing of the language. He derides 
vs for having no interpreters of our own ~ throws back our claim of caring medic~. 
ally for the enemy & cur own troops alike by acking how we could expect to do justic 
to the care of the sick people if we covld not talk to then and we had made no prow 
vision for such} Also he adds: "No! No! You Americans never thought you vould have 
to talk to us. You do not deal in words, but in the sword, with the fist, with the 
bootheel ~ guns & cannon" Further he grandiloquentiy bregs: "Not so, Japan} Ne 
hove all kinds of interpreters - English, Malay, Dutch, German, Chinese, Tag-a-loge 
Ye lize to ond expect to talk with people." Then when he feels he hes scored another 
point ~ more sadistic laughter. 


He has another stick-in-trade act. while talking with you he will contrive in 
some way to get his sword in such a position that one is bound to strike Lt or 
brush against it. Whereupon he flares back and shrisks out hov in Japan, te touch 

/43/one'es svord thusly mesns death = cnt off ene's head # but of course, ignorant 
Americans, not knowing, excused this time. I can still hear him es he ranted that 
day at Malinta, "Yes! Ch Yes! Now you went interpreters! Now, you realize what a 
help they would be - to you! Now, you-realize how mich it would pean to you te be 
be able to talk and understand us! You think we should supply interpreters! We 
should know English! Ha! Ha! You should have thought of al2 this before! You were 
high & mighty} But ah! What do you think of your future now?" And this same speech 
was lavished on Sartin today. He had given it to Duckworth in Bataan. 


But on the other hand, immediately after such 2 tirade, or during, or before, 
he may ask information as to food = amount & kind, supplies, condition of the sick 
and may surprise you on his inspection by sone very constructive criticism end 
offer to help. And poolim: the experiences of several officers who have had deal-- 
ings with him one is inclined to think he is as reliable in help as any one ve have 
met. Duckworth had experience with him at #1 in Batean and seems to have gotten 
good cooperation fron hin in spite of the above act. kn /44/ fact he seems quite 
fond of Duckworth. 

a= "DUCKY" and "SIKI"... : 

Duckworth is here at our mess “as a guest of the Jcpanese", Sikiguch!, as a 
Matter of fact, and the day "Siki" was here he had a long talk with Duckworth snd 
tried to get him to go to Tarlac with the other Tai sa's, telling him "Tarlac OK = 
U'Donnell not so goode" "Siki" also brought Duckworth fruit and Duckworth 1s per~ 
mitted to make purchaser in town and has meny privileges not accorded to the rest 
of us. "Ducky" ond “Silks” are "Like that". "Ducky" is a smooth mumber, and when I 
found him here "aa guest of thea Japs", at our mess, with his personal orderly & 
valet, his administrative assictant, and about 20 pieces of beggase, including his 
own bed equinped with inner spring nattress and Gatch Frame, knowing "Ducky", I 
covldn't help but emell something that waan't -ll roses. I learned that he was here 
ostensibly to get a belt made = he having been operated for mn appendix since I 
last sav hin Inst Marche He had lost mch weicht gince then, /45/ but is still a 
stupendous Imlk & herniation thru sear sounded very reasonable but I hed an oppore 
tunity of examining his abdomen cursorily and I could find no urgent demand for 
any belt. I was convinced from the besinning that "Ducky" was ‘tnosing* for a good 
billet and he hed his eye on this place. Sikiguchi & Duckworth is e& bad combination 
Ve will hear more of them later. 
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Getting b-ck to Sikiguchi, there are certain elements of basic truth in some 
of his talk which we mst admit. I particularly refer to this matter of interpre~ 
ters and language interests. I he‘te long contended that our Service in general, 
and our Corps in particular shoulda be mich more proficient in languages as A Tree 
quirement than ve are. fcr years 1 have heard our smug narrow non constructive 
brothers in Service & out, 3n reverring to other races with /46/ whom they are 
throwm in the course of duty and business "Why in the hell don't these bastards 
speak Nnzlish}" etc. Anyone who doesn't speak «nglish or make an effort to do so 
is 2 dam heathen. The other guy mest head to us and make the bridge for understand- 
ing. In such ignorance, we have placed other races in the aflvantageous position 
over us in that they grasp our psychology and recial concepts by Learning our 
language while we stay ignorant of theirs = they have the language superiority in 
having learned both. All of this is beside the point that we, in justice, should, 
in our own international relations, offer something in the bridge making for 
understanding. 


The Japanese are conversing and entering into the every day life of every 

- people they conquer, immediately after entry. It is astonishing how fast they 
acquire a conversant vocabulary. In addition to their interpreters and colonizing 
group who come /47/ right along with the invading troop: a8 a part of the Army of 
Occupation, every soldier & sailor digs in to scqvire wovkable knowledge of the 
language. Every member of the Naval Service has with hin in this theatre of war, 

& small pocket sized book with every day needed phrases, expressions, and words, 

in Tageaelog, Japanese and English. They carry them with them eat all times and take 
every opportunity to enlarge upon them. They are unique little books and given 
space & time I am sure I could show what an important part they play in a war 
machine and we would de weli to take a lesson from our Enemy. Nor hae our Navy (nor 
Army) seen fit to require corellary reading on history & international ouestions, 
foreign political & goclal sconomy, customs & religions of probable enemies otc. 
The essential /48/ impcrtence of such things has been ever present in my mini:for 
many years, and the pre»~f of their need in our Service has been evident to me in 
this war, just as it has been evident to me in our Island possessions end our req 
lations with foreign peoples thruout Peace. We mst get over this dam smgness. 

To use an expression we have directed toward our present enemy so mich, we are 
committing national Hari Kari = but on the sword of smgness & unbecoming 
provincialisa, 


There is one thing, however, which could be said to Mr. Sikiguchi (if it were 
prupitious for one who 1a a prisoner of war in Japanese hands to make any reply), 
and that is, thet any interest in the Japanese Language by our Service has always 
been looked upon by the Japanese as based on ulterior motives of the most sinister 
nature, and our language students have been looked upon with askance and for one to 
manifest any interest in their live and customs and order of things /49/ nade himselt 
@ marked verson and almost expected to offer profuse explanation or even apology. 
All of which, to my mind, should not have been a deterrent to our continuing to 
pursve our studies ‘mt rather should have inspired us to dig in even deeper to get 
under the surfece o. these people - and others. 


Had ve followed sich a policy, perhaps the pcpuler fallacies so fingrantly re- 
peated in our country as to thelr racinl near sightedness which made them such 
vashouts at gunnery, aviation and bombing might not hrve had to be disproven in such 
a calamitous carnege as ve have s#en out here since Vec. 8/41. The idea of a race 
of poor physical specinens shot thru with starvation and fed on soy beans alone 
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would have been long exploded and the tough wiry troops that love the fighting 
would not have come as a revelation to so many of ovr troops. And we would have 
known and accepted fully and without any "ifs" "andes" or "buts" that they are a 
people of /50/ low standard of living, a race whose outstanding characteristic is 
thelr inferiority complex, and a people with whom we cen never see eye to sye 
honestly, and by nature are our eternal, natural, 2nd inevitable enemy and there 
cen never be room enough on this globe for both =: us to endure in aarmony. 


I, like thousands of others, entered this war with no malice personally felt 
against the Japanese as a people. I was led to believe they had been curelly 
maligned by Hiram Johnson and his exclusion phrase when he referred to them as an 
"inferior psople". I was led to believe that it was "just the Army war lords who 
were the sword rattlers"in Japan. Many of us know better now. We should have known 
better long ago. One cannot deny that they are enterprising, conniving, clever in 
some respects, ambitious, but they are also treacherous, cruel, sadistic and by our 
standerds unprincipled, low minded, and culturally reverted to the stone age, and 
a people I wouldn't /52/ want my boy raised with, or under. 


There are still those who will rise up and quote me the age old culture of the 
Orient, the "indispatable" claim to an honorable and worthy civilization, and to 
that I will say "Phooey!" and "Bunk" ~ for the beauty and lacquered front ef the 
Oriental cultures is cradled in the filth of the Whang Poo end the wretched human 
wrecks that live upon it, and even today as always it has been nourished on the 
stench of rotting, starving bodies that from birth have never really lived. It 
should not have been necessary, but it was, to have a war to teach us the best and 
the worst of these people, end those of us fortunate enough to survive will not have 
done their duty until they have done their utmost to convince our people, thet only 
the maxim of Stephen Decatur will bs adequate in our dealing and attitude toward 
Nippon = “Our Country, right or wrong = but in any event - Our country". Our safety, 
and to my mind the safety of the world depends on never allowing /52/ one item of 
Nipponese influence to survive or flourish on this earth. They have such emotional 
attributes as local patriotism, no fear of death, strong concepts of personal honor 
(according to their own deluded philosophy), they have a keen & progressive con- 
mercinlism and tricks of trade to offer, but not one element of decency can they 
contribute to the human family. /Cont'd on page 65/ 


Ks YABAS.—~ 

About dusk of July 12th trucks arrived from Tynabas, dumping in upon us thirty 
more dysentery derelicts, more dead than alive. lie scurried around to get them 
bedded down vhile the guards yelled for working parties to scrub down the trucks 
with cresol. “hat ‘’ynbas camp is a hell hole. More like the /66/ German reprisal 
cams of the last ware They are suposed to be building; a road dom there but 
practically everybody is sick with dysentery, malaria « malnutrition and there 
can't be a lot of pick & shovel labor available in the group. lieny of these ad- 
mitted on this date will die. They are long past all help, sone already moribund, 
some have horrible decubitus ulvers, 2ll are deathly sick. A pitiful situation. 


The rainy season 1s setting: under woy nov in earnest. !much rain the last several 
days, off and on, fv .uent showers, heavy downpours with thunder & lightening & rain 
practically every :/:;ht. In the meanwhile, prison life goes on = Bongo night & 
morning, lugao, drv rice, & watery soup, rumors good rnd bad, wishful thinking, , 
periods of alternating hopes and depths of despair; days of seratching for exist—- 
ence, groups gsthered about open fires with improvised utensils fashioned from 
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tin cans, gasoline tins, pieces of wire, parts of galvanized roofing, cooking up 

odd concoctions of /67/ all possible edible combinations of anything edible and 
available; some men mey be seen hammering out frying pans, some making wooden shoes, 
building shelves or bunks, tailoring clothes, doing laundry, carrying wood, soaking 
mongo beans, making crude soap; some read, some write, some just sit = and sit. 
Others break the-monotony by dying; Days & nights, hot suns and rains, sol y sombre~ 
sunshine & shadow. And at night one lies courting sleep and looks at the reflection 
on the stony floors of the cold black bars that stand between us and the moon. /68/ 


July 14/42: 


A clear dawn over Bilibid and no rain all day until about dark tonight when a 
heavy electricrl storm with wind & rain cut loose and the lightening played hell 
around the compound for a while. Vas up early and had weak cooked-over coffee (we 
Gal] it coffee) and » black cheroot as day broke. Much discussion about the compound 
as the scuttletbutt began to flow about hearing bombinge about midnight last nishte 
The wishful thinkers are working overtime these days. If they keep on as they have 
been going in the past few days they will have McArthur celling up from the Manila 
Hotel and inviting us to lunch in about a week. But one can't blame them. After all, 
what else could they do. There are several here, in fact too many, who have nothing 
to do but worry & scurry over their next meal, Ife on their board bunks and beat 
their gums and dwell on the great question of "how long?" “whent" “By what meanst" 
and yes = they often wonier = "W411 Liberty ever come?" One never hears them speak 
in such terms, but back in their mental cogitations, at the base of their wonderings, 
they do have those fears and doubte /69/ at times. 

~--LA VICPOIRE=-- 

The dread of violence, disease, starvation, ever present hazarils, become creat 
obsessions to them at timer. LaVic:oire keeps himself sick with choking down great 
gobs of rice for fear he wit. have some nutritional disturbance. Food denial has 
become an obsession vith hin. He has had previous flights from reality in a 
“neuritis" and a limp which seems to come and go. He lies about his board bunk most 
of his time, just smoking, doing nothing, just Lying - "conserving himself", almost 
cataleptic. Of all the Canacao crowd, he seems to have adjusted less effectively to 
the war than anyone else now present. I understand from the rest of the gang he has 
been worse than at present. As an NP man he should have some insight into himself. 
But alas ~ such is the nature of the hysterias = no insight - Painfully authentic 
is every complaint. 

Dusy this morning sorting out surgical instruments for setting up our 0-H, The 
Japs have instructed us to pick out what wo need from the exuipment we brought over 
from Corregidor and the rest 1s to be taken "to the Provinces" “where there are many 
sick Americans to be cared for". /70/ They probably mean Kanabatuan, Tayabas, & 
O'Donnel, where prison camps have been established. I was liberal with myself but 
still had a goodly array of gear for "the Provinces". I figure the Japs will reach 
over in my pile any how for some. This beim: the Central Prison Honpital I figure 
most of the surgery will come into us anyhow. In addition to the Corregidor gear we 
have here algo our best Canacao instruments and we should get rlong very well on 


that score. 
on~THY FILIPINO VONEMone 


Also managed to srmggle in sane plaster ond crinoline to the Filipino women toda 
end they made up 6 dozen plastor rolls for us. Rumor has it thet they may be freed 
tomorrow and sent hone. I hope e¢. This incarceration at i4libid is harder on them 
than anyone else, s!sit up as thet ore et rll ‘times in their building. They are 
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eating well, however. The Filipino boys coming in from working parties, get things 
into them - fruits, milk, candies etc. The Jap guards buy a few things for some of 
them too. They have done e swell job in this war and they are all anxious to get 
back to their homes & people. They deserve it and I will be glad to see then / a/ 
go. There is no more work for them to do here end they ean be very useful in the 
vrovinces and in Manila and among their people outside who reaily need theme 


The Tai-sa's (Senior Commanders & Col's) no longer have to parade for "Bango". 
That places me as senior staff officer at Bango from now on. Sartin was inclined 
not to take advantage of the Jap concession to him as C.U. etc. bit Duckworth, Joses 
and I talked him into it. The Japa go in "big" for rank. The fact that one is fave 
ored or looked upon as "high", gives one a valuable prestige. The secret of "drawing 
water" with Japs is to really "he somebody". So we convinced Sartin he must “be 
somebody" and play the "high & mighty rank with privilege" came. 

one DYSHNTHRY WARDwmw 

Saw a case in consultaticn todny in the upper compound in our dysentery isola- 
tion ward. The emaciated lad row suffering from dysentery, formerly had an abdominal 
wound in Bataan, was operated, and today developed whet looks like an acute epi- 
gastric hernia. Have watched him ell day. He has not developed any obstructive signs 
as yet but may do so at any time. Ile is a horrible surgical risk under any circum 
stances, but in our present state of /72/ limited armamentarium, even less chance 
can be offered hin. 


God! But that Isolation is terrible! Human wrecks piled into a long dobe build— 
ing, on dirty mattresses on the concrete deck, most of them too prostrate to give 
a dam or care about their surroundings however. Brokenshire is doing a good job 
standing by them up there, doing all he can with what little medicine and equipment 
he has to offer. They still die on him up there daily, but he is saving many. 


Our good Jap quartermaster sgt. leaves uo tonight and we are sorry to see him 
goo He has only been with us about a week and in that time we have fered mech better 
than before. At least he has done his best by us. There hés been soup a little oft- 
ener, with a few more vegetables in it, and occasionally a piece of neat for seasone 
ins. Fire wood has come in more pleatifully. He hrs been pleasant. He is a great 
rumor artists He insists that American plenes bombed Cavite, that soon he will 
leave to go home and Americen occupation troops will come. lomerience has taught me 

‘that /73/ the Japanese soldier, even the officers, know very little more than we do 
hov things are voing outside. Also, when rumors are highly favorable for us for 
several days runnin=. part/.:\_arly when disseminated by the Jananese, one met re~- 
member the German 2°’\0G 0° -vopamanda which is based on building up the hopes and 
then with a crash o° orth. 2tting you down. The effect is really demoralizing as 
I have seen it worke. 


However, ore of « > warrants was in vom today under guard and a Chinese nerche 
ant managed to slip word to him for Stuart that "Huch good neve - all news good". 


IT made contact with Santa Maria today and believing she will be getting out of 
here tomorrow or soon, gave her ecredentinis for Leach. She will probably be able to 
contact him at San Tomas to some ativantage. 
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-our of us tossed the baseball this afternoon for a while. We need a certain 
amount of exercise to keep in shepe and while our low diet doesn't permit us to 
perform any stremious stunts we can do that mich in hopes of gradually building up 
our strength to where /74/ we can really “put out" on this low ration. Then, when 
the day comes, (if it does) we will be fit to jump in and do our stuff. Keeping 
well and fit mst be our next consideration ofter the care of our patients. Tonight 
we are all sitting inside our barracks, strategically located so as to dodge the 
steady drip of rain thru our leaky roof. Some are -reading, a few cribbage games are 
in evidence, a courle of bull sessions are in progres, Jim Pfeiffer Ciligently works 
over his Jxpanese note book (he has done remarkably well with his language attempts) 
several have already turned in under the nets for the mosouitoes are bad tonight. 
it nears "Lights out" time any how (9:30 pm). W211 turn ine 


July 15/42: 


Another rainy night efter a clear hot day. Have been busy all dey gathering 
material for wards and spent mich of the afternoon with Capt Gomez sorting out 
Filipino cases for transfer to Philippine Generel. The tdea is, thet if we can ger 
permission to send them there they can get more and better food and so many of them 
are in marked stages of /75/ malmitrition. I have never seen such examples of ex- 
treme inanition - skin over bones = cadaverous looking, hagard creatures. One vone 
ders that they live at sll. We are doing everything we can for them but on rice, 
rice, rice, one can't do mch. They will never develop a resistance sufficient to 
overcomes their toxic wounds nor henl their broken boneso 


In the meanwhile our deaths continue daily. The Tyebas victims recently received 
one by one drop off and we bury them in the wpper compound near the «rect wall. ie 
keep a Chief busy chiseling out crosses to head the graves and marking them by name, 
ege, rank or rate end orjanization.Mis yvorl: is piled up ahead for many months to 
come. tie Just can't keep pace with the old grim reaper. Dysentery and nutritional 
deficiencies continue to decimate our prisoners and there is little evidence of our 
being able to offer them any more than at present. 

: wo~-HEDICAL REORGANIZATION—am 

Sartin had a long conference with the Japs today. Kusumoto told him Duckworth 
was to leave for O'lonnell on the 18th. Dackworth & Sartin are to divide the /76/ 
Medical forces ae they see fit. Duckworth doesn't want any of the Army MeC.'s in 
the upper compound. Does want, and is taking about 125 Army Corpsmen with him. Ve 
are supposed to do something with the Army iieCe's. Sartin hes told Kusumoto we have 
no need for them but Kusumoto insists we use then so that will have to be vorked 
out. I talked with Sartin today. I know every one of’ that Army crowd and I have a 
plon to absorb then and yet keep them out of the orgeniznation where several of them 
could do nothing but throw sand and monkey wrenches. Also we cen keep then under 
survetilence. Duckworth su;gested sending them ell dow ta Cabanatuen but Sartin 
is toc kind hearted and ccnsidernte to do that. He is still the kind hearted old 
fellow he has always been, not an ounce of malice in him and amidst all this ine 
trigue and cut thront tactics wich has prone on anong the Army since the surrender, 
he stands out as & holesoic nobleman among thieves, ond so innocent of intrigue 
thet he ennnot belicve it ez'ets in others. His naivete /77/ is refreshing and 
renews one's faith 4a Adam? Urced- 


Anon other remarks by mnoto tis his statement that "vhen & if the World 
‘Powers reach the conclusio:: of their regotiations, then ve 1411 mow whether of not 
you are considered in the status of Prisoners of Var, rnd then we will know if you 
are to be paid". Fron this we gather tant there is sone negotiation under way, 
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probably involving the status of captives of all warring nations in the present 
conflict end the treatment thereof. Ksomoto had an encouraging note in his remark 
when 19 snid, "Then, conditions may b: better for you." 


Frankly I expect very little to come of such negotiations. Certainly at no 
early date. In the meanwhile, bowe:r, we got another delivery of meat & vegetables 
today which wasn't expected, and that will mean soup again tomorrow. Never do get 
enough meat or vegetables for gating purposes but the thin eoup poured over the rice 
certainly helps a lot to choke down the rice. Yesterday we were given one camote 
Sach, Our mess therefore got six. Cecil mixed our /78/ camotes with a can of corned 
neat we bought from "the store” and two duck egzs Zro”. the sams place (at 10 centene 
a plece) and made a gob of hash which gave ue two tt 3 spoonfuls each to eat with 
our yiea tonight. To us it wns e feast. 


Began turned in on the sick list last nicht. facrea Wilson brought him dow and 
I went in to see him this morning. Temp 103, dinvrhea & belly cramps all night. 
Backs pretty sick. Probably a gastro-enteritis & not a dysentery altho IL recall he 
wea laid up over in Corregidor fer a long eiege with a similar attack, 


love been a little miserable myaeli today. For some dam reason I developed a 
hemorrhoids] attack and I'm having a hard time sitting and I don't feel good stand- 
ing. The dam things are most annoying = even painful. I laid off my basebail today 
bus did take my usual bango celisthenics. I refuse to get on the Dinnacle of sick 
List. Tyo strikes are on you, it ssems, when you get that low around here. /79/ 

eue CLYDM WELCH 

I looked over. the medical wards today with Clyde Welch, who is acting as Chief 
of Hedicine. He has been crying about the surgical cases he has. I found four, all 
of them tenign propositions and in no great need of surgicel attention of any kind 
at oresent. Same old Clyde. Alyays has a while end a gripe - always wants to heal 
ths world and correct an “all-wrong world". Like all such helpful souls, when you 
turn hin loose with the world's difficulties he just contimues to sit and- gripe. 
Has quite « defeatist attitude at this time. Heve had to jack him up several times 
on that score. He has always had a Reserve Officer's complex, too. "The Poor Res— 
erve Officer" has always been his theme. As I look down the line at chow time I can 
see him sitting by his low board bunk over his can of rice, fanning himself with 
& huge fan (where he got it, Lord only knows) and naked to the waist and wearing 
Glasses, he icoks for ell the world like some fsrlorn. Buddha. 


They sent in a batch of newspapers today (Manila). The usual propaganda /80/ 
ghoet ~ all about Heypt being evacuated by British “ Americane as Rommel's Italo- 
Germon Army pushes thru the British lines. One eax! 31 shows Stelin holding back a 
German, yenveys holding another (in Egypt) Steal: yclling "Where's that other 
front? Churchill replying - "Don't ask me, asit ie selio® #oD.Ro is shown jumping 
up at down across the sea throwing papers in the air marked "Promises", "Plane*, 


Rrokeachire Just came in from the upper compound. Reports that the Dysentery 
sans we have been watching for obstruction 4s better tonight. Today up there wo 
gave SOO cc of Pleema to a bloated nutritional deficiency ard he is mich improved 
tonight. If ve only had the stuff to give these boye we could save many of then. 

It becomes a problem to detarvine which cases are to have the benefit of our meagre 
supply of specific druza.

Rainy all day. I have been right here on my bunk all day after putting in a 
miserable aizht on this screen door bed with biting barning hemorrhoids. To me it 
has Deen a long: day. Most of my time nere in Bilibid I have managad to keep busy 
but today, just lying here has given me entirely too rch time to think. Clinical 
reports from ny ataff have all bean favorndle as browsht to my bedside. They moved 
out a nunber of Filipinos today and prospects of more to go. Got mich of our Volto 
gear moved into tecation today. If we could only get pine to connect up our geriliz- 
ing unit TI vould vrei bstter for as long as ve can get sterile goods we can set up 
znily work cnyvhers in an emergency. Flies slone would be our bother, but Ry 
> has ceaeed. to Let me worry about then as s dsterrent to surgery. 

wae TAYARBAS ona 
ho dspe brought in thirty some odd more prisoners souich from “yabas. That car 
coctinuses to be a killerediller. Thirty two hslf.dead end ons dead = a Marine, in- 
cidentally. The Japs tell us to expect 125 more in the next few days. Out of the 
entire camp only 14 msn are /82/ in any shape to do any work. What a hell of a road 
thet must be which they are building. The deaths and hardships at that camp equal 
anything ever reported from the German reprisal cams of the last war, and stande a 
fair chance of surpassing them in mortality. Reports stiil come in that much of tho 
suffering results from the inartitude and selfish interests of their own American 
Camp Commander, a Reserve Army Officer. The cooks reportedly cook very little for 
the men but spend most of their time cooking for themselves, There are reports that 
there 48 more fond per person at times there then here. It is just a question of 
getting it. However, the facts still remain that they live in a river bottom without 
shelter in the rainy season, cook what little they can over a wheel barrow, prac- 
tically no senitation. They bathe and drink from the stream, with the Japs bathing 
and watering their horses higher up. No latrine facilities. Dysentery, malaria and 
pneumonia continue to lay them low. This camp at Tayabas, incidentally, is mainly 
composed /83/ of volunteer prisonere who volunteered to go dow there to escape the 
md & deplorable conditions at O'Donnell. Like swapping a devil for a witch. 


Our friendly Q.!l.Sgt. (Jap) who tearfully left us recently, came back today as 
he promised to visit us on his firat liberty. He seems to have taken ouite a fancy 
to Sweizer & Pfeiffer. He remarked on one occasion: "I have been taught to hate the 
Americans, but I find nothing wrong with then. # 

=~-SCUTTLEBUTTW—— 

The “scuttlebust" tonight comes from a men whose wife got a note into him over 
the wali, telling him of a naval battle undes way south of Hindf£nao but no details. 
Also that mora Americans had lended in New Guins. as reinforcements. This news from 
outeide, if true, came vie some hidden radio (} ‘) many of which are still scattered 
over Haniia. We have no way of evaluating su-’. news. Ve have noticed that-on dnys we 
are Xavored by lots of Jap visitors, we gene: lly hear of sone wer activity in our 
favor. Today we have had quite a munber of Jap soldiery dropping in all day. We have 
expected. news - /64/ and it came. Coincidental? Probably. wien sabe? I have come 
to listen to it, hear it, forget it, and hope. I'll] never lose hope, but I refuse to 
build my hopes on ny wishful thinking and pollyanna mycelf into expecting an early 


liberation with nothin; more convincing than | scuttle butt rumors which seven

Jaly 17/ 42: 


"The rains came." A,l last night 4t hes rained and blown and all todey great 
sheets of water had fallen torrentially on us and strong winds have driven the water 
in gusts against the buildings. We have battened down our barred windowa as best we 
could. Our leaks still drip and the walls are damp. The bedding and clothing is 
sogsy. However, we mst be mch better off than the prisoners in the open cell blocks 
in the upper compound where we were first. put on arrival here. They are now occupied 
by Filipinos mostiy, and Col. Olympia with his Filipino Med. Staff. 

«ome THIEVERY2-— 

Did not sleep worth a dam last night. I guess my 211 day in the bunk yesterday 
was responsible. All night long there was a constant passing in én out thru the 
barracks. Seemed as /87/ though everybody and his brother was up & about at some 
time or enother during the night. This morning Col. Duckworth missed his cigarette 
lighter & cigarettes which had been in his shirt pocket, hanging on the bed T Bar, 
hordly 3 ft. away from me. Soon after, _Silliiphent reported his wallet gone from 
his shirt pocket, hanging on his T Bar further down in the Barracks. Lemire reported 
his trousers rifled but nothing missing. Two officers from S.UeQ. came in to report 
losses from their end of the barracks. It 1s difficult to understand how any whole- 
same thievery could have taken place last night with so many up 2ll night wilese 
everybody was thievin;. It is difficult to believe that any officer in here would 
do that, but it is plainly an inside job and as far as ‘re can learn, no Japs were in 
the place during the nisht. I heven't missed anytliineg. For the past two weeks things 
have been missing. George lost a wrist watch, clothes have disapverred, Greenman 


lost his wallet his first :/cht here. Last night's rava-:es were widespread, /88/ 
coverings th*s building, S.O.... -~d "L" building. Army officers were the greatest 
victins but not all. Sitting; hev> reflectin: over the possibilities, one individual 
is of proven loose morels and ¢ “-onent. ‘': 4s broke and in debt to most of the cre:. 


He has used his position to kc.» ais hand in the “store”. There has been some ques- 
tion as to his manner of handling money he has had entrusted to kim for changing 
outside. (He gets access to the outside at “imes). He is in a position that he 
should be concerned over last night's reports but ignores them entirely. I saw him 
« his “cronie" go in « out of here during tlie night several times. They were up & 
about : most of the night.

Conditions are improving for wir patients. We now heve every patient in wid 2 
in a Dsd and ap from the cancrete deck. More corpsmen are provided to care fcr them. 
On wa & most of them are now in beds. The wards are cleaner and better policed. Let 
it So remembered forever that the food taken from us on cur arrival from Corregidor, 
Corateex haeh, tometoes, canned mik, ualmon, has bsen turned in for the feeding of 
the sick. Dr. Smith, e Vental officer, has been speciaily assigned to see that 
certelu needy eatrems ceser does 2at what Little special alditions we can add to 
their diet. This specini food meany their soup extra between rice mesis, canned 
tomeboes while they laat.

I look back now to 
the hot dry dusty days waen the high Command talked in big tones about maintenance 
ef supply lines and the fighting fronts “when the rains cone". There were high 
treils selected thr Batzan over which supplies were to be hauled on sledges thru 
the kneo desp sludgey mad, drewn by caribvao. The only drewiack to that plan was, 
all the carfibao would be killed and eaten by the time the znins came and our starvi'g 
troops /96/ being too weak to awim would probcbly have dyravred in their fox holes 
whers the unopposed enemy air force could keep thea from evn up to sun down.

Recently, a representative of one of the 
International News Agencies asked me if I thought that it could have helped if 
the S.M.0. & Fleet Surgeon had gotten this group into Bataan instead of staying in 
Manila & being taken. I don't think he understood my anewer, but after thinking over 
this group as a whole and trying to picture them in the field, I truthfully answered 
him as I felt — "Ho". There really wasn't any place there for them. The Cream /101/ 
of the Crop was there. I can conceive of this personnel there being more of 4 hin- 
drance. I will never be able to stomach gracefully the laissez-faire, commmnistic 
unmilitary regime ao it 1s carried out here. As far as my surgical service is con= 
cerned, they are going to click like a clock as long as I'm boss, but in the future 
I hope to keep aloof from any part of the goneral administration. I am not in tune 
with it and never will beo 

THE PADKE-—— 

Just received information from O'Donnell which cannot be anything but the facta. 
Thru a priest in town, just back from O'Donnell, I learn that 20,000 prisoners 
(Filipinos) have died there since the surrender. Nearly one third of the total force 
of the Philippine Army! The death rate of 35 daily at Cabanatuan was Gonfirmed. This 
Priest is a German, but anti Hitler. He heSPorganizstion of rich women in town who 
are anxious to do war work and call themselves "Chaplain's Aides". He has gotten 
word in to us to submit a list of what our sick need most & they can help us. They 
are rich and the Priest says “make the list long". The bad feature is, we need food 
/102/ most of all and that is the hardest, thing to get into us. Medicines and medical 
supplies they believe they can get in to us. The Padre has gotten permission to come 
in tomorrow and hold service. We will be able to talk to him then, perhaps. St. Me 
will have the dope on him for me by tomorrow morning. St. M. is a very convenient

Also learned today that radio broadcasts in the States are now reporting the 
hellish state of American prisoners in the Philippines and how necessary it is to do 
something about us if we are to be rescued at ell. St. He checked the source and it 
seems bona fide news. St. Me has inveigled the guards into allowing her the use of 
the phone to the outside. I couldn't understand how she got away with talking over 
Phone in Tagalog as most of the Japs & certainly the operators know Tagalog pretty 
well. She uses Visayan.(She speaks Ch., Jap., Tage, Vise, Mngo, Span) Of course it 
will only be good for several controls but it has located most of our Americans for 
us, given us good data on them, and has aa that data where it may do good.

It is now about 9 pm. Have just come in/from the rounds. Haining like hell. Have 
dried off, shifted shoes and clothes and have on my Byrd jacket which I have managed 
to keep with me after losing it several times. I got a mango today. (uite a treat. 
langoes are one tropical fruit I have always abhorred. I now find then very luscious 
& welcome. Anything in the way of fresh stuff I could almost eat gross. 


Whitney came over to sit for a while toni:ht and we plzeyed chess. Bacl: in 1932 
then I went to the USS SAPMLO, Whitney vas Navigating: Officer. One nicht off the 
Haine Coast in January, with the ship in the grip of a norvester, I dragged out a 
chess board and tanght Whitney the moves. In three days he was too mich for me. 
Tonight we recalled our seagoing days under old Bull Taffinder (now Admiral) the 
finest Officer in the llavy - bar none. We split even tonight = gene for gane. Time 
for lights out. Prison curfew. io bed. 
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July 19/422 =--RAINY SUNDAY-— 


Today is Sunday. One loses all track of days of the week. Happened to know it 
was Sunday today because the Manila Padre came in to hold mass. Had a pass from the 
"big boys". More of him later. C,oudbursts /104/ with much thunder end lightening 
all night. Today ve are complet flooded. The sewer lines are closed and 
all our sevage from cur dysentery cases floods over the compound at knee depth. And 
‘4t is still rainins ~ hard. Made my rounds over the prison yard in knee deep sewage 
water, dysentery laden, and nothing much we can do about it. The outside fires over 
which many groups bo4l a Little coffee or cook up their mango beans are impossible. 
Only two fires going end those with difficulty, the galley and incinerator. Water 
gtends kmee deep in the galley. The rice tins set in the water with the water level 
almost to the sop of the tins. Contamination of the rice with the infected water 
4a inovitable. Have had a conference with Cecil and we have decided we will draw our 
cooked rice and then fry it. That should help soma to kill the tugs. Water is now 
getting up into the ward buildings, some of which are still without beds, and the 
decks awash. Already this morning we have three bodise for Wuriel and our burial 
ground along the upper wall is under 3 ft. of water. Our barracks is now leaking 
like /105/ a sieve. Decke are kept free of water by almost constantly pushing it 
out vith a soutlele. We are so cramped for space in here there is no such thing as 
Moving a bunk to dodge water. I have my canvas bedding roll covered by a shelter 
half which helps to keep my bed (blankets) grossly dzy, but the dampness and the 
auick growing tropics] molds cannot be prevented. 


One look out of our barred windows or our doors and the flooded roadways between 
our closely lined stone & dobe barracks look like Venetian canals, (they are really 
seyers too) but alas, in Bilibid we have neither a gondola nor gondoliers. Gondoliere 
would not help us because we have no guitars = and no moonlight. Getting back to 
earth, a couple of gocd native banquas would come in dam handy right now, and if 
this keeps up long at this rate of downfall we can use a Horo vinta or pran. 

=--ROUGH STUFF==- 

Several of the Corpsmen detail were slow reporting dow at the front gate to 
carry in provisions & came in for a severe cuffing atout by the guards. Nobody ser~ 
doualy hurt. This is the first show of physical violence since the night of our/106/ 
arrival here when Gooding took a hell of a shellacking. In today's instance, as in 
Goodings, our Ja» interpreter was responsible. He is a vindictive low class type of 
Jap who speaks very pocr 4mg. and very poor Jap & Tagalog. Vocabulary is so limited 
in any language thet he keeps things all bawhed up and then protects himself by 
shifting the responsibility to the prisonors. Just one of those toagh spots and we 
can't do much avout it. 


Our choy worked out very well. The breaks do come. I got hold of a kmnk of pork 
for grense = Cec! fried ‘the rice in it & we even coreiled a piece of garlic and 
seasoned up a mess of mongo beans. Reguler Sunday dinner on the farms

The Manila Priest held mass. About 10380 Alle, St. He got the vord to me about 
him. Had arranged that she send me a simple impersonal message by the rice boy who 
totes rice to their quarters. If 4t was in ink I was to lay off, 1f in pencil, OoKe 
It was in pencil. As = result, by this time I have mate contact with Santo Tomas 
and a States side "feeler" messare has starte” on ite way. The Padre reports the 
anti dap feeling areng the /107/ Filipinos ir increasing daily = that every Filipino 
mn yvoman and « sild has a hidden bolo. The Ja..3 wre crite aware of 4t and at all 
éetherings like churches, thentres etc., the ; :ople are always searched for weeponse 
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He is quite sure of getting urgently needed medical supplies into us but the food 
will have to be amggled. ST M is quite familiar with the "Chaplains' Aides" and 
considers it benign as far as our interest in it 4s concerned. I watched well to 
see if there was any recognition or relation between the Padre & Olympia. I am sure 
there was none and there vas not one moment the Padre was not under constant sur- 
veillance. He did not hear Confession and no one talked with him alone at any time. 
According to Stel, his contact with Santo Tomas is thru Sister Clara. That alone 
almost guarantees hin to me. 


Kentner was just in. It 4s impossible to bury our dend inside the prison. The 
Jape are trying to arrange for some place outside. We are writing identification § 
slips for them and sealing them in a bottle, and placing the bottle inside the crude 
vox. Later we would /108/ like to reclaim them for our ow. 


July 20/42: : —--THE UNDERGROUND 


Honday I believe. The water has fallen considerably. Getting about is mech 
easier. Have made rounds and gotten the routine squared away. By accident rather 
than plan, had a chance to talk with StM. at length today & the whole layout of the 
Manila Priest made kmown. Taking advantage of the guard's letting her use the phone, 
St.M. called Sister Clara at Santo Tomas & in Visayan said only a few words. "Father 
Cummings is at Bilibid". Sigter Clara immediately got this Priest of Cummings's same 
order to get busy and thus his getting in and making contact. He is a German citi- 
zen but anti-hitler & at present, anti-Jap. Not so, however, before the war. The 
change came, apparently when he saw the first prisoners being taken north = the 
guards lashing them when they fell the first time, and bayoneting them when they 
fell the second. His present plan is already under way. This rich social elite 
Filipino women he has lined up, (about 100 of them) are out to work. Last night, 
/109/ Imla Rey, the leading Filipina debutente, had a dinner for a Jap Marquise in 
Mangla. She is a mild, naive little thing, with great big eyes and knows how to turn 
on the heat. Last night was her time to work on him in behalf of our hospital. The 
ramifications of this system is becoming far reaching. There is some reason to 
believe we'will be able to reach the Apostolic Delegate in Menila ~ the direct 
representative of the Pope. He enjoys diplormetic immnity and could be of great 
help. However, he is an Italian. One mst go slow. Some dey there should be an 
appropriate award to one Mestiza. Grateful Governments should not ignore not let 
drop into oblivion the memory of the resourcefulness, léyalty and courage of a 
ChinaeFilipina-Hispano who has always been ready to give her all for Filo-American 
victoryo 


A poor day for chow but we made out. The lugao this mornin: vas mighty thin and 
watery. At noon just doughy rice like paper henger's peste. Tonight the rice was 
sour and stunk. Just couldn't go it. There was some thin soup hovever widch helped 
some but I drew the cld belt in tonight a little. /110/ ifeiffer could have talked 
the Japa into sone good dry rice but again it was our nemesis, the low degenerate 
interpreter that fouled us up and made us teke it and like it. In my postwar book 
he heads the list, to dante. 


A couple of medical officers arrived here today from Kabanatuan seeking medical 
supplies. They confirn the death rate up there as 30-35 daily. We will tall 
nore with them tomorrow. I may be able to get Bob's gear up to hime 
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Our coffee ran out today. It will be missed of course. However, this last ran 
we have had has been Little more than peamt Imlls ground upe There has been neither 
coffee odor nor coffes taste. Juet a hot thick drink. (And not very black). 


Raw, wet, and inhospitable tonight. The rains stay with us. An occasional 
pneumonia has begun to spring up emong our patients. Just another dangerous menace 
to buck. In the run down disease ridden state of most of them it will be an uneven 
battle with Pneumonia. Not a chance in the world. pus

My own physical condition at the moment 4s good. My beri beri has mended to a / 
point where I have full control of my left foot asain, I have gained a little wt. 
and I feel physically atronger. I have been in better trim than now bat on the whole 
I am 0.0K. For this I am thankful. Keeping up the old resintence, conserving the 
vitality, that is the big important job now. One can hardly expect to get thru this 
Bilibid Incareeration without some bug getting into you, but if the old resistance 
cen be kept up, there's always a good chance. ; 


No rumors for neveral days. I think the let down the boys got after having all 
their dope about Mcirthur moving north into Java, Borneo etc. sort of soured them 
on outside rumors. As a matter of fact, all bona fide reports from the war theatre 
shows every thing quiet in the South Pacific. The status quo against us remains. 
There are still left a few of the "home by Christmas” club among us. I am glad for 
them and their hopes now. They live upon them. But I will be sorry for the when 
Christmas comes. 


July 21/42: ——-MEDICAL STORS——= 


Them usual slop-slop about day = constant rain. Sverything is pretty /112/ sogey 
by now. Have made my usuel rounds about the compound and at present (about 10:30 am) 
am waiting to learn just how mech of our medical supplies we are to lose to Kabana~ 
tuan. This robbing Peter to pay Paul with supplies has been a great Jap game from 
the very first. The Japs have brought nothing into the Islands whatsoever. They have 
drawn heavily on our meagre supplies from the beginning. The remainder finds its way 
around all over luzon. For exemple, O'Donnell asks for supplies and Corregidor is 
drawn upon. We need = ©'Donnell is robbed for us = Cabanatuan needs = we lose to 
then = etc etc etc. In the meanwhile our essentials and needed supplies such as 
quinine, carbosone, emetin, bismth, Paregoric, etc = practically none of the most - 
absolutely none of the others. The Internationel Red Cross hasn't been able to func. 
tion et all. The American Red Cross was dispensed with as soon as Manila was teken 
and the so-called Philippine Red Cross established (Jap dominated of course). The 
whole situation looks hopelees. The word now reaches us that this new change in 
regime is to better things. The /113/ charge of prisoners is to be turned over to a 
civilian group, pert of the Army of Occupation, and they are supposed to be espec~ 
dally trained in the care of prisoners, and familiar with the worldngs of Geneva, 
etc. Sounds promising, but one just naturally is leery of such things after our 
experienge with the Orientale. 


Night « after another useless day. Choked dow the rice today with the ald of a 
watery soup with some grass in it. It would have helped to have a little salt in it 
but we have hd to cut dow our salt. All of us were developing too mich ankle edem 
Our metabolism is so shot to hell it only takes some little factor like that to 
throw us off balance. : 
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Our son of a bitch Herri = Interpreter - slapped Sweitzer acrosa the face to- 
night. He was in a nasty mood = drunk. Rumors coming thru tonight. As usual they 
are quite groundless. In general they are to the effect that: 1. We have taken over 
the French Fleet at Alexandriag 2. Britiah & American Navy have shelled the Germans 
& aided our allied forces /114/ in pushing the Germans 90 ~ 100 miles from Alexan- 
dria; 3. Russians, by falling back, trapped & destroyed sizeable German Arny on the 
Don Rivers 4. Medical Officer from Tyabas tells of a drainage project the Japs 
wanted to begin but when told they couldn't complete it under 2 moo gave up the idea, 
saying we would be on our way to Equador by that time. All swell rumors - tut just 
rumorse 


Much hell raising tonight as the Japs went thru getting all cups, tins end tin’ 
cane, They apparently make a count on these things ever so often. Some think thie 
count fis incident to the turnover of command tomorrow or soon. The tin pails were 
handed tack tonight. Caps we can get tomorrow. So they saye

The Japs brought in some medic™ supplies today, apparently another robbing of 
Pater to Pay Paule 50,000 quinine tablets, a large box of charcoal, some sheep dip 
(unesked for). jug of T4kitikis formaldehyde (no gocd). 


We didn't lose any great amount to the Cabanatuan group todey. They /115/ are 
picking up their supplies from a store house at San Fernando on their way back toe 
morrow. The rain slacked up tonight. For the moment there are a few stare out and 
a pale moon is trying to break thru the clouds. Mosouitoes are umusually bad. I will 
crawl under the net. 


Bouador should be pleasant in the higher parts ~ the lowlands very hot. Guayacuil 
(Guayquilla) is hellish. But on the whole better than Portuguese Hast Africa. I 
guess I needn't get vorked up over 4t. Even so, I can't help but think about it. 


July 22/42. Wednesday? 


Overrast, hot and sultry, but the rain has let up today. Usual routine rounds 
and then had the Filipino boy work out a 2x4 and cut mo out a pair of wooden shoes. 
They are more practicel for wear here than regular shoes = 4t's a case of being bare- 
footed with your shoes on. Wooden chaucletas, "shorts", (khaki or white) and a khaki 
tunic, cut down from an army shirt, and a khaki helmet, constitutes the uniform of 
the day. The tunic serves to let us carry our rank & insignia in evidence which is 
very Important to the /116/ Japanese. Every time I meet a new guard he never fails 
to examine my silver leaf closely and sey "cho-sa". Much of the time the tunic is 
@iscarded and one wénrs helmet, shorts and chancletas. It makes laundry less, too. 
Which reminds me that 4f the sun lingers thra today, tomorrow I mst turn out an 
accumlated wash of tvwo towels, 3. suit of shirt and shorts, and a sheet which I have 
acquired. 

= LAST SQUARE MEAL=<= 

Tyo sardines and a pan of rice today. It wasn't a banquet but it will sustain me. 
This food business is interesting. I can remember back to where ny last good meal wat 
at 3 pm on Christmas day in Bataan.

At this time, however, the enemy were still 
basing on Formosa and after 3 pm we could expect a let up as the planes headed for 
their base, about 3 hrs. away. Therefore we fed after 3 pm. On that day we crawled 
out of our /117/ holes to eat delicious han, sveet potatoes and lima beans. There war 
good bread too. ‘le didn't realize it at the tine but it wes our last good meal for

Huddled in fox heles, grouped about 
in hill aide hohays (JOT: Chirography not clear: “Vidays"” "haboye” or "babays"), 
gathered together in the tunnels -~ anywhere you found taem ~- the sole prolonged con- 
versation was food » things they liked, feasts they have attended, how things are 
cooked at home, whole memus of what they will ordex when they "get tack", the ine 
tricate de:aile of prevaration of choice dishes ~ the shelis, the war's outcome, the 
news, the orders of the day, the immediate plight & provleme, women, children, 
religion, home,/none of these are heard -. alunys the theme ts food. It was most maso- 
enietic at tines. Sometimes sadistic, for I have seen many leave the circle, unable 
to trke it any longer, and yet, 10 min: later they will be Lack, just as mich a part 
of the confab as ever. 


As nutritionel disturbances appear, and after weeks of steady diet of mouldy 
eracked wheat and wievil ridden rice, and sour dough, there cones the total absence 
ef desire for any food. (ne mist just dutifully stoke and stokes in order to keep 
going. That is the sruelist puniehmont of all. Hunger is to be preferred. After sev- 
eral months, and having gone thiu the various phases, I am now in what I think is 
the nost comfortable vhase I enn expect. I have lost all yearning for any particular 
food. I have forgotten tcotisome viande to a point thet I no longer crave then. I 
ean fill up my emptiness with rice, and sy binnted gustatory sense 1s easily satis- 
fied by the snail bits of supplementary dvens thet get to us cecasionally. We are, 
at least /220/ for the present getting enough suger to keep us ecing for we have 
adjusted by new to a lower bleod supnr. Of course there are bed days when we are a 
littie lamgry, but all in all, whthe I do not relish the dict, I believe I am in aa 
comfertabls a place as I can expect. How lone 1% can contime ~ well, the future has 
worried too many people to death to think about that. Some cevelop, starvation phobias 
and at exch neal gorge & gorge, dovbtfrl of their next. They keep thenselves so dam 
elogeed up with rice they are sick all the time. Sone vorry & fret over their fear 
of hunger to come. It dsecomes an obsession with she, 


The Japs haé a hard time understanding why our féces were in such a state of 
atarvation and wutritional deficiency and yet so 1 food stored on Corregidor. 
That is somethixy; we would all like to have expi 2a and someday many of us hope 
to hear what a snafi, bogzed down, crooked quart aster regime will have to say in 
reply. there was no need of the stinted rations Correzidor, mor was there any 
/221/ reevon why the Jetaan troops should not have hed food up to the very last. 
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There were field rations by the thousands. There was caribao & mle meat until the 
last few weeks. There was bulk canned stuff in the tunnels that could have been used 
as well ae ammunition. The Japs had a right to wonder = even as ye wondered. 


The Filipinos moved out today. Free. St M went with them. Made a last contact 
with her. She intends to continue her work. Assured me she could contact Leach et al. 
Also has arranged for further cont2ct with me here. Did not heve time to explain to 
me the plan, but I expect it to wor's thru B. The Lopez affair is closed as far as I 
am concerned. St M has Garcia & Lee with her and cen reach Leech, and play B without 
implicating the whole. It 1s a good enough sat up. Her lrst words as she left were: 
"While you Americans sacrifice as you are for my counzry, i will never let you down."

No planes coming in or going out but a 
truck load of bombs arrived recently on one of the ships. fae ships are 10,000 tons 
and more. Very good ships. Much scrap iron and junk being heuled cut. Making upa 
convoy now. 12 ships in the harbor. Recently a 60 shio convoy aniled. I saw that one 
pass Corregidor. The Japs are using all plers except #1. Davis has very little con= 
tact out of the Port Area. No "outside" news at all.

The general. report about hin 
is that he is really a Quartermaster . /124j And the more one sees of hin, the more 
he presents as a big bag of wind.

But there ere times that memories and the wish of our hearts 
which in self defense one crushes and crowds from the mind, insist on being recog= 
nized and felt.

I couldn't see 
that far from the barred windows but I Listened for a while, and our guards across 
tiie way snoozed on, so I don't guess there was too mich amiss.

Annexed Mnjo Wilson (Warren) to my staff today. He has moved Gown into the hose 
pital compouni and I asked for him. I heven forgotten how he & Magen were kind to 
me when the reat of the Ariy wore st4ll considerin: me 2t & esse of emallpox. 
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Warren is an alright hay. Hagen is too ~ but he bores me. I am etili contiming 
Hagen on the sick liat where he will do best for a while. He really doesn't lock 
well and he takes illness & his present dilemma badly. I can look back to Malinta 
Days when /54/ we were under fire continually, and how he would always keep asking 
me = & himself « "What is to become of us?" I tried to prepare him then for the 
surrender and matter-of-fact ly used to tell him "You will be captured eventually, 
bat only after they have softened us up, and it won't necessarily be as bed as you 
might picture it." I was quite sure of the first part of that statement, but I 
couldn't convince even myself that the last part had to be true. Capitulation could 
have been delayed to a point where the slant eyed snipers could have broken thru 
with hand grenades and come in like a lion. As it was, 1t worked out with a minimal 
loss. Snipers had already infiltrated to Nalinta barricades, and tanke had been 
landed, and we had no guns left effective against tanks and flame throwers were 
already forging ahend into the other sectors. Anyhow, capitulation saved mech of the 
carnage Ragen had pictured as our last stand ere the Rock fell. /55/ 


He did good work at Ft. Hille and is a good fellow - but he is a punster ~ a 
living constant attempt at cleverness in words = and it is boring. We use to play 
chess together thm the long nights underground when things were quiet. It is when 
things are quivt that ono needs mental diversion.

Al S,ith contimes unwell. He never has recovered from his initial illness just 
after the surrender. He joined me after the Gunboats were evacuated and served with 
the Beach Defense on Hughes. After the surrender he 1s brought in from Concentration 
/56/ Camp and admitted to the sick list as malnutrition. He has at times had dysen- 
tery, ond malaria. Since arriving here he has seemed to go to pieces again. Hasn't 
kept anything dow for several days. Vomited most of last night. Gave him some blood 
plasma today. Mrs. Smith teaches school in Alexandrin. Al is one of the unfortunate 
fellows (Ferguson 4s another) who had served a fall tour out here & had their orders 
all signed for them to take the next ship home. Before the orders could be delivered 
or they could get away, the war broke. 


An Army corpsman, long. suspected of being a dope addict, now a patient in the 
hospital, was canght today with a complete hypo set and a goodly supply of morphine. 


We acquired some coffees, today. A native product, and while not exactly a coffee, 
it's something. Cost ua P 1.80 per $ kilo! Zowie! We will boil hell out of those 
/57/ grounds. 


Tomorrow morning, a group of prisoners leave here for Cabanatuen. Tonight, there- 
fore, the evening sick call was heavy - everybody was sick again. It places the med- 
teal. dept in a difficult position. None of us like to see the boys go out to the 
camps in the provinces. Bat as long en the Japs permit us to decide which of our om 
people are fit for work, to keep that prerogative, and thus save our sick from being 
derogatorily sent out ty Jap judgement, we mist play ball and be honest in our decis- 
fons. All of which rominds me that in making rounds today I could not help but notice 
that the general appearance of our sick is mich better. Most of the surgical service 
now have beds and more beds have been aided to the medical service. The food defic- 
lency cases look better. Some of our dysentery cases ere clearing up. Of course we 
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have a long way to go to reach the desired state, but /58/ there ie definite ime 
provement in the conditions, ond our patients ere being batter cared for ond they 
look better in general. Any improvement 18 x encourngement in our present straits. 


ife have about 12 medical officers as patients here at this tine. Anong them is 
Col. Vanderbogen who was ~ bomb victim at #2 the same day Gen. luna & another med. © 
off. was killed. Talked with Fox today. He is doing dani well. Doc Fox was blown up 
with Battery Geary durin; our last week of hostilities on Corregidor. He has perm. 
anent disabilities bt he looks on the up & up now. There was & tine when ws first 
got him that I wasn't so gures 


It is quite late. ison came in to see ne as I wes writing the above. We sat 
ang talked over Corregidor days and nad & pleasant confab until lights out and then 
1 walked as far ag his barracks with him. I vanted to atretch a little and I enjoyed 
the walk ander the high pale moon. /59/ ; 

som MGHORIES ~-= : 

It was cool and damp and very still. Two years ago ~ tyvo years ago = 1 could heave’ 
reveled and suffered in the lonzings into which my memories could have plunged me 
this night. I am afraid I am beginning: to become a little {ntroverted, losing contral 
of my power to suppress the thoughts that could be waddening. To date I have been 
taciturn or singing in turn. I have been able to be the plasé matter-of-fact type of 
the vorld. But also to date I have been busy or occupied or overwhelmed by the mom 
entary demands. That has changed now. I am allowed so mach nore time which I mst 
fill artificially, and while I have had mich experience in mastering loneliness and 
am well schooled in it ~ at one time loved it « lw onger accept life as something 
to live mostly alone as I once did. Two wo years au + {I cennot. keep away from that 
2 yrs. age tonight) tw. years ago when I went to gen, I knew then I was never again 
to find happinéss and complete adjustment in loneliness agains /60/ At sea, 
in the Milwaukee I never did adjust. And never, uot even before the war out here 
could I find satisfaction and fullness of life in my work and ny avocations. 


I left Tidewater Virginia 2 yrs. ago a different man. Hy whole aspect of life 
had chonged. I kad known happiness = real happiness? 1 had founa the life I had 
always wanted, and I knev when I left it for this cruise 1 vas thru = washed up = 
as a happy wanderer. And i knew when I left for the Astatics just one year ago that 
this present plight, or death or both wes in my imuediate future. lly reworks about 
eating fish heads & rice yor "the duration" were not mde in jest. And I knew that 
never again would my hobbies .° "ainting, writing, gevlogy, ethnology, archeology, 
hunting, fishing, swimming, te .< et al, never again vould they suffice to answer 
for everything in ny life. And Ik. 1 that people as individuals ond as a whole, 
had been pushed further out of my Life than ever before. 


“imes like these tend to produce comradeships of stron; ties & deep feeling. It 
has not.done so for me. The nearest /61/ thing to it has heen Bob &x I. I admired & 
liked him from the first day we flung ourselves wider the sendbag barricads 
at Canacao = and came out together to play our part in‘the maelstrom that came to be 
known as the bombing of Cavite. Until our arrival ...re I have kept hin with me. We 
have shared our blanket, food, tobscco & water. KH .oyalty, feithfulness, and cam 
eraderie has endeared him to me. His courage, his ‘iingness, his decisive compet— 


ency I will elways vemenber and ndmire. And the, test blow of the war to me — ir 
fact the first rea} heart tug or emotional tous 1. have experienced, came to me 
when he left for “rtenatuan. But ywithal, thers never been the completeness of 


spirit that woul have taken us alom: the sari ines in life had we been the 
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captains of our own destiny. He has a life and I have a life which we keep as en- 
/62/ tirely our own, and to which neither of us can contribute to the other. 


There are, I have learned, some things in life so real that they defy substitu. 
tion, and the need & demand for them not softened by sublimation. If this means lone- 
liness = so be it, for that is what it mst be. There are some things you feel and 
experience and cannot turn them on & off like a spigote And such a loneliness born 
of a true & sincere emotion, born of a real need which i> denied, is to be preferred 
‘« endured ~ but one mst survive, and under some circumstances such as ours at prese 
ent, there can be something very cruel in the picture o* \ man & his dreams". Unless 
more work can come into my routine, or the local situati grow more acute I mst 
get more physical exercise. To think ~ to dream - to wi. ~ and to remember = it 
could be disastrous. I do not mean to let it.

Tonight I was saved from a masochistic reverie by the heavy tramp of heavy trudge~ 
ing feet, /63/ at the end of the long adobe barracks buijdings, by the light of the 
pale moon I could seve marching men, filing in pest the guard house, blue barracks 
bags on their shoulders, or their entire belongings swinging from their belts. They 
halted in the great sacred circle and I edged up to where I could talk with the rear 
rank and lock them cver, There were 370 of them, marine & navy prisoners, from Camp 
#3 at Cabanatuan. They understood they were here for over night and then moving out 
but did net know where. Thesa men locked in pretty good shape & from them I learned 
thet they were doing pretty well. Apparently they have been eating better than we 
are. They have been doing ho labor except their own working parties for their own 
upkeep. According to these boys, at #3 they have only had about 30 deaths out of 
6000 which is a good record. At #2 in Cabanatuan the conditions are mech /6@/ worse 
as we have mentioned before. They also report thet there is a move on foot tom move 
out 3500 men & officers from Cabanatuan. Just where they are golng or whose idea it 
is, nobody seems to Imow. Nardini is at #3. Langdon is unreported but we believe 
him to be at #1. Bob mst be at #1 also for these boys do not know of hin. There 
were no medical personnel in the gang this time. A Marine Corps Capt. ~ Pelouse = 
from the 3rd Battalion is with them and Lieut. Jensen & Ensign kussel. Jensen is 
a fine chap. His wife was caught out here and was finally gotten to Corregidor as 
a refugee. She got avay on a submarine just before the fell and sade her way to 
Australias I believe I got some last minute mail out entrusted to her-care. She was 
a coprageous little woman. She was at Baguio when the Japs bombed the area, and long 
after the enemy had invaded Iuzon, matle her way south frém the Mountain Province to 
Bataan and Corregidor. ‘hile on the rock she verformed many useful © /65/ 
services and maintained a quiet dignity and cheerful morale to the ende 


‘they finally marched the prisoners into the ummer compound. Crowked & unfitted 
for caring for such a mob it is certainly a rat rece up there tonight. Except for a 
kind & wise provision of nature, endoving so many hunnans with a ready amesia and a 
reasonable degree of adaptability, the permanent results of this period of incarcer- 
ation & servitude could not fail to permanently relegate us ail to the pig stye.

About the Original 


This document is a verbatim transoript of Book II of Dr. Hayes's Personal 
Notebook, kept while a Prisoner of the Japanese in Bilibid Prison, Manila 
P.lo, 2duly 1942 to 13 December 1944. 


This section of the notebook was kept on letter size plain paper or forms, 
(8x103) folded so as to make four pages of smell ledger-size book. The 
entries are principally in ink, bat pages 73 to 82 inclusive were done on 
a typewriter. The pages were mumbered serially, la td 269a, and the entire 
section was accounted for. This paging is shown throughout the transcript. 
There were a few pericilled entries. The form 55L Med. Dept., U.S.Arny, Rev. 
May, ZL, 1939 (Laboratory Reports) carried most of the original entries. 
Toward the end of October, as he notes in his entries, paper shortage began 
to be noticeable and prevented more frequent entries.

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ARCHIVIST'S MEMORANDUM 


This trenscript will show a great many typographic errors. While a few 
such are bound to creep into a copy job of this size, most of them are direct 
transcripts from Dr, Hayes's original mamscript. While he wae assiduous at 
note-taking and note-making, entering a great mass of memorabilia and comment, 
he apparently set things down so hurriedly as to be careless of spelling, 
grammar, punctuation, and other little niceties of recording. 


This transeript is an endeavor to be true to the original manuscript 
and the spirit in which Commanier Hayes processed his notebook. Here are some 
of his little prouliarities of atyle which will be noticed throughout: 


Quotes and parentheses (" * ( ) )~ he frequently uses only a 
beginning or an ending charactor. 

Broken words: He breaks up many words of two or more syllables at any 
convenient place, and seldom uses the hyphen. For instance “some what" “some on 
Sany body" “prison er" ets. 

f and Kz: His initial K 4s almost invariably a capital; and his initial 
24s about 60% so. The preposition "to" is nearly always written "Zo". 

He abbreviates frequently, and uees the & sign more often than “and". 

His appostrophe (') 1s frequently misplaced or missing entirely. Won't, 
can't and don't are nearly always spelled fwont, cmt and dont® - and "it's" is 
frequently "its® or vice versac 

He has many peculiarities of spelling which he adheres to almost relig- 
fously, such as “perogatives" “personel” “caribao" "occassion" and "Tokyio". 
Propaganda is almost invariably “propoganda® 


The only attempt made to "edit" the mamscript has been to show paging 
throughout, and on rare o, ions to insert a missing word which one feele has 
been dropped out careles making the hurried entries. Dr. Hayes himself 
edited mch of the original document. He apparently made it a habit ogo back 
over each previoua entry and make corrections before entering new material. 
At times, however, he did not do this, as show by a series of October dates 
which he had entered for the wrong month. Otherwiss this transcript shows the 
results of his own hurried edit. 


Since the first part of this mamscript was processed (July 12 1946) 
the Sargeon General has requested the Commander, Naval Forces, Philippines, to 
instigate a search of the Bilibid plant, in the effort to recover additional 
record taterial from Dr. Hayes'sa prolific pen. While much of his diary materia) 
and all of his commissary reports, and 13 of his war biographies have been 
recovered, there is util missing his notebook material from 81-43 to 84-443 
bis clinical notebook, ©- rumor book, his personal memoirs, and his official 
reports for the Bataan-'' sregider campaign with the Fourth Narines. Copies of 
this correspondence ara included with ths prefatazy—mterial for this book.

2o Hncel (Chart I by Lt. Crews) indicates the location of four separate and 
distinct caches of records which Crews buried in 1944. A smal) amount of this 
material was recovered by Army authorities or by individual searchers and has been 
received in Buded Archives. It is apparent however, from Lt. Crews’s interviews 
aml correspondence with other repatriates, that some of the material recovered 
never reached the Bureau of Hedicine and Surgery. It is apparent, also, that a 
considerable quantity of this matter has never been located by searchers. If the 
area concerned was excavated for documents, the excavations were either not deep 
enough or did not cover a wide enough area to find the hidden caches. 


Se fhe material not yet recovered is of especial value to the historical files 
of the Burean in that it contains ~— : . 


(1) Installments of the personal journal of Comir. Thomas H. Hayes, MC USN, 
covering the period from October 1943 to July 1944 when he was the 
Senior Medical Officer of the Bilibid Prison Hospital. 

(2) An official report on the medical aspects of the Bataan-Corregidor 
Campaign, and of prisoner personnel on Corregidor after the fall of 
the Fortified Islands. 

(3) The originals and duplicate copies (all signed by Dr. Hayes) of over 
140 official narrative histories covering personnel assigned to the 
Fourth Regiment medical organization while Comir. Hayes was serving 
as Regimental Surgeon of the Fourth Regiment, USMC, on Bataan and 
Corregidor. 

(4) Sinton Notebook kept by Dr. Hayes while on Corregidor and in Silibid 

rison.

4 Ence2 (Chart II by Lt. Crews) indicates the approximate location of several 
caches of buried material containing medical department records and personal papers 
of Lt.-Comdr. Brnest MH. Wade, MC USN. 
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5. Both Comir. Hayes and Lt.-Comdr. Wade, who were instrumental in processing 
these buried records, and in having them cached, lost their lived as members of 
the POW draft which left Manila for Japan, 13 December 1944, aboard the ill-fated 
Prison Ship SS ORYOKU MARU. 


6. Eno-3, Statement and Inventory of Canacao Hospital Hecords by the former 
Medical Officer in Command, Capt. R.G.Davis, MC USH, described the official Canacao 
records which were commandeered by the Japanese Naval Authorities on 9 May 1942, 
and indicetos their possible location at the time of the American invasion of the 
Philippines. According to available information, none of the records here described 
have ever besn recovered.

Aug 1/ 42 Saturday: 


No entry yesterday. It could be summed up in the word ‘rain". A very routine 
prison day ended the month of July. At some time in the afternoon I recall a 
2 starred Jap General going thru a visit ~ I worked most of the morning and in 
the evening hours writing my biography. Read some during the afternoon. I have 
been reading a little from "Cecil" daily. It is}tte professional volume hereatouts. 
Occastonally, I get hold of some general reading matter, but I really haven't had 
mach time for reading, which sounds ridiculcas tut nevertheless true. 


This morning broke raw rainy and cold. This hes been a bungry day for me. The 
last several days have been hungry days. Haven't been able to stomach the stuff. 

I revolt like this ever so often. But I'l] swing back into line and swallow the 
dam stuff sometime. If my aesthetic sense or whatever it is that keeps me from 
goreing the dan rice and stinking soupy water doesn't break down soon 1°11 take 
myself in hand ae I have done before and atert force feeding myself. 

~-= DYSENTERY i. 

Our dysentery deaths are increasing. Diphtherin is making its appearance among 
us now. The dysentery menace looms ominously as a dreafled threat. We are out of 
druge which can combat {t and we have repeatedly /2/ asked the Japanese for more. 
I am sure they do not have any either. Carbasone, Emetin = there just isn't any. 
In the meanvhile, flies are with us by the billions, and the rainy season naturally 
has taken away our sun. 


Have noticed a general let down in morale in the last few days. In epite of all 
the plain and fancy rumors about our forces making it hot for the Japs end all that 
hooey, and all the wanting to believe that this is but a short episode to be 
experienced and then forgotten « well, there are times when even these poor deluded 
souls havo lucid intervals and sen reality in ite cold hard rugged truth. The rain 
and overcast weather is depressing too, and helps bludgeon one down into terrible 
depths. 


Couldn't work tonight. The lights went out. dust like the old blackout. hich 
reminds me that from here in the prison we should ba able to gee the lights of 
Manila agaiast the sky, but I never have. Apparently they do not have the bright 
lights as in other days. I do not think: this ie a blackout procedure but rather @ 
conservation of power and also - there just isn't any liantla night life any more. 
Certainly there was no day life noticerble the day we were marched /3/ thru the 


city on the way up here from the Port Area. A big deserted village ~ hardly a 
berson on the atraet ~ no troffin . na bmeatnaca fmite den _ avewsthtnie Tanisht 
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with the lights out, small calibre search lights were playing about in the sky. 
Mardly en anti aircraft procedure the, for the lights have herdly any sltitude 
whatsoever, 


Sonisht the rumors are agein rife - the Hussians are reported turning over 
their 200 subs to us; the Japs are repeatedly having reverses in Hindinao and 
Hindoro; much heavy tank & motorized stuff of ours nov in Java; Kusimoto reportedly 
saying, “If Japs don't watch out they will lose Singapore". (We are suvposed to 
already hare Singapore according to llr. Koosevelt). And so goes the atuff on which 
the boys will go to bed tonight. And they will asleep better because of 1t. I under- 
stand that way back yonder when rumor had it that "Rong" would enter Manila on 
Feb 22and, one of the now deperted Tat-sa's naively requested on going to bed “to 
be awakened when the street fighting started". 


Dysentery is now appearing with alarming frequency among our medical personnel. 
This 1s cause for serious concern, Today has done very little to centriimte any 
optimistic outlook in our behalf. 

maw COLe OLYMPIA «no 

Olympia came to ses me tonight. He is leaving in the morning ~ he ani his son. 
Free. Returning to hia Manila home §n Herran Parco. We talked a while. J made uyfa/ 
last play at lining hin up. Tomorrow when he leaves he is taking out some messages 
for me. They are harmless things and purely trial balloons. Yhey are seved up in 
individual khaki covera. Their ultimate handling should tell us mich. In any event, 
it would not be the first time a sami=-patriot served two masters. History is full 
of wich instances. 


Sunday, Aug. 2, 1942: 


The upper camp astir noleily since before daylight. A great day for the Filipino 
up there - 137 from the Provinces of Pampanga, Manila, Rizal, Cavite, marched out 
thru the gates at 8:30 a.m. ~ free. With them went Olympia and his son. Those from 
Laguna and Batangas will be held until the 6th. Gomes remained behing and will prob= 
ably go with then. 


Mach commotion in town about 4: am. I could hear the uproar ~ a sizable fire was 
under way over in the direction of tha Tondo District. Long efter daybreak consid- 
erable smoke was ati11 rolling up. 


Mach dengue among our staff at present. Always two or three turned in with it, 
Gecil sick the last few days, Quite diszy this morning. Of course, Cecil keeps going 
Al Smith continues to look and feel bad. X-ray certcinly looks eckd fast in the righ 
apex = and extensive and active. Clinically he certainly looks it. 


Orders being published today resarding spread of dysentery and precautions 
necessary. llost of them have been "taboo" all the time but ac usual, no force, no 
twomfisted directive has been issued = hence ~ no attention peid /5/ to it. Several 
of the items I have repeatedly called to attention but nobody seemed willing to 
enforce the orders concerning them. In every instance where I have advocated strong 
central command and have been shushed, sooner or later the need for force arises 
and thev coma around to it = “90 late. Mischief hrs been done. 
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we LUETICS on 


Inaymrated a check on all luetics who need treatment but who have been neglecta 
incident to moving about since the surrender. The luetics were given treatment reg- 
uvlarly by cur medical facilities all during hostilities and it will certainly save 
as from a grave problem to keep these cases under treatment constantly. We have the 
drugs and all we need now is the old push to get the system going. Wilson had made 
a list of all our lustics on the surgical service and George is to take over the Rg. 
The general plan to be followed is Stokes' catchy line: 


"60, 30, zero, 3" = 60 arsenic, 30 Bi or Ng, no rest, check for three years.

Have spent most of the day on my writing. Progrese contimes. If only I can save 
these biographies after working them up! "BY did not come in today. I am a little 
bit concerned. He vas really due to come in before today, but surely expected hin 
this morning. I am afraid he has allowed himself to be too easily connected with the 
propaganda push. In some respecta he is so naive and clumsy that I am afraid he 
won't eurvive the gestapo very long. After all, he is probably just a merciful old 
man, and untrained in espionage, ‘and all the wish to do good in the world will not 
make the professional. And no word /6/ from St.H. I am not worried about St.!. for 
her own safety. I think her silence is just good judgement not be allied too closely 
with a well meaning tut Dlundering "B". I could depend on St.M. to decide that. I ca 
expect her to make contact when & if it is best. Bat in the meanwhile I've got to do 
something about these papers that aren't good medicine for me to have around. 1 mich 
decide about those tonight ~ and do something about them at once. 


Also, I acquired my coil of stout rope today and have it deep in the high grass 
in the upper compound. I have worked the ladder along the wall until it 4s only 
about 25 yds. from where I could use it. Bach day I have use for it to inspect the 
roof of #33 = when I put it back, I move it up a few yards nearer to the corner of 
the wall. I will establish that place as the peus) place to stow 4t. I am more con- 
vinced each day that I am going to use it some day ~ maybe not far off. I will weit 
a little longer. I have not given up hopes of contect with the outside. 


Today we moved our dysenteries into the cell block weet of the main bldg in the 
upper compound = same cell block where we wore first herded on our arrival here. It 
is better isolated. People can be kept out more effectively. Isolation can be more 
rigid. Severe rigid measures mst be teken if we are to survive. 


The rain ceased for 2 hra. today and a faint sun came out for that little while. 
Just dropped in while passing. As I /7/ write this we are still waterbound and it 
rains steadily but there is no vind. 


One gets use to everythin. Man is an cdapteble creature and incidentally a most 
interesting animal when his veneer rubs off, With the outer coat of civilization 
gone he Lays wide open his whole stock 4n trade. Here among us I see men who have 
covered their crudities of thought, base concepts of life and their low cultural 
status, by a veneer of schooling and fine clothes. Those who have had nothing bat 
the shallow cloak of civilisation to cover them, the hollow haulks, they are sai 
sickening disgusting creatures indeed. Real breeding, good blood, fine stock - how 
well they maintain their poise, their nobility remaining evident thru their ragged 
clothes, bewhiskered faces and naked feet. No one could Live among this group of 
half-starved derelicts « and use his senses and not appreciate the differences in 
ee ar that are indigenous to breeding. One con aleo distinguish the stigmata 

aining and environment + good and bed. I have never experienced such » study 
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of man reduced ta the Lowest common denominator. I will remember it, think of it, 
speak of it, and write of it all my life. 
~~~ HUMAN WRECKAGE -.— 

But with the most sympathetic amongst us, we harden to the horrible human 
wreckage about us with whom we Jive. Little by Little we ceaase to see them as so 
horrible after all, and I wonder if we don't #nterpret this change of wlewpoint as 
improvement sometimes. To soma degree I am sure /8/ we do. Again, as an exemple, 
some of consider ourselves well and o11 others sick. As a matter of fact we are 
&12_ sick. Those of us who claim to be well couldn't go out of here and do a day's 
work if our life depended on it. A good day's work would kill us. Only our reduced 
activity here in confinement saves us. None of us are physically nor mentally well. 
Some of us are just better than others. All of us have notritional edema to some 
extent. Our lips and conjunctiva ere white - not red, God only knowa what our hem= 
@lobin and red cells could be. Our eyes are bad, our teeth yellow & grow soft, we 
cannot concentrate for long, but as long as there is somebody else worse than we 
are we will contime to call ourselves OK. 


Except the martyr syndromes. We have several of those and as might be expected 
they are physically better off than any of the rest of us. There are some who are 
60 inverted as to spend their entire life taking care of themselves, and nursing 
themselves along. They have fought the entire war along these lines. Why shouldn't 
they? They have lived their whole dam life doing the same dam thing. War only made 
them worss. It is the nature of the beast. 


More rumors today about paying us. Japs asking for lusts by name and rank - say 
they want it for pay purposes - say they mean to have it verified by the U.S. first. 
Hart hart That would be completed by next Christmas. Too late, I'm afraid, to do us 
any good. /9/ 


Mon. Aug 3/42. 


A clear morning dawned. Spent all of it with my orthopedic section going over 
eighty odd cases, enalyzing them and deciding what is best to be done for then 
under our circumstances. That group of workers are with mo 100% - Wade - Nelson - 
Ferguson. They believe with ms that ve can do mich with these cases. Our attempts 
at major surgery have to date been gratifying. As a result of oar all morning con- 
ference we have decided on reconstructive surgery on some 25 cases, made decisions 
on future disposition for others, and unfortunately have conceded a few beyond any 
assistance anybody could give them anyyare. 


Felt waak and very ompty and Imngry after the morning's labor. I couldn't sat 
mach lugao this morning. Sometimes I just can't choke it down. At noon, three sardine 
and a messkit of dry rice hei to suffice. Not ao good some days. Not so good, many 
days. Put it has to suffice. Cecil is still under the weather - Dengue, apparent~ 
ly. In bed most of the last “aw days. 


Sartin was sent for abou: nov. and ordered to pat on something “like civilian 
clothes” as Kusimoto was taking b4m in town to /20/ sat lunch. This occurs occasion- 
ally. Xusimoto tock Duckworth & i.:4’xe ont on one occasion. Kusimoto is supposed to 
leave on the 6th. George, who hes deen treating the gonorrhes among the Japs was 
also taken along. If today's Manil: mewsepever has anything in it deleterious to the 
allied cause, Sartin will be allowed to bring a copy baok with him. ile are hoping 
he may be able to tring back some frait with him or maybe - few eges. 
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In the meamehile we have manaed to gst hold of a canteen cup full of mango 
beans ~ each of us 1 cup. This will be a help. 


After turning in last night I tried to polly-anna myself into minimizing the 
long Long row ahead. "Macellan was three years away on his cruise - but never lived 
to complete it." 1 dismissed recollection immediately."Byrd was over a year at the 
Pole".- but I had to dismiss that one — he had radio contact all the time with his 
homeland « and mail. “Hany others are in the same boat" ~ so whet! and how in the 
hell does that help! "In the last war many were overseas 2 yrs. & more" ~ there was 
always mail. and contact of a sort. I gave /11/ up. There just didn't seem to be any 
comforting parallel I could think of. I finally agreed to myself that bar sone, this 
was the dagmdest mess I was aver in - and then turned over and went to sleep. 


Night - aug 3 - Sartin returned empty handed. HaG a Chinese dinner 0.K. but was 
alloved to bring in nothing. Very little to report = smal) talk at chow. As usual, 
Kugimoto felt very big hearted for his act, asked Sartin if the teblea vere turned 
would he take a Jap officer to lunch ~ Togonata save a brief resume of Kusimeto's 
war record ~ Kusimoto having received the highest award of the Jap Army in China - 
called the "Fighting Demon". Same old stuff. Everybody he takes to lunch gets this 
same handout. Togonata mentioned how the Jap aruy takes its whores right along with 
them, believing the men need relaxation - etc. after a hard campaign. - 

~~~ PROSTITUTES .—~ 

One is reminded that thie is not unique. The Italians took them to Ethiopia. 

The German army in the lest var did the same thing. Careful review of the subject 
will reveal that America is about the only country which does not provide for such 
contingencies for her troope. what interests me, is, as the proceedure is practiced, 
&t does not seem to lessen “seir venereal disease incidence. The usual system ie to 
charge according to tank and tine of day. Privates in the morning houra, non ~ fief 
coms in afternoon, officers at night -~ prices going up accordingly. Time limits vere 
also set ~ Privates allowed a shor time interval, non-coms a little longer, officers 
more go. I can see a hell of a lot of drawbacks to that system. 


Rained all afternoon. I worked on my stuff all afternoon. Have really put out 
today. Chow tonic¢ht = dry rice and 3 more sardines. Hot Hum! I'm just a little empty, 
and a touch of the old gnawing in me guts tells me I haven't done so well todayo 
Maybe ketch'em better tomorrow = I hope I hope I hope I hope! 


liore of the boys coming down with Dengue. Looks like the whole staff means to 
have this ailment sooner or later. I've had it 5 times in five different Geograph- 
fecal locations. They say after 4 or 5 good attacks one gets finally a certain amount, 
of immnity. I'm willing. 


Vorked more tonight on my literary opas. It 4s still early but I am weary ~ and 
bored. To bed. /13/ 


Ango 4, 1942 ~ Tussday. 


Clear and bright, and the sun stronger. Really hot. Heavy clouds on the horizon 
. of course and the rain bound to come later. But this sun is welcome and mech needed. 


[14 
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Began the day vith a cudgel. Emergency op. on an Smerican this morning. Took the 
opportunity to prod Sartin again to be more emphatic & forcefnl in getting behind 
the boys to hook up my antoclave. I know Goddam well that the little piece of pipe 
neceesary to hook up that unit can be gotten around here somewhere. There seo.8 to 
be plenty of pipe for everything else. And it certainly shouldn't take a week to run 
an electric line 25 ft. In the meanwhile I am asking Sartin to present an emergency 
reauest to the Japanese to have some operative packs sterilized in Manila for us 
immediately. I know that 1£ it is presented properly it can be done. 


More Dengue among the staff each day. Looks like it will eventually be 100%. 
To some, this disease is really a suffering and a pestilence. To others ~ they seem 
to enjoy their 111 health a little too mech for an honest to God Dengue. To sewral 
of this Cenacao crowd having Dengue/doesn't change their routine mich for they lie 
in their tunka ell day anyhow, and have a definite excuse for not attending Bango - 
too weak or something. The only change in their rontine that 1 can see, they now have 
Physio technicians come in deily and epend most of the day giving them maseage. God! 
What a Gang} And a meas! America’ Thy name is mad! Soft slushy mai 


I am not a stoic. I believe I apprecints the good things of life as mich es any 
one. But all ay life I have believed - and this war has not changed me ~ that there 
fis a wholesome middie line along which cne can, and should Live, that lies between 
the radical rabid Ghandis, Thorsaus et al, on the one hand, and the luxury softened, 
self centered Neros on the other. Over indulgence in self has made us a nation of 
inverts; we are neither rugged and strong physically nor spiritually; the horizon 
of most of our race lies within our own corporeal being. I can hear the Devil in 
Kipling'e Foem = "I'm well oter sick with Adam's treed" - and understand. It would 
be hard for many, tut the best thing in the world for the rdvancement or even main- 
tenance of a civilization if this war could effect for all our country — and I mean 
ALL - a return to the hardier, less indolent life /15/ vhorein to live required an 
effort. I am merciful, and a hmmanitarian, but not to the degree where the incompeter 
the indolent, the weak and the unfit set our pace of life and our laevis For sack 
is the case in our country Today. 


There is no premium on real accomplishment - the premium is on monetary success 
yithont or with as little contribution as possible. The soul of our system is “to 
have" — not “to get". The acme lies in having ~ not the pcquiring. Thus we are truly 
soft, confusing our apetities with our xichts, end each of us claiming © #0 mC 
more as our natural prerogative than we deserve ~ lolling on the blown up air cushior 
of our self inflated ego ~ a little pin prick - down we go - we can't take it! 


Drew the belt up a Little tighter agnin Today. Ricet They dished out some watery 
soup today so ve could soak the rice in it. The soup was made from camotes. I saw a 
few small pieces floating around in it. If the old gnawing starts, I'l] go to sleep. 


Right - a hot sti.i*ag night with low ceiling ond the clauds pressing down upon 
the wet steamy tropic: . pond ané mud. Manila was built right in the middle of e dam 
big marsh, and we are on the fringe of Manila. /16/ There is no breeze. The air is 
dead and heavy and the thick blue emoke from the long black cheroots olmost tunbdles 
and falls To the hot soggy ground. lMverybody sits eround naked except for briefest 
shorts or tovel Like fundusis. The sweat pours. The bugs are bad =~ SRNSANE 
mogquitoes & flies. 
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w= GUERRILLAS=—— 

About 6 tonight, a band of 25 guerrillas (Filipinos) and 3 Americans were brought 
in. They were captured ‘dom south near Legaspi 28th of July. Their ammnition gave - 
out so they surrendered. They looked in pretty good shape. Talked with the Americans. 
They seem to have fared very well since capture. Came up here by boat & fed well on 
the way up. According to the rules of war, and the declared intention of the Bnemy, 
gaerrilles not surrendering at the time of capitulation relinquished their rights as 
prisoners of war. That they have not been shot is hard to understand. Of course it 
isn't too late yet. I still consider them in a tough spot. According to the Americans 
(soldiers who escaped from Bataan) these guerrilles have not been effectively active, 
doing little but living on the country and the rural civilians. Banditry in the name 
of patriotism. Good old Spaniesh custom. (See Mexico & Central America). 


About 7 pm. Sgt. Sontag, previously with Service /17/ Co. 4th Marines arrived 
here from Cabanatuan with trucks and truck drivers to get a load of gasoline drums. 
He is crom Camp #3. Hig reports are more reassuring. They seem to be getting mch 
better chow than we nre, are being mide to do nothing but their own sustaining work. 
Their death rate is about 10 a week but it is evident that some of their worst sick 
is sent down to Camp #1 where they have some semblance of a hospital, and many of 
them die there, thas building up the death rate at #1. Ten per week is better average 
then ours by & whole lot. 


Bob, Langdon & Nardini are at #1 and Nardini has been seen recently by the Sgt., 
and 1s in good shape, The Sgt. reports 6 or 7 Army Doctors and Yentists up there but 
there seems to be very little medical work being done. A Maj. Williams (line officer) 
1s reported as “in oharge of the hospital”. I can readily understand a certain ant 
of “anafu" developing ont of that. It is also reported that there are two Navy 
Dooctars up there, Anderson & Schneider. There never was an Anderson or a Schneider 
ont here during this fracas and there is something a-screw somewhere. Have checked 
thoroughly but no regord of them. Of course, one has to finally check the informant 
which I will do. 


This Set. claims to have been with Cronister when he was killed and gave me the 
first full account of the episode. The Sgt. was driving the truck from Lani back to 
Camp. They had been in to that town for supplies, end had gotten a caribac which vas 
loaded into the truck. Sontag was driving and two Japs were in the cab with him. On 
top of the cab were four Americans (Ancluding /18/ Cronister,) and a Jap guard. An~ 
other Jap guard-was down in the truck. Ag they rounded an "S" curve near the Camp, 
Filipino guerrillas or plain bandits attacked them from above and fired into them. 
The two Japs in the cab died almost immediately. The Jap on the cab was killed instant 
ly. The Jap in the truck was hit in the chest and died the next day. Cronister, badly 
hit, and another American and Sontag scrambled into a ditch, Sonteg being struck 
several times in the leg. The Filipinos took one American prisoner and took him off 
with them and they have never heard of him since. Croniater died the next day at a 
Japanese Uilitary Hospital at Cabanatuan and was buried in the town. Col. Freensy 
reportedly knows the Locations 


Lt. Mann of our lst Bat. is reported as about to die with Dysentery. Still at fil. 
Sontag haa a request for small amte of supplies as badly needed. They will be given 
him of course. It is an unofficial request bat he is sure he can sneak them in at the 
other end. He has adap with him in charge of the party who is a pretty good gay and 
apperently quite friendly to Sontag. In the morning I am trying to get him to permit — 
Sontay; take Bob's bedding roll up to him. In the meanwhile I can get a note off to him 
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During the afternoon the Japs brought in a prisoner from Pasay. Considerably 
beaten up. He had been caught throwing a note over the fence. Fortunately, the note 
was a benign /19/ asking for sone candy. Pretty well bruised up and a broken rib or 
two. Questioned him as to any news. He has been working at Nichols Field tut doean't 
seen to know what he is doing except repairing the field. Inolined to think they are 
restoring it to the point where they can handle the larger heavier bombers which 
require mach more of 2 prepared runway. He reports that he daily sees several small 
planes take off with bombs and return in a reasonably short time without them. This 
opens up the field for mch conjecture. Several possibilities. We have heard they 
are still bombing guerrilla concentration areas and chasing them out into the open 
with bombs. Harassing raids on nearby installations of ours? Very very improbable. 
All our information of any Americen forces nearby is sti11 in the unconfirmed rumor 
stage and every bit of evidence is against it. Training & practice? More probable. 
We aee many small planes in the air daily, going through training tactics, towing 
sleeve targets etc. Theres is every evidence that air training & practice is routine 
anong them here. Same man reports he "hears" wo have Marines in Davao, mch heavy 
Lighting in Java, capital of Borneo retaken. Further states that the Japs say the 
Islands are blockaded for all outgoing sea traffic but that all ships are allowed 
to enterg Japan being bombed frequently ~ quotes our firet bombing as killing 16,000 
attributes KGEI with repeatedly proclaiming that the Jap Nevy is practically no more 
This last is interesting becanse Tokyo contimally reperts that "U.S.Navy 1s no more 
-~“Both our countries are lying," - To requote again the Jap on Corregidor. /20/ 


And now, after another impoverished fruitless day, I'11 lay the body down. But 
perhaps, on last late thought, not entirely wasted. This practices of mine at being 
my own Pigofetta may contribute to history. Evan here in confinement, as humble 
chronicler of the place and times I too may serve. For “an historical deed is not 
perfected when it has merely been achieved, but only when am account of it has been 
handed down to posterity. ‘hat we term history does not represent the sum total of 
all conceivable things that have been done in time and space. History comprises thos: 
small illuminated sections of world happenings which have had thrown upon them the 
light of practical or scientific description. The figures of the world's heroes woul 
be shadows, and the deeds they did would have slipped unnoticed into the infinite 
azure of the past, had it not heen for the chronicler who preserves them in his stor 
or for the artiet who creatively reconstructs them", Thus sayeth Stefan ¢weig in 193!

I took B41] Grace thru the Cortin> system daily. We use to lie out on the forvard 
hatches every morning as we monotonously ploughed | and slushed thru the hot 
leaden seas of the South Pacific. 


Before I could be-in with Ed I needed a Cortina book and I had seen one or two 
around here & there in the compound. Finally ‘oceted one and when the boy brought it 
to me I casually opened 4t to find my handwriting blazoned nl over the dam pages. 
The fly leaf revepled the scrawled name of DAl) Grace, written with that broad blunt 
pen he always used.

This was the same volume we had poured over crossing the Pacific and my copious 
notes scrawled all over the pages. I then mcalled that B&1l had given the book to 
Ken Lowman ~ Ken had asked him for it at Hong Kong. Ken would. Ken wouldn't buy one 
for hell. Apparently in the shuffle of personal effects in the hectic course of war 
events, the book again turns up hers. And with ite reappearance it awakens memories 
and recollections of a yoar age = the days & mights Bill and I wearily endured boredom 
in Friaco waiting our ship ~ the voyage out ~ Bill's sudden orders to leave at Hong 
Kong & /22/ fly up to Cimng Kirg to join the Oam. I heard from him once after that. 


I had much of his stuff with me and B42 wae writing to me to get him sone booke, 
& pair of rubbers eni aome clothes via the Burma Hoad. I tried but 1t was too late. 
Then when the bang came, his stuff was blown up with mine. And what was not destroyed 
fell inte the hends of the Japs. I had written him and had hopes of getting him to 
Cenacao with me, The opening of hostilities queered all that. And while I haven't 
heard from him, I have mason to believe he is O.K. Some say the Oshu was abandoned 
and they all got south tu Australie. Others say they are still safe behind the lines 
at Chong King. 


Bill and I hod more real shipmate stuff between us than I have experienced since 
< left Norfolk two years ago. Bill is a great guy. Comes from Duck's home town of 
Syampsectt. 


Jeneon, our Marine Paymaster of the 4th Reg., now a prisonor at Cabanatuan came 
down with the truck party of last nigiit. Talked with him today. He has quite a lot 
to report and if taksn with a dose of salts is worth repeating for what it is worth. 
/23/ He is down here for the sole purpose of buying for the “officers mess" up at 
Camp. They allow thom to market and buy regularly, a privilege we have tried to get 
here tut do not seam to make any headway. We told him of our letter of authority to 
buy & credit against the U.S. for our sustenance. Jensen seems to think we can arrange 
to have our supply officer here do the buying for all “officer'a messes" in the prison 
areas. The Japanese up there added "non com messes also" on the request made to them 
There is certainly sone way of working that dam trick. Our command here just hasn't 
clicked right or something. We still remain the poorest fed, most under privileged 
of any group of captives yet to be heard from. So far 0.K. 

e~- GENEVA TREATY 

Jenson reporte the following as coming from the Japanese: That the Geneva Treaty 
4s to be observed; that officers and non-combattants are to be paid; that the Med. 
Dept. will eventually pot be considered as prisoners and when this is released from 
Geneva we should expect considerably move freedom. 


Since all this hae to go thra Geneva, names etc, submitted etc ~ by foot messenger 
carrier pidgeon or friendly porpoise or some such way ~ some time ofter Christmas '42 
(or 143) wo chould seo some results. All of wiiich brings ue back to the same old 
aneg - it isn't going to do us ony good = not mony of /24/ ws - at that late date. 

Bat it is something to hold out te the boys and give them tc live fer, to talk over 
and enlarge upon and get their wishful thinking processes barring up inte a bright 
flame when the old spirit gets Low. 


Of mech nore import, I think, is this new change cf regime taking place today. 
Xusimoto is gone. Haven't seen the “new boss” but J urderstand there <s a medical 


officar noving into the front office ond we are to have a M.0. over v9 from now one 
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ewe OUTSIDE CONTACT 


That vas the system we lived under last on Corregidor and found it to work out very 
well end I have hopes it will make en immediate change for the better. Unless some 
material change does take place we met do something more than just wait. I have 
talked over the prospects of "a break". It can't be done without everybody here 


_ Suffering the consequences. However, with the cooperation of the wardens (American)

I am sure I could get out one night, get some mech needed food and make some mch 
needed contacts and get back in the following night. My immedicte compadres are 

ell against approaching the wardens on the subject. However, the time may /25f come 
when we mst do something. Eventuolly St. Mo will contact me but I can't wait until 
she finds it expedient. Something has thrown a monkey wrench into her plane. I have 
a munch it is "3", Tut I can meke other contects once outside and I feel sure I can 
eet along 0.K, nt night thru the Tondo district. I have blue denims and a native ha! 
and I can walk in wooden shoes as well as any native. I am as brown as any Filipino 
and browner than many. My one weakness 4s my scant knowledge of Tagalog bot I can u: 
Spanish. I could 14e low at Garcia's @uring the day and have Garcia do my bargainin 
for me. And 1f anyone oan contact StH. for me, or give me news, Garcla can. 


But I mst heve the consent of the commend here to go, for I mst be accounted 
for at Bango = not reported absent -. and I will need help in getting back in - 
someone to toss me the rope over the wall - the food met come tn that way, too. 
The commend here, ny compadres, are not ready to listen to me. Perhcops later when 
the situation grows more despsrate they will agree. But it will become more difficul] 
with time to accomplish. /26/ 


After a bath today, found that both of my tunics were dirty and therefore hed tc 
pat on my shirt. 4s I drew in my belt over my shirt I could not help but imegine whe 
comments could & would be made by those back home who have known me for the last 
20 years. Unfortunately there is no camera to hend down te them vhat I look Like whe 
streamlined. Somevhers in my posseasions I have @ picture of me when I was about 17 
or 18 yrs. old, just after my return from the Mexican Border. Thin faced, even a 
little hollow jowled, slim waisted, slender legged — well, I am right back todey 
where I waa then. I probably span a 32 about the waist. My belly muscles are herden- 
ing some. My legs are not strong but they are strengthening and ny thighs are hard. 
The muscles of my paralyzed leg & foot have completely returned to funotion and 1 
certainly am a streamlined specimen, hardly recognizable by my erstwhile compatriote 
in America. I believe I could walk right dow Granberry Street and de passed up by 
My most intimates of al) [er] never be recognized. 


Night. Major Jensen came in tonight after being in town all day. Had a chence 
to talk to some of the people ia town and gathered the news that the J aps lost about 
25 ships in the Aleutians and tint/the Aleutiane were again in our hands; that 
Americans were "going to town" up thru Chinn via Burma Road etc.: that we go have 
Borneo etc. I am stil] not ready to eccept all this. Our sube are supposed to be 
taking a deadly toll. 


Regarding his talk about our being paid eto., the "front gate" office have a 
list of us out there which they are pouring over and say we are to be paid. There ie 
definitely something in the wind bat as yet the true circumstances are not revealed. 
I doubt if our "front gate’ knows really what the score is. 
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Did better on chow tonight. The soup wae thicker and had rice and camotes in it 
and flavored the rice considerably. I ate quite a bit. I was quite mngry and needed 
filling. Cecil crashed thru with a tid bit. We got a few of these little fish from 
a Filipino who came in with the vorking party and by frying them in deep fat we could 
sterilize them and then eat them, bones and all. They at least have some kind of a 
taste to them. Not just bland rice all the time. God mt I hate it! 


Knocked out another biography /28/ tonight, removed a ptece of shrapnel from the 
arm of a Philippine Med Officer = Dr. Gutieres, who was with my force in Corregidor. 
And now = once more I lay me dorm — to sleep - perchance to dream ~ I am afraid of 
dreans - they break up my steeled defense against thought, memories, hopes and -fears. 


Aug 6/ 42 Thrsday: 


Gloomy dawn, ond a blue black sky that tumbles into a horizon of cold Boyne's 

erey. It will rain, and rain and rnin « all day. 
wen POW MORTALITY 

Conjuring with the same old figures today - Camp #3 doing pretty good ~ Camp fl 
still having a death rate of G5 to 50 a day. At a minimm that is 1050 a month. These 
are all Americans. There are only abont 15,000 Americans out here. ~ The figures are 
self explanatory - sven at the minimum rate - 15 mo. will polish them off. Medical 
Officers are there /29/ in abundance but there are no drugs = no facilities. The 
only good thay can possibly do is to work for sanitation and isolation of the Bick, 
protect water & food supply - but there are conditions under which these protective 
Measures cannot be effected. Of course #1 has the high death rate because they do 
collect cases from #3. Makes #3 look better than it is. 


In the meanwhile, have checked on these tvo mythical naval medical officers, 
Anderson and Schneider, There are no such officers and the informant is a little 
unreliable in his general information. We have learned that these truck drivers 
usually are quite erroneous in their reports. 


The new regime begins to make changes. The first one was good. Harri no longer 
has anything /20/ to do with Americans ~ just Filipinos. And he has been just a 
Little meeker of Late around us. (The soneofea~bitch). Time will never eradicate 
the vow to d@al properly with that bretard. He mst not get too far away. I don't 
want to have to hunt all over Eastern Asia for that animale. 


A full morning. Had an oll morning ward walk on Wd 6 and it wae well attended. 
Yent over every cass and analysed it an catalogued them for fature cere. Many cases 
needing surgery. In the meanvhile, today they have gotten our sterilizers & autoclaves 
in working order end we have acheduled cases for tomorrow. From now on we should have 
an active service. 


More rumors today. They come faster every day nov. Rumor now hes it that the Jepe 
Just couldn't trke onr bombing over /31/ Borneo and surrendered. I will always regret 
that I have not saved from the very beginning all the rumors that have come to us, 
and their alleged source noted. It would certainly make interesting reading some hy ~ 
in retrospect. Just now it 1s tragic. /

Night = The wind howls and the rain drives like hail against the stone walls and 
batters like a machine gun against the great doors. It has grown quite cold. We are 
perhaps in the tail of a small typhoon. The old loose tin rooves rattle & clenkle 
like a million jangling skeletons with St. Vitus dance. Of course the place is wet 
and dripping ~ we still have our leeks. Have just come in from over in "?" Building 
where Mr. Crewa and I work every night until 9 oclock ~ then, of course, lights out. 
Ha & I managed to get in an hour at Spanish. 
ame HOGI w-~ 
This afternoon there appeared a Jap Medical Officer ~ our last mentor at Corregi¢ 
~ and he is the nev boss. He wears a lst Lieut. m-rkings and calls himself a "ser- 
geant-doctor" - wears gloves, is clinically minded, speaks a little English, writes 
it very well, quiet mannered, educated in Germany. He is ~ Japanese ~ past master at 
promises and saying/*Yiss? Yiss! No! Noi Yiss! Yise!" Both of them meaning the same 
thing to him. In all justice to this guy, however, he did do what he could to help 
matters over in Corregidor - he was clinically minded at least. We shall see in a 
few days what the charge effects. 


And nov I mst get Bob's bedding roll ready and have written him a note. Jensen 
and Sontag are leaving in the morning and are taking them up for me. I could not hel; 
writing in my note to halfway expect me up there soon. I am sura I would de happier 
and more in tune up there than here. 


Friday Sug 7, 1942: «sm NORMAL SALINE ~—— 


Up long before daybreak and began the day with a fight. I now have an operating 
room ranning and a surgical service that functions. The placa is no longer so mich & 
lasaretto. Howsver, the need for intravenous ezline is great. There has been argument 
and trouble getting it from the pharmacy altho they have a still and as fer ae 1 can 
ses, the still will work 4f some loggerhead /33/ will get off hie ase and build s 
fire under it. I asked what M.0. was in actual charge of that still and nobody seemea 
to be “exactly in charge". Am afraid I wasn't very diplomatic when I made my remarks 
about that. Finally developed that Cecil was in charge = finally learned ghe stili 
would turn out ample “if kept going". Normal saline for intravenous use cou}d be mad: 
I learned ~ and by 9: am it was finally decided thot the sti] wovld have a fire bul 
under it, but for some ungodly reason a fire had to be built under the Personnel fin 
I am unhappy here. I just don't f4¢ in - and I never will. Bombs and shells and bein, 
"as poor relation" is better than this. 


I*ve done my do here. I've gotten a surgical service going and Wade & Nelson wil: 
keep /34/ 1% going. I'm not a morale builder. I haven't that factor in my makeup tha 
makes people love me and offer me devotion thru my pleasing manner or good fellow 
method. I am afraid I am the other extreme here and a: disturbing the peaceful coma 
and “dolce for niente" apirit here. Brerybody hides behind the excuse “we are in poo 
physical condition" — "ye aren't sdle to put out like we should" ~ "circumet-nces ar 
against us" = "things aren't like they were” otc. etc etc. Somehow I find that to be 
satisfied « content to live «ith myaelf when the day is done, I have to be a son of 
a bitch nll day long. So be it. But I om aleo afzaid my reastion here is a little bi 
due to my having been in the driver's seat heretofore, and I am not adapting nyselft 
to the "just working here" atatus ag well as I thought I was. It fa my job to ve 
loyal. Because 1 don't/feel that I can be, or ever will, is another reason I should 
get out ~ To Exnbanatuan = anywhere. 
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~~~ GO AHEADS 

Torrential rain contimes but the wind has abated. These 
mative home made wooden shoes are the best thing for this 
sloppy rainy season. They are two inches or more high and 
have a long overhanging bow like a gand scow and keeps you 
up out of the wet in ordinary rain, and when you wade knee 
deep it seves echoes = rather important just now. Some of our 
boys are without any whatsoever,

The morning continned to be fouled up. The new regime is here and of course, 
until they get to know us there will be the ever eternal clang of the gong for 
Bango after bango ~ count and recount. Just as we started to operate this morning 
= call for Bango = everybody to turn out. I finally arranged for Ed & Wade to carry 
on and I went out and stood formation. It wae ten thirty before I got away, and we 
are /36/ expecting another one at eny time. This will contime for several deys or 
a week. Yos ~ ®Bingo", they called it im the old days ~ but it's "Bango" now under 
our present state of affairs in tits year of 1942 4.S. (After Surrender). 


It is the Jap word for "a counting® "a check by numbers". In the beginning one 
stood formation and went thr a bango entirely in Japanese. A few face slappings 
goon produced enough linguistic interest to acauire a knowledge of Japanese to the 
extent of Attention? Right Dress! Front! Count off! At Fase! Dismissed! The only 
trouble was, wo had to sopnt in Jap so instead of leerning all the Jap numbers 
it was easier to have the same squad place in column every day. The formation for 
counting is in company front three deep.

I have tried to interest the Command here in getting the professional books we 
manageélto save from Corregidor, unpacked & stowed over in quarters and appoint an 
officer as librarian and get these books available to the Staff and in use. I have 
deen promised it will be done but the interest is helf hearted. To leave them as 
they are , means they will gradually disappear and disseminate and never be availab) 
when wanted seriously for reference. 


The only rumor of the morning was 2 conservative report that there is favorable 
news from Russia & Poland. I would rather hear this than anything else for I am sti) 
convinced that thia Pacific affair depends entirely on the Huropean situation. 


Recetved the list of known dead up at Kabanatuan and noted one name ~ Coffield, 
Wm. He, UoSeAco, from Edenton, NoCo Date of derth not given. Buried there. Edenton ~ 
Dr. Gray's honetown ~ Near Bureka ~ a tug at my heart and an /38/ almost tear in 
my eye ~ not for Coffield ~ but for "the days that ara no more". Carolina < Tidevate 
Vae = home. I better ouit this and get to work. 


Late afternoon = I spoke too soon. By noon St wos blowing a gnle and as I write 
this we are battened down as well as this worn out shed-like structure will permit. 
Mach banging of big wooden shatters that let down ageinst the bars to keep out the 
storm. Nothing is tight nor secure in these worn out ran down old buildings. It is 
quite cold. The lights are se poor cannot write mich. Have deen lying on the muk 
with ny blanket over me and. am wearing wy Byrd Jacket. Guess my blood is a little 
shinned ont. a hemorlobin or 2 redcell count on most of ut would probably shock ute 
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Even if we were not stormbound today we ould have been confined to our dorm- 
itories. The word had been passed for us to remain inside after 1 pm until released. 
Just more of this endless counting. I wish these Bastards would learn to count 
better. They can't seem to /39/ add any better than I can, and I'm the vorld's 
notoriously worst adder upper. 

a-~- STATION KGET <= 

Certainly will have to charge this day off as an empty void. And most boring. 
I am really sort of fed up with looking out these bars across the “holy circle" 
to where the guards ait and see those ugly little yellow boys in droopy pants, 
syarvering around like I imagine every kid does the first time he is allowed to 
hang around the fire engine house with the men. These little ugly repulsive lookiag 
yellow guye ~ Kings for a day - children playing with a steam engine ~ but hand "~ 
it to ‘em and blush real red - they are great little soldiers and have smacked us 
all over the arena and hit us with everything tut the waterbucket. When I use to 
hear some wag telling how they were just a flash in the pan, these Japs, and what 
we were probably doing to them, or about to do next week or noxt month, and then 
I'd hear old blow hard Winter tell over KGEI how they just couldn't hope © [40] 
to do anything more, having stretched out their supply line so far and had complete] 
apent themselves - blah? blah} blah!, when I would hear all that face saving crap, 
I couldn't help but remember that old yarn about the prize fighter staggering back 
into hia corner, cut, bloodied and bruised, and his seconds and his manager working 
away on him with the ammonia bottle and the massage and telling him how swell he

However, it smacks very strongly of a lot of data for the 
Doc to use in a report or maybe a book or his memoirs or something. The new Doc's 
name is Nogi. 


Rice & Mare Rice! Plain rice - and burnt & sogsy paste. Ugh! However, I was 
hungry tonight. I have been saving one can of /42/ tomatoes StM left us the day 
they departed. 1 figured a day would finally come when I hod to eat and would need 
somuthing to make eating possible. Today e¢emed to be the day ao we made sone thick 
ening out of rice flour of our owm making and heated up the tomatoes. For a peso ve 
dought a small can of canned horse and mixed it in and poured this over the burnt 
sogey rice. It helped a lot. The rice went dow 0.K. and I feel full any how, and 
&t was helpful food tao. 
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Have given up oll hopes of "B® ever coming back. I foresaw his quick passing 
from the picture. Amateurish, bungling, naive, awkward fellow. And he could really 
have been a lot of help, too ~ in many ways. I am quite sure StN., once she was 
outside, saw the futility of using him. {43} When it is feasible I will hear from 
her. She is doing O.K. I am sure, 


More dengue every day. And once they get it they never seem to snap back to 
battery. Hr. Crews had an attack last night of what sppears to be & kidney colic. 
He had a similar attack five years ago. That makes our warrant officer sick 100% 
except for Hass. There is a dam good mon. I marked him as an outstanding cheracter 
when I first saw him last Dec. when I met him at Headauarters CinCAF, the morning 
I hed my last conference with the Fleet Surgeon before I left to join the 4th Reg- 
iment. With 4 warrant officers, 7 m.o.'s of the staff sick and in their tunks and 
about 30 corpemen likewise ~ that's a lot of staff hors de combat. 

enn LIZARD ~~ 

Night - still blowing a gale and rain coming dow in a solid sheet, a wild night, 
unfitten for man or beast. Small Typhoon playing around somewhere. Worked a while 
tonight on the old Literary stuff. Then Ed & I had an hour of Spaniah. /44/ Under a 
blanket tonight. Cold in the tropics is Cold. And it 4s as prostrating and depressing 
as the heat. I now have a regular bedfellow. A little lizard has adopted me. I don't 
know where he stays during the day but as soon as I unfold my net for the night, he 
is right on top and when I crowd dn under I lie there and watch him scamper al] over 
the top catching mosquitoes. Sometimes he will lie “ immobile for an hour, 
Just. above my head, waiting for prey or something. I reach up quietly and 
tickle his belly with my finger and round ond round he goes and off down the net 
top at a hell of a rate and back again. At first he seemed really alarmed about it 
but now he is beginning to take the thing as a matter of course. I don't think he 
jast quite understands this thing which happens to him but he is learning that it 
4s nothing to get worked up about. Maybe before this incarceration is over he'll 
be holding up his hind leg and begging for the old nightly belly rub. I've heard of 
prisoners developing a friendly in- /45/ timacy with the rate in their cells tut I 
don't know about this lizard business. However, what I need is a St. Bernard dog 
that can get in & out & big enough to carry a sandwich er two and a couple of bunches 
of bananas ond a sack of mangoes or something. Even so, friendliness even with a 
Lizard, 4s still friendliness. 


Aug 8/ 1942: 


Stormy all day but abating. Torrential downpours, the wind blustering but not 
high. Mach leas up ali day. It is the same old count and recount. The new regime 
can't make their count come out correotly. Two missing somehow. All day today. Bango 
after bango. Stood in formation this afternoon for 2 hours in the rain while the 
gvaris scampered about nll over the yard trying to find two more Americans.

He was 
quite corrects The doctor and the boy's Camp C mmander stayed for the operction. The 
Camp Commander was most solicitous for the lad's welfere, and wae very fatherly 
toward him ani seomed quite friendly to him. After they had gone, the boy told me 
that the Camp Comuonder had often repeated that he was not in sympathy with this war, 
nelthor was the little doctor. ;

IT appreciate such examlee of the Napponese. Bat ~ as far as I am concerned I 
could reply to them clong lines a Japanese Officer spoke to me in the first few days 
after the surrender. "You are unfortunate," he said, “in being the prisonere of a 
country whose living etendarda are go {4?/ very mich lover than yours that you will 
consider yourselves ill-treated when they think you sre being treated swell." That 
Jap officer was a graduate of one of our big American universities. And if I were 
in a pos. I would soy in reply to this apparently kindly Camp Commander ~ "You are 
unfortunate in being a member of a very low race and you ‘mist be treated accordingly 
This kindly attitude toward the boy yesterday ie so characteristic of what we see 
thruout the whole area of prison cemps. Treatment of individuals can be most consid~ 
erate, but of a masa or group — horrible. For example ~ 


American: "J am hungry." 


Japs "Yes = here!" and he hands him some cannad peaches and a can of milk. 
bats 

American: “We arehmngry - we need foods" 

Jap: “Yas » you need food + you should have meat & vegetables ~- " bows - 


eriles <= leavea - and does nothing. 


At this late hour tonignt - they are still counting = still two short. I know 
thet nobody has gone over the wall. It's just a snafo /48/ wrong count, probably 
dating back for weeke. But I also know now that they better find those 2 or we are 
all in for some hell. The old squeeze. Much face slapping and chest beating (like 
apse) and svaggering has already begun to occur. I can also see what it would mean 
to the reet of thea here if I carried out the plan which has been fomenting in ay 
mind. But with warden cooperation I could still get out for 24 hours ~ unless they 
Palled a sight Bango. But after all one met take some chences. And the way ny gut 
reaches back to embrace my backbone I'm ready to try anything for food. Have already 
taught Ed how to say in Spanish “Tengo mcho hambre”. He has no trouble remombering 
that one. He hears it lots. 


Toothpaste ie no longer a matter of flavor choice of Ipana, Squibdbs, Listerine 
or Colgates eta.

So far we are getting away with our syrgieal effort and we have hopes of realizing 
our plane for our cases. Hade a memo to the Command today to keap pushing this par- 
titioning off of the 0.R. space (ve are still ueing just vard screens) and also list: 
Azochloramine and some girly saw blades as needed items. I feel a little guilty ever, 
time 1 ask the Command to moke requeste of the Japs for supplies for I know that whe 
they are supplied they “avo robbed seme other activity to help us. 


We have instituted .nis gauze washing on all our surgical activities « washing 
out bandages, outside dressings. Collect them /50/ in a can = treat them with cresdl 
boil & wash and dry. I could remember my old St.Croix days and my Leper Colony exp= 
erlences = where our gauze & dressings were used over and over. When the Japs first 
arrived and began their interrogation of us they vere surprised that we hadn't been 
practicing this before hand. : 
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Hagen again very sick. Dysentery has returned. Ever since the war began he hos 
been up & down, up & down, and when he gets sick he is sure sick as hell sick all 
over. Just a big soft fat white boy bat now not so fat, but still soft & white. Vade 
knew him at school and tells me he has always been that way.

Varren Wilson is plugeing right along and has the riht idea. He is moking him-~ 
self useful here, is finding enough to do, and is liked by everyone and is just 
naturally a good guy. That fellow will get along anyvhere. After placing him in 
charge of all outlying surgical cases, quartered everywhere but in the surgical 
wards, he reporte to me & signe himself as "The Suburban Surgeon". He has a sense 
of humor.

Nany haven't oven shoes or sox or 
any over over wrap whatsoever like a coat. It was a dam good Imnch I had in Diego 
the day I decided on lumber boots & Byrd Jacket as a part of my equipment. Lost ay 
boots in Canacao but this Byrd Jacket I have hung onto religiously. It comes in well

"BY appeared today, and after listening to him I am completely convinced he te 
practically useless to me. And he is certainly to be of little use to the place as 
& whole. StH. was quite correct when she gave him the U.K. sign as with us, but she 
has learned since I am sure, as J have learned that he in of no help. A simple minde 
old fellow who mearis well but plainly under surveillance by the gestapo who have his 
nunber. The reason he gets around se mch as he does is apparently becanse the ges- 
tapo appreciate his incompstency and he is good bait if anybody should fall in with 
hin. / 52/ He admits he has been unable to arrange for permission to get supplies int 
us. And now that mst of the Filipinos are leaving us and being cared for on the 
outside, he couldn't hope to get as many supplies for us anyhow. It is evident that 
his Filipino "Chaplains aids" are pro filipino and not necessarily pro~Americen and 
whatever aid we haf ever received at his hands would have been incidental to Filipin 
help, "BY 4a apparently a great little pawn being pushed around by his congregation 
et al. We can count him out. 


His unreliability for information beceme so obvious in today's conversation that 
one is inclined to ignore almost everything he reports. A senile recluse can be 
inadvertently a tool ~ sometimes useful ~ sometimes — saofu. Of course, the real 
reason for his being with us at all lies in his papel fidelity and alao the fact 
— under Japanese rule the church is about to lose all their property here in the 

slands. 
ww BISHOP OF OSAKA = 

The Japanese have brought with them a one Tai-guchi (7) Bishop of Osaka, who is 
Jap Cath and he arbitrates and decides on church /63/ matters. (Good play by the Jay 
Here in the Philippines is a group of catholics who insist that bishéps and Pedres 
should be natives, not outsiders. These, along with the Catholic group formed by th 
native calling himself Father who are not under Rome, are Japanese and 
are using the Japa to make pressure on the Roman Church and get their lands. That 
worries "8" and makes him yith Americans. 
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"B" still claims that 85% of all big shots among the Filipinos are all American. 
I still doubt that. Filipino families of prominence and some prominent citizens are 
being subjected to beatings, indignities, and incarceration in old Fort Santiago and 
that group of course have persistent Jap hatred. But I do not trust the gentry 
of the land to any degree like 85%. There is a big Spanish element who still remember 
that the Islands were taken from Spain by us in 1898 and they are now Jap and look 
upon this as a liberation and have done considerable flag waving in behalf of Japan. 
According to "B" the Japs are losing no time getting their culture invested here. 
School teachers are /54/ already required to spend time in the Jap normal schools, 


By another contact today I learn that all cement in the Islands goes to the 
Arny & Navy. The Navy has ite headquarters on our hospital reservation at Canacao 
and have been working steadily night and day building up the Navy Yard at Cavite. 
In the meanwhile no one is allowed to return to Cavite, nor even to get their 
property left, Ghetr houses. This interested me because Stil. was headed for Cavite. 
It will be interesting some day to hear how she made out. 


Also learned that "All Priests and Nuns under suspicion." Got a message out 
today which I hope will eventually reach one of the Schramecks. The punishment, 
incidentally, for having notes or messages in one's possession is to barn the note 
and make you drink the ashes. Not eo bad = If it fen't a ten or twenty page letter. 

wee GENERAL TANAKA ——- 

Of more importance, I learn that there has been a general change in regime here 
on Iuzon. /55/ General (Singepore Joe) no longer here. General Tenaka 
has taken over and it is reported that he ia not a strong military man and that his 
wife is a Christian (and a catholic). Catholic school. pf/f there. They probably 
needed old "Joe" somewhere else. From the very beginning they have continued to re- 
Place their real fighting mon with the “home guard" and Heserve class, many of then 
mere boys. It has been apparent from the beginning that they never expected any 
further military activity in this area. (412 rumors to the contrary). 


Incidentally, rumors haven't been so frequent of late. The fast & furious offens 
ive and progress of the home team seems to have failed to manifest any further ewi- 
dence of early liberation or anything. The boys are once more about to admit that 
they have been "hopped up" again. But they will fall juet os hard for the next batch 
of favorable news they hear. The supportable facts still indicate everything in 
status quo in the Pacific ~ with us still picking up the pieces after the Typhoon 


passed them.

Of course old Col. Adams, naive soul, childlike in his belief /56/ in our milito 
prowess and in his layman's picturization of how things are done, he still expects 
Doug to arrive daily & liberate us, ond always aska me if there is any word of a 
ship coming for us. Poor old fellow. But he still hae hopos at least, ani that doesr 
hurt him a bit = now. Hopes should be bases n logic. I have hope too but nothing 
like the fantastic fairyland miracles the of evils expsct. 


Speaking of Adams and his waiting for ehips reminds me of how in the old days 
when we were taking our daily shellacking from the air and the hostile artillery 
ripping us to ribbons and many etill looked seaward and listened constantly for 
shipa = convoys - afd. And then would come night and when we could tune fn on Manil: 
they would elways be playing “Waitt; for ships that never come in". 
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It was not a coincidence either, for /57/ copies of Manila newspapers reaching 
us would remark about this "Theme Song". 


Sugar is about gone and none getting in. Bad. Burnt soggy rice can be stomached 
with sugar. Sugar is an important sustaining item. Food of late hasn't been good at 
811 and for a week I have been hungry and I am beginning to feel just a little on the 
famished side again. Soup, when it now comes to us is made from botled grass or some= 
thing that looks and tasts like grass boiled in water. Everyone reports that we are 
faring worse here than anywhere else on Inzon. 


We are st£ll able to get extras for our patients sach as duck eggs and extra 
canned milk and we make them up eggnog, and they are certainly looking better too. 
Clinically we are really improving. As for ourselves « well we have our ups & downs 
and never very far up. /58/ Worked a while tonight on my report and bas a Spanish 
seesion with 24. We had to shout at each other to be heard above the din of the 
rain & storm. To bed to get dry & warn.

The typhoon disturbance has passed apparently tut our constant steady rain flows 
one I slept poorly Lest night - uncomfortable somehow, physically & mentally on the 
bias. Certain amount of this is to be expected I guess. Made early rounds in the 
sloppy wet this morning. Dropped over to a's Bunk beforo leaving our quarters and 
wae invited "to come in to Lake Nelson, the fishing yet untried. He has very care- 
fally ploced his bunk with geometrical precision right where four leaks can drop 
from above and assure him of a constant high tide all during the rainy season.

On sudden orders thie morning out went 108 Philipino patients were released 

ana those needing further hospitalization distributed among local institutions. 
While the prisoner patients were being londed into trucke at the front gate, one of 
our Corpsmen who 4s married to a Phil. meatiza wae out at the gate helping load the 
sick. His wife is a mrse and "happened" to be out there at the gate receiving the 
patients. The Corpsman has been with me out on the Rock since December and he knew 
he was a father by now but had never been able to learn whether it was a boy or a 
girl. His wife was afraid to talk to him and the guards were very carefully observi. 
thet no outeide=inaide contact was made and there he was, within speaking distance 
& guch information denied him. Finally the age-old prison system came to his ald « 
message passed by whisper from one end of a long line to the other = ®It is a girl"

The nev regime had a long confab with Sartin today. The general gist seems to 
de as follows: 


1. Geneva treaty of 1927 to ve followed. (according to their nationel policy 
and interpretation) 

2. The Doctor tn charge and Sartin to carry out details. It does look as tho 
Sartin 14a about te “have charge" and to get out from under the warrant 
officer regine - "The Field Harshal®. : 

3. Jape say “Anericans soon go home too. 


The boys here place 212 kinda of good interpretations on these things. The usus 
impression when such happens is to assume the Japs are having reverses and changing 
their attitude. I hated to destroy their swell deductions by reminding them that al 
this hoosy was gone thru by us on the Rock months ago. It was nothing except that 
the management of Prisoners /62/ grafually gets turned over to that part of their 
set-up supposed.to handle them. Means nothing more. And in our experience on Corre¢g 
idor, the change helped us some. Our new interpreter, a little guy who was in our 
Army & whose mother vas a Japanese, renders his opinion that it looks like an in- 
provement for us. We can use & lot of improvement. The unbiased dbservatione of al] 
those who pass thra here, are to the effect that we are the worst feeding camp of 
all. God help ‘em if any other camp is any worse than ours. 


Dry rice for noon. I couldn't go it. Daring the afternoon we got hold of some 
native cocoa and some thickening and made a chocolate paste (thin). Tonight, when 
our dry rice came we poured some “sauce” over it. A moss, but one has to eat some~ 
thing sometime. A few days ago I took some cottonseed of2 and acetic acid and mote 
some "gplad dressing" and poured thet} over the gooey rice. Tomorrow wo will dine 
big = Mongo deans! Again we have a few sprouting. That will be a help, and keep 
off the beriber4. 


Worked most of the afternoon on my report and had a long Spanish Lesson ¢ Ba 
tonight. /63/ He ia not an adept language student but he ts doing very well and if 
he will study some he should have a reasonable command of the language vhea h 
gets out of here -~--~ (Oh yeah?) There isn't any joker intended in that last rena: 
And I didn't mean to be delittling him either. For if we are going to get out of h 
at all, it can't be too long. A couple of years at the moste 
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Again I lay me down ~ to lie awake? I hope not. That can be so hellish. 
Tues. Aug 11, 1942: 


Hungry tonight. Couldn't go the grub tonight. Just couldn't stomach it. Rather 
be bungry. I'l) turn in early and forget about it. 


The weather broke today and we have had an afternoon of sun. Very welcome to us. 
Everybody tried to get a wash on the line and air what bedding we have. We operated 
& bone job this morning and this afternoon was asked to be in on a survey of Filipino: 
for the Japanese. Again — our same fight came up. Sartin & Joses all. for unloading . 
{1 still holding out for not saying we can't treat these poople. Today the interpreter 
was a gredvate of U.S.C. and spoke as good English as 1 do. There conld be no doubt 
as to what he wanted "All case you are unable to treat here". My reaction to that 
wonld be ~ "Wie can treat any & all of them ~ and we can. I still say it ie to our 
advantege to insiat WE ARS A HOSPITAL. What an incompstent silly group we met appear 
to these people by our own afimission! The result was, I didn’t get a chance to say 
/64/ mach about these cases today. I am still against the do nothing policy. 


While on this survey this afternoon, the interpreter told us he had seen Capts. 
Davie, Roberts and Lawmen. They are all in Nenila tonight, on their way to Furmoea. 
Wainwright 4s with them. All Colonels and above are being taken up. Col. Howard no 
doubt among them but I didn't hear.

Zendell and Bookman added to the sick list today. Looks like an sventual 1004. 
I learned today that one of our Corpsmen found the Regimental Colors of the 4th 
Merines over on Corregidor after the surrender and has been able to keep them with 
hin.

The “Doctor in Charge* out at the Front gate, in © conference with Sartin today, 
told him that after the 20th he would probably be able to permit officers to occupy 
the rooms on the top floor of the big vailding at the Front gate. I have never been 
in that building and don't know whether I like thnt idea or not. At least under our 
present setup we are off to ourselves and away from the Japanese. That helps a lot. 
The private room stuff doesn't mean a hell of a lot to mo.

I had been in my bank about an hour last night, just lying there, looking out 
thru the door into the prison yard, sleep getting further ond further away, when IT 
heard someone over in the shadow of the 'dobe building next to ours ask for me. I 
did not recognize the voice. I waited, and ao he stepped out into the open I recog= 
nized him as an Amerionn who hing Lived out here for some years and given a commission 
when the war broke. He vas n potient here and quartered over in one of the S.0:Qo 
buildings. In his hand he h=< a package. I eased out of the bunk and stood in the 
doorvay and as he passed, rr*6 to him. Ha stepped into the shadow of the door, 


pushed the package into my --.s and horrisdly whispered he would sev me tomorrov, = 
and ducked.

Already I had definite ideas as to what the situation was. I atowed the pcekg 
under my bedding roll, strolied over to the barred window that looks out over the 
Sacred Circle and the guard house. The guards were there, sitting around a table. 
Nothing uwmeaval astir. I took the package into the head and under the light opened 
it. A eack of sweet amelling coffee ~ a box of Ineular cigars. I knew that somewhere 
either down in that coffee, or under neath that 100 cigars was something of more 
importance. Not that the coffee wasn't welcome! I decided I would try the cigars 
firet. Japs drink coffee tut they don't smoke cigara and I wasn't the only one who 
knew that. Under those 100 cigars was the message. I do not write even here the 
hook up by which /66/ this contact was made - but I will remember it. This was a 
dumny-run that St.M had tried and 4% came thru O.K. That she does not intend to 
continue it, however, is evident by the fact that she outlines 
other plans for after Sept. 1. The seal of the cigar box she hed re-glued and filled 
the crack with lip stick. The lip etick was nabroken. There fore the box had not bea 
disturbed. This had been plenned ahead by us. The other stunt to determine tampering 
was to number each ciger by dots and arrange the cigars in order. If the order wag 
disturbed 1 would know the box had been tamperad with. 


The news is good. She is busy and making progrecs. Hsr plans are excellent as 
I dope it out from the meagre fragments which she hae retailed to me. Tonight I will 
eet 3 massage out and I must warn her against unnecessary contact with me here. I 
can be of no help end it is not worth the risk of detection and spoiling her work 
just to satisfy my curiceity and academic interest. Thanks to her message, however, 
I think I can size up the situation here quite clearly end I feel thet I know what 
to expect. I will plan accordingly. When I transcribe this - when & if I do, I can

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English. The letter 4e significant in other ways. It is the first time a Japanese 
has answered one of our written requests. Its substance indicates a feeling of 
medical or professional duty on the part of the writer. At the same time it containe 
only refusals. But in fairness to Nogi let it be recorded, the refusals have logical 
basis in circumstances beyond his control.

Late this afternoon a while bevy of the damnest looking kids arrived in the com 
pound ‘whe in our country would prebably pass as doy scouts. They are cross eyed, 
near sighted, awkward looking, skinny, fat, they look like misfite who couldn't 
qualify in the test for full military training. They ere semi uniformed snd run 
about like they are in a fog and appear to me like the comic burlesque Jap such as 
found in Charlie Chan's stories, or one of the funny cartoon Japs who are continuous 
ly esying, "Goodby now" = “Yes please" "No please” "Tomorrow please" etc. I under= 
stand theas are the “Volunteer Army" or semiemilitary or armed civilian group who 
are to relieve the soldiery as our guards. What a gang! They don't seem to know 
whether to salute us = make us salute them or jump out of the way or run us thru 
with a bayonet, commit hari kari for us or what. I'11 bet they will soon learn, 
however. 


Concomitant with this arrival, today we were each supplied with a huge form 
Like bwlow = jnst like a parole form in which one swears uot to attempt to escape 
to escape under any circumstances. 
Just what the idea of this parole 
form may be is hard to understand,

I think we have had too many months of practical reminders and have been told 
the Japanese too often that we are prisoners to put mich dependence in their inter 
pretation of the 1927 Geneva Conventiun. ‘ie all signed the dam things. I could seo 
no point in not signing it. As var an I am concerned I can fight fire with fire and 
can sign anything and then interpret it “according to my own national policy" when 
the issues arise. And I don't think my conscience will keap me awake nights, no 
tatter what I do about it, either. 
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The working party arriving back here tonight after a day in town tells me of the 
Philipinog being so generous to the Americans outside - running up to them, giving 
them cakea, cendy, ice cream - refusing to take their money in payment, making the 
sign of the "V" with their @ingers, surreptitiously ~ caleza drivers actually giwing 
money to American Prisoners. One interesting episode ~ Some Jap guards saw the 
Filipinos holding up the two fingers like a "V" and asked what that meant Some wise 
acre kid prisoner says "Two Dollars". Pretty soon the Jape were doing it. Some. 
body's face te going to be red instead of yellow the first time some Jap officer or 
wise noncom gees that. I am reminded of how a few years back that on Japanese made 
Lady's Pajamas there was beautifully embroidered Jap signs - which of course nobody 
could read or even thought of as weaning something. Finally some one cognizant of 
Japanese symbols called attention to the fact that they were rather lewd and lascivi. 
expressions. They had been widely disseminated all over our country. {20/ 


Talked with Rhodes today who haa the word that the road they built at the cost 
of so many lives among our American prisoners served no useful purpose to the Japs. 
Hardly a week after completion Garrrillas destroyed the bridges. Cut away the buildt 
uprights and the rains have practically washed out the whole dam thing. The only hit 
in that bit of news is the possibility of the Jeepa sending down another work camp 
and produce another hell hole. Also learned that the "fai saa” got away today for 
Formosa. I hope their sailing has been well advertised if there ie any trath to the 
reports of American Submarines activity in these waters.

Aside from the above which I am ready to concede as news comes the datly rumor 
and thie time it is a hot one. The dope is "Big things to happen in Inizon in a matte 
of hours" and implying arrival of American Force.

It 
would be very casy to get disgusted with life in general here in Old Bilibid.

--— PIELD MARSHAL ~-— 

Feel lousy - bad cold ~ tight sore chest - stayed in the bank most of yeaterday 
Got up about /72/ 6 pm to see a case and then back to bed. Got up this morning & 
made rounds, sat on the Disciplinary board and then back in the bunk. Got up about 
4 pm again when four of us went into an emergenay session over an acute development 
Word reached us on the gud rosa grape vine that the "Field Marshal" was making up a 
list of non-medical personel to go to Japen with Kusimoto & Togonaga. The warrants 
on his list don’t want to go and are now appealing to us for help. The shoe is begi 
ning to screw around on to the othex foot somshow. Of course this Japan jump on ths 
Part of the "Field Marghal" 4s not exactly surprising. He & Kusimoto have had more 
than the ordinary intimacy and close hookup. It is not a subversive proposition at 
base = but rather a personality “olick". Birds of a feather ~ a sex personality 
proposition. 


I would prefer not to be a part of these conferences. 1 an not in accord with 
the kid glove policy, and everyone else is. All I ever contribute to these conclave 
is a lowd dissenting damnation of "ba nice® policy. My reaction to this affair is % 
let the whole /73/ Goddam bunch go. They all threw in their lot with the Field 
Marshal & and cucked in with him when it meant power for them over us. Now Goddam 
At, Let °om stew in their own juice and lie in the bed they made. This is war. If 4 
were & question of their necks or ours ~ as far as they are concerned it would be 
ours. If we pull some shady act & get them on the sick list and the Japs sense it - 
and they will - we have endangered the welfare of an innocent many for a non-essent 
questionablyeloyal few. To hel] with them! It's a time to be hard. 


Got some sugar and bananas today. Cost like hell but we needed them. And now b: 
in the bunk. The raine have come back. Ite raw & damp and my head aches & I don't 
feel good at all. But I should be 0.K- tomorrow. /'74/ 


Sun. Aug 16--- 


Feel mich better today and have been up all day. Overcast, some rain of course 
but no real cloud buret stuff like we have hed for so long. Meade my rounds this 
morning and for the most of the day have been working on my biographical reports. 
Sometimes 1 think I have ‘bitten off a hell of a lot more than I can chew but if 
this war doesent end too soon, and if I dont have to nove about any more than recon 
I'll probably complete this thing and have time to got on to my perponal memoirs. 


Kusimoto around in mach evidence today with cameras and camera men. Took sever 
pictures of the staff and then had a series of pictures made of the hospital activ 
ties around the place and has promised to leave the film with us that we may have 
some made. Very good. We may get some pictures out of th mess yet.

“BY arrived today and crset2d a hell of a problem for us. Last Sunday we ex- 
plained that we needed a micxcess2pe the worst way but 1t would be dmpractical to 
anesk one thru because we would be unable to use it surreptitiously and would have 
to report our possession of 4 to the Jevs anyway, so we would just have to wait 
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~~~MICROSCOPE ma 

until we could get the approval of our new Doctor Negi. "BY turns up today proud as 
Pick, beaming all ower to report that he has a swell microscope in his bag and for 
us to get it out and keop it aa long as we wanted it. Wea were naturally very grateful 
but again tried to explain to him that 1t was a mistake to do this because not only 
would it act against us for having the microscope but it would endanger our 
chances of having him bring anything else in to us, for when the Japs asked us where 
we got the scope, we couldn't eay the Fairiea brought it and that would implicate him 
as dringing in things without permission. 


Vell, we finally decided to go up and ses Nogi at the front office and see how 
he would feel about us getting a scope thru the padre. On arrival there, Eueimots 
waa there and Kusimoto 4s apparently still the boss in many respscts and appurently 
will be until hs actually shoves off which we are hoping will be soon. "BY mentioned 
to Kusimoto that he had a scops which he would like to lend to us and Kusimoto though’ 
8 while and then instructs "3" to bring the scope to hie office and HE, KUSIMOTO, 
would bring it da to the compound for us. I’m afraid that Adan't going to be good but 
anyhow we kad to repack the dam thing in "B"’a bag and ket him finagle it back out 
theu the gates. If they found the dsm thing had slready been in here I am sure that 
would have boun just too bad Zor all @nce /75/ uoncorned. This 1s just a little 
ecomple of the aveward spot the poor cld déwil who seems to meon veil will put us in 
woutinually in his efforts to do somes good. I still feel he ia quite a liability 
aud we mst pe very carefal and not let him attempt too mch hot met we be misled 
by any beliefs he may have as to what he can socomplish. 


I cannot help tut feel the Gssta: gt? augte aware of all his movements and 
activities and will let hin ran along/a long time as long as he is not really endan- 
gering their omse a hell of a Rot, Ee ts a good example of a “lead”. All counter- 
espionage activities have seversl personages on their list and let them run along 
apparently unnoticed, and tory often they throw a lead on to something worth while. 


---FIELD HARSHAL~.~ 

After evening chow tonight we went into conference again around the table. 
Sertin, Joses, Cecil and myself. Developuents in the “Field Marshal" move to Japan 
and taking the non-medical group with him loomed up again today when, in the presenct 
of Kuaimoto, “The Field Marshal” made a speech in which “he would naturally prefer 
to etay here with the unit which he had served with so long and blah blah blah etc". 
Kueimoto thon remarks that perheps Sartin will speak to the new regime hore about 
letting the "Field Marshal" remain. It was plainly a cut and cried program for our 
venefit. From where we eit it appears that this is a cover up for the Field Marshal - 
to be able to say he wanted to remain but was TAKEN away by the Japanese. 


After a deliberation I think we are all comvinced that Sweitzer is loya} and 6.k 
and we should keep him if we can. As for the others on the liat for going to Japan, 
it hardly seems to matter a dam one way or the other and for the good of the many 
I certainly would not be in favor of risking the possibility of keeping the Mield 
Marszal to favor keeping a couple of subordinates who have openly feathered their 
own aest ard played ball with the Ficld Marshal and not with the command, when it 
seeaed So tbe to their own best personal interests. Of course it ts just such dscisio 
lake this of mine which make the wide gap between Sartin and me. I dont mind being 
the cold old son of a bitch when I feel thet I am boing just and doing the best thir 
I cannot and will not condone disioynity sand cannot bring myself to ack it but dexar 
it. Sartin on the other hand inspires love and devotion by hic kindness ond fatherly 
attitude, and he cets along evcll jnet as long as he doesn't have to order anybody 


to do somathing thay dont vant 0 do or at l 
luis ee cha ene. at long as his plan doesut curtail the 
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+-~ COMDR. SARTIN -~-- 

Under his type of regime he has here wheat is /76/ apparently a swell morale 

among his personel and it is true they all swear they are behind him one hundred 
percent, but on the other hand, vhen we arrived here he wasnt running a hospital 
worth a dem, his pedple neither officer nor men were putting out and everybody was 
carrying on their job and daily life just about as they srw fit. He had a nice happy 
commnistic family but they were sure as hell running him and he not running then. 
I will not belittle this noble man, next to Col. Carter the noblest mon I have ever 
met, but he has shouldered all the burden, he has worked and planned and labored for 
the welfare of everyone of them and but a very dam few of them have put out or con= 
tributed a dam thing to help him except to avow their love for him and talk of their 
leyalty to him. Hie officers are his worst offenders. 


Since our arrivel here ws have ostcblished a surgical service and are doing 
something to gst taese derelicts moving. We have knocked together some sort of 
system and routine ani I believe there has been some pickup in tempo on the medical 
service also incident to officers we introduced from our group. 


But I still havnt sold him on the idea of stop taking the attitude thet ve cant 
treat and care for every dam one of these patients better than they can be treated 
on the outside. Josee is back of that dam passing the buck attitude and his easy 
lacksdaisical attitude of do no more than can be helped is still reflected in too 
many of the staff around here who still dwell in perpetual lethargy and a fog. Vhat 
they need ts somabody behind them with a club and get the lead out of their ase and 
made to work and stop all this dam childishness of sitting around guessing and sur- 
mising when they are going to get ont fof/ here. I want to get out of here as moh 
and as seon as anybody elae tnt I want to take my self respect ont of here with me 
tooo 


During this conference we reviewed the Loyalty and morale of other members of 
the command. The crev is o.k. for the time boing as I seo it. They are being let 
@lone and not galled on for any particular effort. I can count on all of the officer 
who came in here with me to sneer up and prednce and stay in line even under a pinc 
with a very few exceptions. There ere always a couple of louses in every dozen buman 
Male or female. The officers alrezdy here, the old Canacao Growd ... well, excepting 
about two or maybe three I wouldnt give a whoop in hall for a carload of them -~- 
but I conldat very well say so just now. Anyhow, I think the Command is gradually 
realizing that some semblance of commend must eminate from the top. But I have given 
up {ope of/ ever instilling the /77/ the idea that we mst present the attitude to 
the Japs that ve have a hospital that can do anything that oan be done in Manila and 
stop the crawling cu% from under tactics. 


This Nogi ts bein: of help. imetin and Carbasone hau been obtained for us and 
there is quinine on the way. Moreover, today there kas been a decided increase in 
the allowances of vegetable matter in the soup and the meat has been decidedly more 
liberal in the soup. Nogi has expressed himself as hoping to get as mich ae 200 grat 
of vegetables for us per day. While this ie still a low ration, considering that the 
vegetables are hard woody varieties of the turnip and radish family, nevertheless it 
is about six times our regular allowance of the present. 


Our staff sick list contimes high. Practically half of them are either invalide 


or semi sa. Ae soon as ons or t¥a creep back to th: Srcht dow “ple more 
into the mupine, : _ sokinaatt dates Eee Se 
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--- XUSINOTO -~- 

Kusinoto nov tells us that he is not Lenving: until Oct. That ptob-bly means he 
will be out of here in a day or tivo. Just why tho Japanese persist in being such 
dam ijare. It has seemed in all of our experience with them that they consider it 
the prine duty of every one of them to disseminate false informetion, even in affairs 
which are of no consequence whatsoever. When Kusimoto first talked of going oway he 
waggoing tnmediately to Australia. Now he states he is going to Japan in October. 
All of which probably means he 43 going to China in a day or two. 


Learned today that the list they ware making of all the prisoners last woek was 
for the sole purpose of notifying ths U.S. thru Geneva that the names of those 
therein were still alive anc Kickin: and they expected the list to arrive in the 
States by the first of the year. Interesting if trae. There are a few around here 
who believe we 111 bent the list beck. I would like to share their optiniam but I 
am afroid I am too mach of a realist to think in that strain very lorg. 


And new to bed. /78/ 


onday Ay; 17... The rainy soneon punctuated this date by a beautiful day. Clear 
as a cryetol with a bright blue sky, a good sun and a bit of a breeze. Thot is the 
good of the any. As for the reat of £t... so go. Hade big ward rounds on Ward 2 this 
morning and we had sone interesting clinicnl problems to discuss. Linea up & week's 
work load Zor the cpernting room and discuseed problems of reconstruction. 

-=e “AVIATOR® ——— 

About cleven oclock I wes sent fer maddenly to come to ward o{x. Before the eyes 
of most of the priconers, a lod vas eeon to hurtle thru the air from a scaffolding 
at the top of the main building in the upper compound and on which he had deen work- 
ing. Throw widely Re came dow paving, kicking and ecrseming, landing full force 
on the groum, fifty feet below. He was unconscious when they picked him up but when 
I gov to him sbout twenty minutes later, ha had regained consciousness, was mani- 
fTeatin; little or no shock, and to snva my soul I couldnt find a dam thing wrong 
with him excspt a scratched right shoulder. He had been under treatment for malaria 
end as a matter of fact had a temperature of about 102 at the time, was dehydrated, 
and had o mild ooidosis, all of which is a pomely medical. situation. Naturally I 
pleced him in a close observation status but at this late hour tonight, he hus showr 
nothing but improvenent and I am quite sure thet cll the trauma he will showy will 
be of a relatively minoz character. That is the kind of a guy we need for aviation... 
oo Stop right out in the blue ... no paracmmte nor nothing. 


More disciplinary board treiness. It keeps coming in all the time. Most of the 
cases are the result of croske: dealings and loose handling of moneys interchanging 
hande for the purpose of acoutring food in some way. Many plans are used by the boy: 
to occuire funcs for this purpose. There are also some out and out theft instances. 
One has to judge coach coze on its individuel merits. After all, I have been hungry, 
too, and while I herve never stolen from a shipmate I can underatand the difficulty 
of reslating the urge at timas then the opportunity is plasterad so squarely in 
front of me. The inner man is little more then a benst.... if ANY MOKS. The dope 
aituntion is clearing up slowly. It could be handled much nove rapidly if we could 
just be turned loose on it Like we would like to be. Agnin I conflict with the 
policy of the Command. 


Food in the last two daye hes beon decidedly tetter, at least the quantity is 
greater and there has bean a /79/ a a considerable incyease in the amount of vege- 
tables «nd meat in the ecup. Keep it up, Nogi, nné we'll vote for you. 
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a~w— RUMORS «nn 
Well, the big rumor I have dsen waltiny for arrived today. I knew thet when the 
Tai Sa'a started for Furvossa thera would be some sort of rumor about them ae soon 
aa they had time to get on the hich seas. Humor has it thet the ship bearing the 
180 of them was held up by an Awericnn subm-rine and the Americans receptured. That 
wat a hot one. I had really expected the rumor to sry that the ship had been torped— 
coal. Maybe thet one will be in toacrroyv. 


There has been an unume) mount of air netivity over us today. Big Transport 
jode in large mumbers hava bean flying to the south west ani coming in from that 
Girection wl day. They are ailver navy type of plane. Thts probably ie the inciting 
factor of the rusors tonight the? ilindfnan has been bombed ali day and that the Japs 
hare have been varned to bevars air raid here at ony tims... apd I doo 


Tues, Aug 14/42: wee HIGHT EXCURSION —.. 


I vas Interrupted up above as I wrote the last Line, and here, twenty four hours 
inter as I write, 1¢ is hard for me to believe that the experience of the lnst night 
ane early this morning wes real. However, thera fs each evidence to prove that it 
wRene & denn, 


Wan sitcing here knocking out she last few lines last night when "The Field 
Harahal" sppeare and invites me over ¢o nis quarters on the other side of the 
Compound. I have been honored en one or tyo other occesionr by gach, and seach time 
there has aluaye been en axe to grind sc I felt pretty sure there was something in 
the wind. On arrival over thore 1 was given a cigar and offered a drink and after a 
short conversation vas offered the privilege of taking a picture in the prison yard, 
one I had remarked that I particularly wanted. This came about when ho was shoving 
me his expensive German camsura. 


In the meanshile, ling Pal as showing a little effect of his imbibing, groving 
more friendly all the time, and 2t411 I nad heard nothing to imilente the lay of the 
land. It waa after about an hour (At was acu about eleven p.m.) that he turned to 
ws and suddenly put the propositicn up to me "How woult you like to take a run 
cutside?® T knew I had heard cervectiy, end 1 knew ho wasnt fooling, but I did 
think he meant to go along with him, Yor I knew he was alloved to make excursions 
cecasfonally. I still weent sare cf juat what was transpiring: or where I fitted 
in te thie picture and after all, I do have ranson to be Just a little concerned 
/80/ over pny undue interest some pscple might have for me. However, before I could 
anrwar, he added, "I'll gat om to Let you cat snd let you dck im and you arrange 
your time with the guard.® 


I knew then that he neant I vas to be alloted to go out alone. I hed to think 
fast. If I Jumped at the idea, he vould ses that I hoc a very definite Place in mind 
to yoo That may nat be a0 cond if I wae under any suspicion for any reason. I zns- 
wered thet a trip outside for the novelty of it would be interesting but tiet I hed 
no particular place to go, and yet, it would be very interesting etc etc dblzh blah.. 
ov aRd all the time I vas thinking junt where in the hell I would head for, should 
T hend for anyvhere? Wasnt there a trick in this somevhere.... dell, I couldn't 
stand here and hem and haw nll night and I figured once ovt of the gate I could size 
Up My possibilities and either carry on to an objective or return as I eaw fit. 


I assented. 
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I slipped into a pair of white lone prnts and a shirt which I hnd died blue and 
stepped ont to the guard house at the front with my now well imbibed friend, where 
he jabbered in Jap to the gunrd ond the guard apparently got the idea end shoved me 
on the clock that he went off guard at 2 am and I would hive to be dnck by thet 
time. I asked what I should say or do if I was apprehended by any Jape while outside. 
I wes not to say anything but that I was trying to find my way back to Bilibid from 
whera I had been sent on a mission end was now tryin; to find my way beck. Well, that 
didn't sound co good to me but I figured I could get to viiere I had already made up 
my mind to go without too mech chance of being molested. 


Unce out into the street I headed east up the long dark boulevard. There wesn't 
@ light te be seen anywhere. The whole dam section of the city was in darknese® ox~ 
cept vhere you could ase little lights thru windows and under the door of a few 
houses and closed stores. I had gone about two blocks and crossed the Boulevard at 
a vide Intersection when I could hear the scuffling scund of approaching Japs. I 
knew they were Jap soldiers for they didn't tramp but seem to half scuff as tho 
w8ering gosheads and then in the derk ahead I could see a bunch of them going across 
an open £411 and along the curbing of the street. I judged there were about twonty 
five or thirty of them marching in twos and trailing their rifles. Apparently some 
guord returning from their position to a barracks crea. I was abreast of a high iron 
gate, and 4¢ vas pitch dark. I just atood there and they all passed by hurriedly. 
Except for a lone chalesa, empty except for the driver, I dicn't see a dam thing 
until I reached the old Spanish butiding which houses the Sin Singan Clinic. 

-— CONTACTS ~~~ 

I do not feel that 4% is wise to contime in detail but I will remember, and 
will write it here someday. Suffice to ery, I made my way back to the compound 
safely. With me ceme foods, and I hed arranged for money and the negociations are 
promising. I contacted St.t%- I have seen mich, I know mich more than this time yes~ 
terday, and I have accomplished something for us. Nereever I was able to help STm 
some, She is doing a svell job. I am convinced more than ever that the Japanese vill 
never subjugate these people. 


But, all today I have waited to see what might develop to indicate the renson 
for this honor paid me by the Field Marshal. Nothing to date hns appenred. It will 
still come. It wis not just a drunken idea. It is face saving for something. I have 
fdeas bat nothing to prove them or back them. But they cre good ideas and time will 
tell. 


Two operations today, usuni rounds, and ay accident case of yesterday just swell 
I still cont find a dan thingirrong with him. Ite uncanny. 


Vednesday August 1°' 423 


A full day and a baey day. Rounds, operations, consultations, conferences, 
worked on my Biographies, held two Spaniuh seseions and after evening chow did about 
an hour'a tafloring job making myself « tunic out of an old campaign shirt. Had a 
“call to quarters" about two oclock this afternoon when a Jap Naval contingent went 
thru on a sight seeing party. 


Something has happened to my beri turi. Have besn entirely free from any signs 
or eymptome until today when I noticed i was slapping ay left foot egain and on 
testing it cat I find I can no longer tend on my heel again. I have some Blin 
my misettee bag and will start teking it at once. I thouritt my Left leg was Looking

Rut those whe are physically all right are gent to ODonnel where they are put thru 
a Jog propeganda school and then are geat hone to the provinces and ere delegated 
to Clegsininate the propogonda among their people. Others ere trained for the con- 
atsbulery and are gent out to round up gnerrillos. These people do not want to take 
up srms ond hunt their own people. And moreover they kmow that if they go /82/ out 
inte the Provinces apreading Jap propoganda, some guerrilla will cat loose on them 
sure as hell. Ite a tough spot to be in. Aa far as I am concerned as many of thm 
as can possibly pat on en act is vera vera sick and disabled. 


I guess there has definitely besn some 
sozt of a battle dom cround the Solomon Islands. According to this paper, Waehing~ 
ton ig preparing the U.S. for a cesualty report that will floor em. llay be so. 
Landi: operations of thet kind are alvaye costly but dam it thats the only wy we 
are going to win a war. Zhe Jeeps have done it repeatedly. The losses in any offen- 
sive of that type ars high tut the auestion always is, was the objective obtrined 
and was it worth it. Losses are to be expacted. The sooner we raalize that the bette:

With each move I have sean folks part with their personal belongings.- destroy 
them or lecte then and curse the exigency making then do so.

Ugh! Fish ration. They sent us a slab of ice, and all frozen its entire length 
width and depth vas a bunch of little fish rbout the size of a serdine. And that, 
plus the 1ce wos our ration. The only way you could use then was to put them all 
4nto an iron celdron and make fresh soup, boiling up heads,tails, bones and gute. 
It came out a stinking mess ~ but 4t was soup. There epparently isnt any nore meat 
fn the Islands - for us. The Filipinos here now mumber 57, and they have a different 
food supply than ve have ~ and eat better. They, at least, get meat for soup. Jeli, 
I didn't /92/ 1 didn't stomach the soup. It didn't get past my nose. 


Cecil got some vice flour and I had two eggs end ve bent up a bread~-crke some 
thing (call 2t what you will) and 1t went off U.X. After that soup smell, the batch 
tasted svell. We got some acetic acid & salt and mineral ofl] and StM had brought 
in some garlic & hot peppers ao we mads 2 dressing and scuirted it over the dry 
rice. Thus ve filled the old ampty gullet and along with 10 mem of B Toxin, stalled

In the neenviile, some senblance of a bank developed. Nogi comez in today end 
says cur Comnissary officer will be allowed to go out 4n town occasionnlly with a 
guard and buy for us. Well, thet sounds ‘'.K. but it brings up severel points of 
interest. First, what do we use for monay. Not only are we prisoners down to our 
last peso but the Filipino money in tow isnt plentiful either and merchante are 
still shy as hell (as they should be) of this Jap Bayenet money. Secondly, 1% wtill 
leaves the buying in the honds of the warrants and places the control at the wrong 
end of the Compound. They are hand in glove with the non medicrl warrants and if 
just means that Pfeiffer, as good 2 /93/ guy as ha is, (and he fe the best one over 
there) takes first choice of anything accuired, and after the warrants’ mese is 
supplied, we divide up what's left. Uf course the reasons for this tail wageing the 
dog, the mouse leading the lion, syndrome existing here are two;

let: A warrant is the warden, appointed by the Japanese. 


20a: Tne warrants have stepned in around here and practically run all the 
activities of the camp while tvo thirds of the medical and dental and 
officers set around here on their ass & do nothing. I saw that situation 
when I firet arrived here and with all the additional officers I brought 
in, I tried my best to get Sartin to let me put an officer in charge of 
Sanitation, outside upkeep, Comaissary etc. 


But I couldn't sell that. Joses blocked that, I am sure. Consequently the contro} 
remained down there with mt the mice when it should be up here vith the rank and 
command. I talked with Sartin acain/todey about this and suggested he himaelf try 
to noke an excursion with Pfeiffer or heave some one of rank with him and try te 
divorce this control of everything from that semi varden group. Im efraid it is 
ngain a case of a voice crying in the wilderness. As a result of Preiffer's trip 
out, wo donefited solely in that, after the warrants had taken ont their wanted 
stock, the reet was offered for gale. There were 4 pnpeyas ceailable for the whole 
camp. Everybody drew lots for the privile;e of paying 50 centavos for a 10 centavo 
papaya. This buying privile;:s could be developed into something under the right 
guidance bat Im afraid, as it is, %t will just be another “store” fiasco as has been 
suffered here. Another instance of officer lethargy, inoompetency, Defeatist attituds 
and the lack of an iron hand of discipline at the top. 
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Saw the group pictures Kusimotoe had taken of us. They arrived luere today. Nave 
orderad & couple. There are some in the other smalier pictures I prefer to hive and 
stil] herve hopes of getting some of them. Incidentally, Kusinoto is still 4n tom 
dat howe not | seen him around here since that Sunday he took the pictures. 


No Spanish leason tonight. Ba é I both are a little on the low side to ~ /94/ 
night. Aud 1t is very clogs, and the heat intense. Flies & mosovitoes very bad. 
fhe niyht air is heavy and moist ond one just drips and stews in one’s om juice, 
A truly messy night. Practically everybody under their nets but nobody sleepin. 


The Japs have served notice to the Wardens that they mast stop the treffic over 
the \xll. There has heen an increasing amount of stuff being tossed over by the 
Filipings. It te bad business, that wall traffic. It has not been worked vith any 
diseration. 


Pieiffer on his return from town reports the Filipinos very resentful of all 
Japanese and Caleza drivers refuse to accept pay from Americens, saying “It te my 
honor, Compadre". The Filipines are openly defiant of the iittle yellow boys, and 
Vary arrogant tovard them. They would come right up to Pfeiffer as he walked along 
with his Jap guard and say "He won't be with you long." = and point to the guard. 
The guard understood all vase sndd but nothing was snid or done about it. 


iy. Crewee has recovered from his Dengue and is agein back on the job. This 
Dengue seems to be quite severe in some cases, and really lays em out. I am cutte 
sure I bave an immunity for God knows Ive bean eaten tp by the Asdes here but no 
reaction. After five or six attacks one does eet a certain inmnity. I've hed oy 
share of it in the last 15 years.

Late last night a one Lt. Iedoro of the Philipine Army cane looking for ne. I 
had never met him before. He was captured eventually on Corregidor after getting 
away fron Batean, ond was brought to Menile with the first batch of prisoners and 
was held in Fort Santiago for questioning until just recently, and then sent here. 
He has charge of the Filipinos here. in Bilibid. He is a real patriot and soldier. 
Even as I write this, I am still unable to explcein last night's episode, but of 
course, I will learn ar.:.‘“.tly. One can't question too closely. Une makes haste 
slowly with assoclater t -se daye. He cane to me and told me the guards had permitt: 
his wifo ond baby to wieit hin, and hie wife hed brought him some things which “he 
wanted to share with the Comm néor". 1 tried to appear understanding as well as 
apprecintive. 4s a result I got 8 small hen eggs, four bananas, two mangoes, a mel! 
pleco of cake and a peckoge of rice cookies. That would be a week's ration for ne 
but of course I tossed it into our general mess of 5. After he hed gone I tried to 
figure out what it all meant ae I knew no reason for his looking pe up to share his 
goods. Today I ambled over and talked with hin. He knows Trujillio and hes worked 
with hin; he knows Miranda well. I am sure he does not know StH. But he knows 
Olympia /100/ and he hrs had recent contact with all these people he knows. There 
vas no definite explanation as to why he looked me up but J am sure it is in some 
woy related to one or several of those nemed. I am irclined to believe that more 
will develop vith Isedoro later. I believe he hea mors to say to me then just thie 
food sharing.

Today ve discovered that the Field Marshal, in order to make his bango count come 
out correctly, hrs forged some death certificates and reported several dead to the 
Japaneae, forging severzl Med. Ufficers' nnmes to the certificates, We just lenrned 
about this by accident when the Japanese sent dowm a batch of Death Certificates to 
us to have us eign some copies. Naturally, we did not sign the spurious ones and 
recognized the forged signatures on the originals. Since the Field Marshal alone 
handles those things /101/ we just returned them to him for forwarding to the Japan« 
ese with = note attached that these copies cannot be signed as the originals are 
forgeries and the subject named people have never died. In the meanwhile, the Fiela 
Marshal 16 on the sick list ~ suppasedly Dengue, but each time I have happened to 
see him he is just plain drunk. It will be interasting to see what develops now. 
There is an awful lot of truth to the old adage that if you give some folks enough 
rope they will sure as hell hang themselves.

This is the third 
time we have had that rumor end always falee heretofore. From most unreliable source: 
Germany has spent her force and about to crumble. Ye've had that one several tines 
also. I am fully convinced that many such rumors are initiated by the Japanese, It 
smacks so strongly of the German method of propaganda, the old "build em up for a 
Let down". 


Our dysenteries and beri beris still die. We have improved the general mass of 
the sick but even at best, with our supplementary things, wo are not able to 
produce a planned ration. None of us-will ever be relly well in our prison status» 


Again I close out another day. Someday, 4f I look back over these pages I wonder 
if I will remember any of these days individually. Very few of them. But who yants 
to remember them anyway. ~°% I have sy list ~ Things I will remember - ond things 
I will forget. . 


Tuesday, Auge 25: woe BILIBID RAVAKY =~» 


I thunk if we ever get back home again they ought to lock us up and graduate us 
back into civilization end association wit peeple, that is, those of us {103/ who 
are able to readjust and show some promise of finding an unoffensive place «mong our 
former associates, But just to shake us out of a tree and hustle ue back into a worl 
that hes since for;:otten us and gone ahead into something we know nothing about, to 
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put clothes on us and make ue look something Like other psople end turn us loose on 
an unsuspecting public - hell, that won't be fair to either one of us. We shouldn't 
be trusted alone with n knife and fork after all this time with nothing but a spoon 
and our fingers. To go for days and never have a shoe on your foot, a torn scant pair 
of shorte under sun and rain, to gather round a lugao bucket ond dip out your ration 
with a vooden stick, drink from a holloved out cocoamt shell a watery slop made made 
from n river veed pnd some tough gourds, to squat about a fire with some dozen prac- 
tieally. naked comrafles andbsat mongo beans or boil a tenth run coffee in a blackened 
tin cen — you can't do these things day in ond day out, with notiing to look forward 
to tomorrow except this md and /104/ heat and flies and stink, helf-atarved and yet 
not wanting the atuff that comes to f111 the emptiness of your guts, you can't do 
this end then snap back Into a world that couldn't ever believe that thie could 
happen to us. To sit for hours by your messmte, in utter silence, and watch the sua 
go down behind the high white walls, thinking - and knowing that he is thinking the 
sane butter thouchts that you are ~ knowin; that he too sits & listens for the boom 
of guns and the wham of tombs that could only meson the Yanke were coming, but knowing 
fell vell in your heart that day will pever coms; to ait and remember how thru the 
hell of shell an@ bomb torn months we sat and waited for the aid ~ which many of us 
knew would never come; and then, the news that everything mst co to Englond, 
Churchill had been to eee F.D.R. again < Americans were arriving in Ireland, someone 
had done a vron; wey Corrigan with our convoy - God, how -ll that let our troops 
down! officers end men alike «= yes, to just sit /105/ for hours {n silence and think, 
and know that the scrawny silent half naked gny beside you who used to be a genteel, 
well set up nics appearing chap back in Frisco some time ago, is thinking the scme 
thing tooa « our minds ars bound to be distorted some = our concepts out of step with 
a world back home — it makes one vonder if he's miasing och, «f he reelly wants to 
go back to a world of neckties and pants and lambshops end ecutch & sodas. 


And then, to lie at night and fight mosquitoes, and feel uncomfortable end wonder 
4f the discomfort ien't hunger, ~ or is it? and it doesn't take long to feel thet you 
are forgotten ~ uo longer a living part of the life back home. Still a memory, of /, 
course, for it hasn't been so long, but by now, friends, relations, even our creditor 
have by now come to realize what all of us should heve realized long -go, how little 
imprint we make upon tha sands of the time, how very Little we matter in the schene 
of things. fe are gone - there /106/ vas 8 trying period of renlization end then ~ 
well, the sun still rises in all its glory out of the enatern rim of Chesapeake Bry, 
old Tidewater Virginia still lies bathed benenth the bright benignant moons. Spring 
comes, with the dogwood, may flowers and violets in the hills, summer at the beaches 
- golf, tennis, and bright suns. The sport pages scream baee ball, and there are now 
msicel hits for the seagon = antumn comes = rich in the golden crimson colorz of 
of the leaves and sky. Football. Colleges reopen & there is the fragrance of dry 
burning leaves in the sir. Yes = life goes on very mich the same. New names, new 
faces, new customs, take your placa. To return to it, you vould be ghost like = a 
spirit of the dead re visiting the realm of your past. You sre there, but not a part 
of &t. You are severed =» but you are beyond the palo! 


And lying there in the dead of night, seeing your pale moon thru the bars, or 
feeling the rain splash in your face, you can hear the knock knock knock ce the 
carpenter works far into the night, carving out tiny crosses for the plot up /107/ 
under the vall in the wpper compound. A figure appears at the door and silently 
walks to the nearby desk and lays a paper thereon, and you know it is the usuel 
report - another one has died = and there will be more “knock - known ~ kmook.* And 
then you renember your ration tomorrow ~ 1/3 of a coconmot, 1 banana, about 20 
peamte ~ rice!

There is enough Left in some of us to fight back and justify 4t all "for the 
flag", but there are mny of us who know wo are here because of a foul system, ond 
the horrible truth that ve are a soft soppy degenerate nation, that te have been sac 
rificed upon the altar of political prestige in tehalf of a spurious ideal, a false 
premise; we aro here ae a result of ignorance, incompetency, vigotry and selfishnes: 
Ye are here because of our misconception of civilization. The ideals set forth for 
man are swell = but the firat criterion of worthiness for such ideals is the abilit; 
to recognize that man at large is not yet ready for the life we insist upon for him. 
Basically he is /208/ still a beast. 


Ho, I don't think we should be thrown back suddenly into th-t world that we no 
lenger know and which could never know and be kind to us as we are. Maybe I om ~ 
taking; in too mach territory and limit my remerke to ms myself. But looking around 
me I feel the same way about many othere of us whether they realize it or not. 


Today has been a miserable dey and I've done absclutely nothing worth a dan. I 
think that last night I mst have dreamed r lot mbout something or other ~ for I 
started ont the day in a low frame of mind. I’ve been homesick aa hell all day, and 
I've tried to tell myself all day that someday I will get beck and every thing will 
be juet like it was when I left, and there will be a full life of happinese and love 
and what I call the good things of life, have fought hrrd all dry to believe that 
all that ie not over, that there is more & more, but with the cold heart of a real is 
I come now to the end of thie day ant altho sad about it all, I ree /109/ main 
convinced that all the good things of my Life mst be forever more in the memory 
of what has been, and only by their eternal living in my heart can they ever be 
known again. There ere things wiich do not end when we consicer tiem ee over. They 
live forever as o part of us, and while we were happy in having lived them, in 
memory, they hurt us because in reality they are no more. 


Ang. 26/ 42. Vednesday « woe "GOLD RESERVE® —~- 
The day vas born in grey and drab was the datm. Another day of not knowing wher: 
night ended and day began. A typhoon worked itself up out there in the China Sea ani 
by nfternoon we were storm bound erain with the wind blowing a gnle ané the rain cal 
Loose in torrents. It grows suddenly cold and ra: with such changes. Slopped thru 
the usual routine and spent most of the afternoon on the Visciplinary board. Found 
time to make sone notes in my clinical notebook on war medicine. Have had several 
thinge /120/ today to give us some concern. The chief item today which drove us int: 
conference was na order from our “frienis", the New Regime, to declare all funde 10 
have, U.S,Gold, Pesos, U.S.Trsasury checks. Their exclanation is that they may depo: 
it our momey for us and may even give us interest. They will let us have a little 
at a time for purchase purposes, but the main iden is to save money for us so thet 
when ws co hous we will have some money. This oll sounds very food, but when we re~ 
Call that thie is exactly what occurred on Corregidor and wherein we lost about 
$4000 dollars in Gold, one is just a little leary. To lone the Little evailable cas} 
we now have can only mean one thing « starvation. For we just can't survive on the 
rations the Japaneses provide, and instend of better, except for the first two deys 
of thin new regime, wo aro all faring worse and worse every day. The few little ite: 
we have been able -o bay with our rapidly depleting currency, and the few items tha: 
have besn slipped into us, have alone sustained us. The situation is truly serious. 


firy ‘ 
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Late this afternoon, Sartin has a chance to talk to Ucgi nbout it. Nogi assures 
us that the iden no preasnted is bonn fide tut that ion't conroling by 2 hell of a 
sight. It is evident that this eoney goes into Jap dbenks, nny mumber of “hich are 
openiig up in iianila, and foreign money is being bought with our currency. However, 
he eeemed to think that officers would be nllowed to kesp a fairly sizable amount. 
He rein mentioned their plan to pay us but says he "I do not know how mech they 
will charce you for your food", which indicates we are to be paid and then cherged 
for our rations. That's 0.K. 4f we can get the rations for the Jap Bayonet money wii 
whéch they pay us will be no dam good for anything elae. We held a caucus about 6 pr 
Sartin, Josea, , Cepil & I. Va didn't feel that we could advise anybody what to do 
about declaring/possessions. As for us, we divided up our meegre remaining money so 
that nons of ue would have a prsepondersnt amount, eventually ending up with us each 
having about 20 Pesos, belf Filipino end half Jap Bayonet soney. This we havo deo 
clared, believing they won't do mech about small amounts like that. Of course we er4 
at a disadvantage in that if we continue to buy they will know we have, held out on 
than so there ien't mich sense in holding ont. On /112/ the other hand, if we loet 
the money we are certainly in dssperata circumstances. Doesn't Lock good any way you 
look at it. 


Later this evening, I convinced the Senior H.0. that he better go up there to 
the Japs and lat them know we are not a party to this falsification of bango. He 
Tinslly did ge up and tell Nogi of the irregularities. The Japs were apparently 
pleased and seemed to be glad we hnd montioned it and it was apparent they were vise 
to something wrong. After all, the Field Marshal is out for no good and ve cant 
afford to have sny part of it. 


Spanish classes today 2s usual. I understand the Japs have prohibited the use of 
Spanish in the Islands. Very interesting. Their cultural implantation program goes 
on apace. They are running Japanese language lessons in the daily papers. A contest 
for a nati logen vas just won by a Japanese matron which when translated literell 
means “Let us further the coeprosperity sphere in East Asia by learning the Japanese 
Language". 


For some reason I haven't [oeonj interested a dem bit in learning their languag 
I should, of course/112/. My best chance of getting into an army of occupution woul: 
be to learn some Japanese. But of all the languages in the world, there ie only one 
I dont vant to learn. -~d that is the Jap. There is a psychological factor there 
of course. Hventurli ~ will overcome it nnd learn something of it because I should, 
because it will help ms and further my ability to actuelly oppose the Nippon in+ 
fluence. One can use their own langnages against them es well as for them. We shall 
ses. I detest everything Nipponeze so dam bitterly I dont believe I could ever 
learn it. 


EF mage contect with the outeide tonight. Stil shovld be hearing from me in a few 
days. It will take that long for my moeezge to reach her. She should arrive back 
in Manila in a few days. To bed. Nasty night. 


Aug 27/42 Thureday. 


It has stormed rll dny. Wind & rain, L-st night it blew things around consider- 
ably. Somebody left the big doors open and I had a bit of rain in my face. most of 
the night. Contimes raw ani cold end heavy overhead. A Jap Lt.Col. came thr today 
4114/ 
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on some kind of n visiting fireman tour. Someone said later he wea legal offices 
Talked quite a bit at the galley over the ration. They all do but never do anything, 
about it. 

o-+FIELD MARSHAL—— 

The "Field Harshal" was nroand today admitting quiet and being a martyr and very 
sorry for being such a son of a bitch. Thrts tough. I have impressed upon Sartin the 
importance of unking a note in the log of the forgery incident and holding action 
over his head until the war is over. He is eligible then for a court = and should 
have one. A record of this instence is necessary. And ite a dam good cudgel to hold 
over his head from now until then. He is bad news. A club is needed. 

wonREAVING~-= 

I have read a bit today. Got hold of a book ~ "H.M.Pulham Esquire", John P. 
Marquand's novel, man who wrote "Hovea's Ena", "The Late George Apley", "Wickford 
Point", Anyone vho knows Boston knows lots of Pulhams. Anyone who has been around 
knews a few of every character in the book. And almoet everybody who is honest and 
has been reared and lived in any semblance of our alleged modern conventional civil~ 
ization /115/ will find a little of himself in this book - male & female. It is ther 
fore an ordinary yard ebout very ordinary people. Reading has not been a strong poir 
with me during these monthe. Books have been few, light bed, and dam it, I have had 
no acoire to reed and strange as it may seem, I haven't hed time to read. Sounds 
funny but it's true. I have read a little, a book on Magellan's Discoveries, Americe 
Campaigne, Biography of Diamond Jim Brady, “Theres ono in Every Family", “Mr & Mrs 
Conyat” /t/, Wm McFee's “Derelicts". I have a biography of Lee, Sherman, and 
Vaghington still unread. Have a volume of George Slliott's easays. Reading iw G.Ko 
when there is nothing else left to do. Do read a little technican stuff along from 
Cacil, Camptell, Wartasse etc. There just ian’t tims to sit down & read. When I am 
not working or uriting or working on languages, I am busy doing loundry, mending, 
cocking or scurrying around finding food. But even no, time drags, and life is net 
interesting and le poor in everything fertile /116/ or worth while. It 1s worse thes 
poor. It is barren. Very very dull. 


Hovever, ws are in the mees & we mst carry on and shrug our shoulders and try 
to rise above the humilifation of being smacked around en masse and individually by 
the yellow beyo and 1f ve cant master up aw real remaining self respect, we can koey 
alive our spirit of hatred and vengeance. It comes natural to some of us. I am sur- 
prised how it has come to predominate me. I have always been too cosmopolitan in 
spirit, too prone to see and allow for racial characteristics, too apt to see both 
sides and fail to have apy definite feeling on any one aide. Not so now. I have very 
definite views on some thinge now. I can hate like hell when I do hate. And I do hbrt 
now. I could kill 24 hre of every dey for a long timo before I could feel satisfied 
—— to again attain my old benevolent state of mind toward mankind of the earth 
at lorgeo 


Friday Aug 28/42: 


Finishing up tod yll4th -.y ne e prisoner of war. During hostilities, before 
Corregidor fell, I us. vo wonder how 4¢ would be to awaken some morne /117/ ing to 
something else besides the booking of guns, the wham of bombs, the blast of a prow 
dectile down a ventiletor shaft, the smell of burnt powder, picric acid and blood. 
Well, I know nov that one can awaken to worse things. And I can assure you thet if 
1 evar get out of here and have the chence to hang upon the wall a picture of our 
class (Bilibia 19447) 4¢ will never arouse within me any desire to return to my old 
Alua Hamay for any anniversary clase reanion, for I an sure, if we ever 4id cone bac 
as an old alurmi group, they would sure as hell feed use burnt rice and water lily 
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soup or fish heads and thet don't appeal to me oven a little bit. Rainy and blovey 
all day. Everything sogzy & drippy. 


Vord from StU today. Maj. Gen. Morimoto (renking general here) leaves by plane 
tomorrov morning for Davao. They hrve some “high ranking" prisoners there. Identity 
of them I con't figure ont.

Vas sitting over in tha old stone beilding where the Filipinos are 
cuarteres, trlking to isodoro. Sevural of the boys were squatting about a low table, 
practically naked, pleying "Diez ~ Veinte = Treinta® = (10 - 20 ~ 30) with a ereasy 
deck of dirty vorn out cards. It was raining bard and the place demp and semi dark, 
IT was marveling, as I always do, how for hours end houre these natives can Squat, 
actually sit on their heels in perfect rest & comfort. All have long quadriceps 
spperently. One of the Jap guarde from "up front” came /122/ in with the news = 
“tomorrow, tomorrov, tomorrow, all Filipinos go out". All 57 remaining natives we 
have been able to list ns “sick" and have given them some sort of Diagnosis and thus 
all cf them will go out at first to some hospital in iianil: and then to their hones 
and this mess the propagondn and the constabulary training school at O'Donnell.

I guess I have just about 
sonring pover as the next exy when £t comes to flinging or winging or wafting /125/ 
me out of reality into the where I aint, but the futility of euch mental nmeanderings 
has been very painfully and firmly impressed upon me too neny times, and there are 
teo many unhealed wounds in my heart to continually rab salt into them by continued 
epiritual aviation inte the great outeide. Thies spirit « aviation stuff would be 
OK. 4% all the endings weren't forced landings, or a parpeise flop or p dead stick 
landing or something. Nops, Oscar, that dam whitewashed wall out there and those 
block bare that cast a hideous shefov on the stone dack as they stand out there as

Sartin is recommending to Mogi that the Japs put in a store of their own here and 
that vould really be the best. In the mesanwhiie, until the s%ore situation gets 
Cleared up, we are not} a1 Bea to send an officer out to buy for us any more. Have 
been expecting thie to occur /for/ some time. Frenkly I believe ve would fare better 
if the Japs ran the ators thenselvea. 


The track has been passed thru by the new guards because they thought it was 
etuff for the Filipinos, who cre allowed to have stuff come in.” This favoritism 
to the Filipinos has been in evidence at all times. In fact they are fed by a cep~ 
erate meas arrangement & have been getting meat right along. All the Filipinos leave 
here tomorrow and wo will probably rerlise then that many of our favors have been 
possible only bscause of the Filipinos nmong us.

All day! lever have a free 
moment. That could be desolating. Surgery renewed today with the clenring wenther. 
Usual rounds. Spent several hours unwrangling the subjunctive mood in Sprnish, 
worked on my Blogrnphies, and have mxaled a bit ower soc- poetry, a volume of which 
hae been recovered from the ecattered wastage around here.

The lnst of the Filipinos left today. Ieodoro cane over to tell me good by and 
left me a kilo of sugar. All Amoricens here now and I'm afraid we are in for a 
squeese. The general set up doesn't look good. In spite of all the talk and spoken 
intentions, the fact remains thet we ara still desper in the throes of a food defic- 
tency. Beri Beri still with us & deaths continue to cccur from it ond general 

rnelmatrition. 


The Manila Paper of today, gives one renson to believe that the Allies have been 
air hammering Germany considerably, nnd it daleo apperrs that Hitler ien't expecting 
to gaia much decisively this winter in Buscin. Japan algo admite 10,000 Americans 
in the Solomons. Bame Bumor meen while, reports Americans in New Brittain. We learn 
from working parties coming in that the Japs are now looting Eng. & American /131/ 
homes in ianila and taking out furniture eta. It still looks to ae like a long tough 
haul.

A Navy Line Captain came thru thia efternoon oa an inepection trio. Jast another 
one of those "visitin,: Fireman” trips. About an hour later Ir. Nogi decided he would 
go thm and see all the patients ~ and did - every ons. Nogi iz just out of school 
three or four years ago and svems clinical minded. He studied in Germany which really 
marks him aso detter trained, better schooled medico «hen thore fron Japan, thers 
the course is very meagre, mich below our standards end on the whole very poor. After 
inspection, Nogi etayod for evening chow - the mass would Aeve been crowded hrd ve 
all sat nround our little table so we let Sartin and Josey do the honors. Rice - a 
gourd soup which had all the appearance and trate of gartege. Ve had some bananas, 
and they opened a can of sardines and Cec mde some coffec for them. Quite a feast. 
fhe only trouble was, I didn't get any chow at all so I am just mn bit empty tonirht. 
However, 1 doubt wery seriously if I could have stomached enough of the stuff tonight 
to do me any good anyhow. 


The high lights of Nogi's conversation oan be set down as follows: He said that 
/133/while radios were prohibited in Manila/he was allowod to have one and he listened 
to Japan, London, Germany and U.S., and then didn't know what the hell to believe 
00 wat to hell good wes ais rndio anyhow. The Kid is more honest then moat of thea. 
States that he didn't expect any var between the US - Japen until about last Avg. 
Then he thoucht “relat. 2 were ~ "34t strained". Has no idez how long this war will 
eo on. Gave us some et -cence th wo will have a legelized store hers. However, we 
insisted 1% would be unslesc unlers we get money. 


Sartin managed to get a word ta anking for our Dental Officers up at Cabanatuan. 
Hogi reacted fevorably. The matter of replacing the “Field Marslal" by Sweitzer was 
teken up ond will probably be favorably acted upon. 


Got my copies of the group pictures ande here sevorrl weeks ago. The ones I was 
most interested in turned out poorly so Kusimoto reports. But I believe there are 
prospects of takin: more Inter. 
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Our censua - tonight 4s 562 prtients. Uur ueximn was 991. That was right 
after we arrived from Corregidor. The freeing of the Filipinos, deaths from Dysentery, 
Malaria, Heri Beri and general malmtrition have reduced our number in spite of our 
additions from ‘'yabas end the Port Area and other outlying concentrations. /134/

: woe COMMUNITY LIFE --= 

It is interesting to watch the tempo and general attitude and tone anony our 
officers here in our barracks. Community living comes naturrl to some people. Some 
learn how to succesufully adjust to it, Others are :holly unfitted for 1¢ and will 
naver learn how to s'ccesefully and happily live it even tho they are kept at it for 
a hundred years. Soms love it, Soms Like it. Somes dont mind it. Some cen take it. 
Some hate it. Some crn't survive it. Men ars more clanish than women under a commn- 
ity life, women are more natirally community dwellers it would seem. The most serious 
conflicts thet ever renlly arise here is some such question as to who wants the 
lights out at 9, or who wanta to get up at 5 & rattle eround making a noise, or who 
will neo what stove, or “my bunk is under a leak and his is not. But these ineigni- 
ficent things can certninly assume momentous proportions in the minds of this bunch 
of caged anle Imeans. There is no general harmony whatsoever. Sverybody is grouped 
in emall recses rh = chirogrnaphy not clear; may be "areas" or “enclosures*/ and 
keep to themselves very closely.

Cecil in his philesophy has spoken the terse words explnining mich of their 
erievences « says Cecil: "There are some people who hnve felled to observe that there 
are a few simple basic principles which make the world go round, and failing of their 
cognizance cemtimually etir an otherwise emoothly boiling kettle.” Thies sounds like 
Cac'. He has certainly reduced life to the lowest comson denominator. There is a lot 
in what he says 


Gecil is moody ~ one of the moodiest people I ever saw. It is not noticenble to 
those who have not lived /135/ with him, beceuse he is not a euphoric person who 
e@rows quiet under moods or growls and howla. He is a “rambler” who becomes absolutely 
silent. In either mood he thinks to clear conclusions. It is enigmatic to epeak of 
him thasly and then recall the complexitics into which his irresponsible activities 
et Canncac precipitated him before the war. The wae saved him from serious plight, 
for one mot admit, Ces’ ras certainly delinquent in financial judgement and where 
obligations were concerns.- “ven 20, I like him, Goddam it, and of all the people 
here, if I had to choase & cernonsl comrade = just one ~ for the rest of the war ~ 
I'd choose Cec’. As { write this he site over on his bunk etudying Jepaness, as he 
says, “for went of something better to de®, and in hopes thnrt when they choose the 
Army of Occupntion, they may give him a preference for knowing @ little something 
of the Lingo. To date he erye he has learned that “a cat has a beard" and "a Fox 
catches chickens", neithsr of which helps him very mach to date. 


Speaking of "expressions", I found a word in Bapext Hughes “George Washington" 
which more aptly finds « use in our present life than any I have seen lately. The 
word is “myth-nill*. With all the mndreds of fantastic absurd ramors that flood us

Made my rounds this siornizg, then stopped in nmi watched Ha do a bone plating 
dob on a tibia. Did ep swell job too in a very vorkmankike manner. I felt just a Littl 
Glow of pride as I stood there watching the boye work, in the fact thot I have been 
able to establish this Surgical Servics nnd actually have some reel good conatructire 
work going on. For we are doing a really good job of reconstruction on these cases 
and not latting this prison time be completely lost to theae boys. Nany of them will 
be rehabilitated by the tims they get home, others will be well on the way, others 
saved from wore radical and permanently disabling proceedures, and in other cases wa 
are actualiy saving their lives. There in that dingy little reom, a far cry from cur 
white tiled beautiful clinics where the presence of a single fly produced ea cry of 
horrer from everybody from the bed pan rustling orderly to the Chief of Service, we 
@re turning ont a brand of work that compares frvorably with the best. And it is good 
fer the norale. 


Looks like we are going to have to move. The word seems to be passed down from 
the front gate that the Jape want 25 Lt.Comire and above to move up into the big 
bullding at the front gnte. This is supposed to be a friendly gesture /137/ but I . 
atill ama littie leary of hein: up there in such close proximity to the Japs and 
Jailors. I'd prefer to stay down here in the prison yard. The further I am away fron 
the Sastards the better f like it. Nogi is behind this, of couree. The other night 
when he was in here he rskot Sartin where wae his bed. Sartin pointed over to his 
board platform on which ue sleepr. (The Japs would never let us have beds. Only 
Patients onn have beds, no natter how many are available). 


Nogi asked him if he would not rather have a eteol bed. Sartin is one of those 
who would be uncomfortable in a bed if the rest of us couldn't have one and told Nogi 
the board Job wus O.K. Nevertheless, I think Nogi didnt lose sight of the fact that 
Sartin ought to have a bed. This moves up into the big front building would give us 
some private roome. Wall, I can't say that that is any grent inducement to me. OF 
course, I am peculiarly constituted in that respect. As far oa sleeping 1s concerned, 
Give we ton ninutes on the floor of a boller factory end 111 be anleep. My greatest 
interest fn & private room hee alvays been in that it permits ise a freedom of action 
at day or night to fallow my whima or activities without disturbing the ofher fellow 
who sint so blessed as to de able to aloep in the presence of a light or with a 
typewriter going or gapers rattling. Jast when the move 12 to take effect we do not 
yet kaow. Ye know it is in the wind, and Sartin believes 4t will be soon.

A draft from Corregidor arrived tonight. Two groups, Filipinos and cans. 
Eighteen were adnitted to the sick list. /138/ Six of my C rpsnen arrived/in the 
morning I 141] turn them over to Sartin who has arranged with Nogi to keep then 
here. Also with them cane Crllahan, and incidentally, the ex~lst Set. ~ Provo - the 
son of n bitch who went Japanese on Correridor. That bastard will go north if I have 
anythin: to do with it. He and hie Buddhism can do no gocd for us here. I remember 
only too well his drm insolence and the Thompson incident ic alimys present in ay 
mind, for it was Prove who had Tommy bound hand & foot and lugged off to Bataan. We 
heard they shot him. There is some question about this, however, and I once heard 
he had been seen in Rataan at a later date. Provo mst not be forgotten and wast be 
dealt with at the right tine. ‘

Today, the Corpemen, G of then, from Corregidor reported to me and after inter~ 
- viewing them I officielly turned then over to Sartin & this command. They all look 
good and have been eating well. Corregidor hae farod much better than we have in al 
respecte. I was allowed to keep Gordon attached to me as Ry own boy, I have plenty 
for him to do. He ip an 0.K. lad. J Raney hin in Mariveles before ths war and have 
seen him regularly all during the hostilities. He is a dam good boy. I remember hin 
coming in off the Vaga, dirty ragyed and unshaven, the Vaga crew working the ship 
night and day ducking bombs. He was aliays okcerful aad seemed to thrive under it. 
I came over fron Bataan to Corregidor on the Voge one night and saw him thon. I agke 
him how he wae getting alor:. He allowed U.K. for the time being and every thing 
swell so far ~ but he cort. ©: smiled and repeated “So far". After the surrender, he 
was at the Concentration C... 18 Bottomside. I felt that he hnd taken a heavy shel- 
lacking all during hosti24: ~-and I .~pronched him about bringing hia /140/ in to 
& better detail. He nlloved = how he <8 doing O.K. and he didn't mind the going 
down there and believed himr- if bette: ff for a little menusl lebor.He's a good kis. 
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Our men contime to evoke praise & ayanis from the Army. Two of the Corpsmen 
arri ving brought letters from an Army officer on Corregidor, testifying to the 
splendid work the men had done among the prisoner sick. I have endorsed all the 
letters with the recommendation that they be filed in their jnckets. 


A young Army Corporal was turned over to me regarding his story and report that 
the Senior Army Officer on Corregidor was turning over information to the /apnnese 
he should not give etc. I talked with the lad and after hearing his story ani knowing 
the officer very well, think 4t quite obvious thnt personal grievances are at ite 
base. The officer ie a Little man ~ and like so many little men, has a "Napoleonic 
Complex". He is bombastic and quite poffed up with self importance and has a person= 
ality which naturally makes evory officer & man on the rock Rate his guts. He had 
already begun his pompous swaggering long defore we left there. But the information 
llaged to have been given turns out to be one of those thinga that he couldn't 
very woll halp bat tell - it belag informetion as to wrereabouts of fuel and of] on 
the Rock atc. Under circumstances better to just tell it. It has to be done by every 
body in cur present state. With all his /141/ femlts and as much as I, with many 
others dislike the man, 1 feel sure we hava nothing to worry about as frr as he is 
concernsd as to vhich side of the fence he in on. However, in our game, ali is fish 
that comes to our net and one mat listen end hear many reports and storias that are 
of no pertinent wilus in order to gst a grain of useful stuff.

Provo hae gotten himsel£ securely ensconced in a Job up at the front office with 
ths Japs. I was sure he would. Thet aon of a bitch will never reach the states alive. 
I understand he has done quite a right about face of late. Ho matter how mch that 
Baddhiem pervert about faces, he had ood American blood on his hrnds to answer for, 
he is Jap & Gergan at heart, he is a mtinous, dieloyal, traitorous Sgt. uho is pot 
American in Spirit in this war and this sust be remembered ond kept alive in memory 
by every one of us. Our too lentent and lex system will not yrunish him in accordance 
with his crime. It mast be done by theee of us vho know him for the nasty treachereus 
louse he is. He ie worse, to my mind, than Hori. At least Nori is a Jap. This bastard 
is suppooedly American.

Sept 7/42 Monday. 


Labor Day. There ia only one labor day I remember. In Carolina = several years 
ago. It was the day we tried to go fishing but the weather wes against us. “hat wes 
the day the old 70 yr.old Pop Beasley was bragring about his new born babe. I romen- 
ber his blue blue eyes. I took - picture of kim and later Jane sent him one. 


Three weeks have - assed and no padre. I never expect him at all now. All the 
Philipizos are gone end it was evident that his interest lay entirely with then. 
It 1s just os well. He wee of no value to us anyhow and would probably have caused 
us more trouble than dene us good. /144/ 


I passed up the eoup today. They sent in sons meat but it was foul. The soup 
etunk like Corregidor the day after the surrender. The stench of decaying flesh, 
human or otherwise is just the samo. 


Nogi wanted to know the English names for all the Surgical instrumente we have, 
80 he cane in today and I had to go over the entire lot with him. Of course, we havn! 
a hell of » lot but when you start out alphabetically on an inventory of eny operatin 
room and have to explain to somebody who doesn't spenk your language (and you dont 
speak their's) calls for one hell of a lot of prntomime. 


There hrs been a considerable boost of morale hera in the prison since the 
Corregidor bunch oame in with oll their nows. There hasa't bsen anything since, but 
the stuff thay brought in was encugh to last a long tims. Most of it creme over the 
propogande strtion of KGEI but it certrinly did listen well. 


Made the usual big rounds on Wd 2 this morning. Cases look good. That is ay star 
service over there. Give the boys a big hand. An orchid for the lads. 


Tonight they brought in 1 American /145/ prisoner who got away from one 
Corregidor in # Hanca nnd c-°> the Chinn conet. They picked him up in Amoy or there- 
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abouts, ond brought him to Manila and have hed hin confined at McKinley. Brought him 

here snd he zeports 3/4 of the Jap troops are leavin; luzon tonight going north, 

sapnossdly “to inynde the U.S. vin Aleutian Islands". The story is so fantastic and 

in perte far fetched thet not only do I disbelieve 90;5 of his yarn bat I also oconsidg 

this guy as vorth wetching. He alao reporte that Clarze Field vas bombed by our 

Planes last nicht. Possible, but hesdly probable. I'l1 check this guy very carefally. 
sme LYZON LANDINGS..~~ 

Hogi cane by our quarters late this afternoon after he hed finished his "nosing 
around" anon: the property. Sat and talked for a while. Talking of the war he men~ 
tioned that ho left Japan for here November 20, (the peace parley was still going 
great guns in Washingten) and landsd at Antdinonam on the East Coast of Luzon. Accord- 
ing to his stoxy they met with aome resietance , Zor he speaks of being wounded on 
lending and several near hin being killed. They left Japan with the expectation of 
losing 60% to gst 50% ashors. Thnt is a very reasonadle expectancy for a landing 
party but they didn’t lose any mezbers landing on Imzon. I do not know of any instance 
vhere they met any actunl rezistance to landing. However, Nogi leaving Japan Hov. 2 
wes a Johnny Come Lately for ve have found diaries on Jap officers killed in Bataan 
ehowing forces having left Japan for here sonths earlier than thst. Japs had astaally 
landed and were ensconced in coves along the Bataan coast /146/ before Nov. 20. When 
I wae waking my prover reconnsisance thru Bataan, Japs wore already infiltrated into 
that ares.

Nogi got to reniniscing a little while sitting here. Remorked that now in Japan 
it is atwm end the leaves are turning brown. I ramarked thet it was that way ina 
Amorica, too = in Tidewater Va. There was a long silence after that and none of us 
spoke, bat some moments later after a ncticssble silence, when Nogi arose and quietly 
remarked "I go now ~ Sank you - Goo wy." I knew thot all three of us has momentarily 
traveled far - Sartin to his land of live oaks covered with Spanieh goss, in Southern 
Louisiana, Hogi to the Ielend of Homshu, and I - Tidewator, land of Ban, Bomnece and 
Rebellion, Land of the Flisaboth, James, and the York, the Beprahenock end Potomac, - 
my homes. 


Spanish session tonizht ~ a long one. Ed hesnt besa feeling, well lately, however, 
and he hasa't really been pitting In the time on Spanish that he should. However, 
we cant leara ani absort or concentsnute any where near as much here under these con- 
ditions as might te normally expected. I know I cant cerebrate long nor do I savvy 
woll or acetely. Ky eyas have perceptibly feiled. I have worked under inadevuate and 
very poor light cver sixnso the war atarted and that, coupled with prolonged absence 
of Vit A in the diet, genoral avitamincwia, anf living /247/ for so long in the semi- 
darkness or underground, all have contributed to terlously mess up our vision. Wilson 
found a box of spectacios at Bottomside on Corregidor and fitted me out with a pair 
which were just about my bost correctioa and they have helped considerably but cur 
’ Lights ara so poor even hore, that to work at night or evon late afternoon contributes 
@ noticoable strain. I gupnose I should “out. Nathan Hale Nathan” and say “I em glad ’ 
I have more than one sye to give for my country".

Sept. 8/42 « Tuesday. 
"Carthage delenda est". So our ex-ambaserdor to Japan, tir. Grew spoke, in refer- 


Fing to Japan. At least that is the substance. that he really said was, thet Japan 
could not be starved cut, that the idea of attrition wouldn't work. Japan must be 
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destroyed ~ the Japaness mict ba ennihilated. Mr. Roosevel¥, Gen. McArthur et al ~ 
take note. Hovever, it conan hack to the old frble about wno will bell the cnt. The 
annihilation ien't an easy thing for us to accomplish. We have been "militia minded” 
and "miditia dependant and expectant’. It has been aptly, and only too correctly 
stated in a volums published in 1926 "In every American war the patriotic laity has 
revealed o, cowardice and panic thet sre inevitable when rabbles of vell meaning souls 
find themselves fin the preseace ox an orenised enemy. The nation bas lost ite tons 
of thousanis of Lives and risksi its very existence again and again from ite addiotio: 
to militia. If children were taught a little more of the trath and a little lese of 
the flapdoodle they would not be so eaatly victimized by the claptrap of politicians 
and the plens hogannas of /148/ tha professional Lovers of ‘peace’ which nobody loves 
better than men of higher and reasonable minds, but they realize that it takes 
strength to raintain it".

The Port Area reports today that the Japs have now forbidden all intercourse 
between Philipinos and Americens. The Philipines however, when they com near Aner- 
Aicens will start ainging and give out any news they have made up into a song. Ameri- 
cans londed a ship last night and 1600 Jap troopa and equipment left here sudienly. 


Hav> read some, t>ory. Got t. 1d of Longstreet’s Book, “The last man around the 
world." Light interesting realing ~ on the comic side. Otherwiee, can't say the day 
hae held a thing worth commemorating. I have long since osased to give space to such 
common instances such as chronic evidence of national inate ignorance, arrested dev~ 
elopment and lousineses of a people with whom oircunstances insist that I mingle and 
have ever before me and under foot daily. 


Sept 10/423 
Amputated a leg taday ~ Sawyer's. First saw him a year ago and knew then that

The Jape are now asking for a list of cur sick Americans who are "permonently 
diaabled" and those who will be disabled for the next tvo or three years.” Imnediate- 
ly an interpretation was placed on this tn the effert thet tiey are doing something 
about returning them to the States. I am afraid the wish is the mother of that 
thought, too, and I consider 2t as just another list they want for their innumerable, 
useless grammar school variety of statistics. The Red Cross ehip destined for the 
Philipines and for which the Jape at first gave permission to come, never left 
Frisco ae the daps chan-ed their mind at the Inst mimte. /153/

the Jopanese reported this afternoon that Ted Vallace (C2pt Ince 1f you please), 
a Lt. Reyes — (Pilipino) nad two ogts, ill leave for Jopen tomorrow. The reason 
behind this is not evident. It ie of tnterset that Wallace 48 a broadcaster, one of 
the enlisted mon is a radio man. Looks Jike a publicity stant & propaganda job fron 
Japan. An intelligoncs officer was in the front office whon the omnouncensnt was made 
this afternoon. When Wallace waa first asptured aad brovght here he wes worked over 
considerably ani kept in solitary confinement _t Santiago. He had dons sone propogand 
broadcasting /{155/ and had, of course, not been any too flattering tovnrd the “ney. 
On Corregidor, on "Fho Volce of Freedom“, our propogande station which we ran from 
there, Wallace did not perform but had a stooge broadcast for hin se his whereaboats

Our treops would have suffered more, the enemy being able to 
relieve their front lines at intervals, and their supply lines in better terrain, 
However, there was never any idea of mine entertained that ws would go thru a wet 
season in Batarn. There was teo moh evidence to the contrary. 


Speaking of Bataan, the Japs have asked for 20 Army Gurpamen with equipment to 
/156/ go to Bataan for a 20 An. detail. Just what for 4e unimown. We have heard that 
thoy are bailding momuments over there to ths Japanese lost at certein poifte, build. 
ing roads, and it has been reported that there are still areas littered with dead to 
be cleaned up. There isn't mach left but bones of ony remains out there by now. 
Whatever the purpose, they are to go. 


A paseing inoident today, 1 aid 1 eat teil ko notice. While I sat noarby, Sartin 
wae approached on the physical condition of a patient (one leg off) named Senches.

More & more ve are thrown beck on the 
demed ration of etinking water filled with grass and water lillies and burnt moldy 
maty rice. Oar "store" gets in prectically nothing any more. Donations from people 
oateide are no longer allowed. That was a privilege granted to Filipinos alone and 
was discentioned when they left.

wo PROPAGANDA .<- 

Today I received copies of the propoganda literature which the Veeps” are using 
thruout the Islands, and perused them. I have had others and their leaflets which 
they dropped from planes. Thess, on careful examination can best be summed up as 
manifestly untrue in substance by 1. Over assumption, 2. braggadocto 3. wilfil 
falsehood. In the firet two instances they take an essence of trath ond pull out 
the lond stop and step on it. In #3, - they invent, and /176/ and wilfully give aic- 
information. On the whole, t.i0s@ pamphlets are very poor examples of propogenda. 
They are written in a menner which sugyreots high school compositions ond poor psy- 
chology fe used in the “tnlking down to" style. There is r distinct lack of under- 
etanding of the soll in which they wieh to sow, becanee the Filipines hes n well ine 
formed populace, even into the hintexlends and the Jap overplay of substance and 
words lessens the valua and force of this propoganda considerably. Some of the 
titles are 


(1) Address to the Filipine people." This is the typicol politicinn yell of 
the "My Friends" type, and hoe the substance of “de are here 
for your gocd, not ours”. 
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(2) "“asnys on the Coprosperity Sphere." This is apparently a series of prise 
essays written by children in some school for imbeciles or by 
edults with minds of the above. In fact, we know the source 
4s from the intter. This opus serves very vell as a gence of 

/177/ the derea and type of mind of Nipon. It 1s devoid/of any 
adult reasoning. 


(3) "Greater sret Asia” This extols the virtues and capebilities of the Japnne: 
people and their accomplishments. It is the 100% egotistical 
ranting of the inferiority complex which characterizes the 
ontire nation. It 1s the chest benting, strutting, splatterin, 
euphorisms of a defonee mechanism overworking. The opening 
lines are: 


"hen, on December 8, 1941, Japan completely destroyed 
the United States Navy ~--- " 


This cuote, I am sure, is enough to convince anyone of the pure rot of the res 
It t¢ a giant wind balloon made of dam poor rubber and very thinly stretched. 


Information from the Mindinao contingent I noted today. Commander Tisdale and 
Lieut. Ballock were Killed. Tisdale was met by a party of Japs on the road and on 
his attempt to get avay into the busch uas wounded in the leg. He hid in the bueh, 
the Jeeps vent on. Later, a Morro stuok a Knife into him to get his gun. Bullock 
wae accused of planning an escape after capture & was executed - beheaded.

We broke 
out cur copy ef the Treaty and have listed our staff accordingly - medical & non 
melical. This may have some significance but I have gone thru thie same thing severa 
times only to find it has been a cover up fora “squesge" in vhich we get less food, 
less privileges, legs comfort. The softer they talk, the harder they bear down. Its 
an old Oriental custom.

Our concerted plane to get rid of Provo on this To Japan draft has hit a enng. 
fhe Generale and the Colonele have come in To complain to us tht they dont want 
the bastard (and you cant really blame them) and the brass hats insist on having 
officers for flunkies. I cant see that. Request for volunteers among the enlisted 
prigonera hae been sent out. However, I still hope we can unload Mr. Provo. /184/ 


Out of the 400 Filipinos who arrived as a working party we had to hospitelize . 
14 of them with fever over 103. When the working party left today we kept them in 
the hospital as sick. This afternoon at Spm we received word from the Japanese that 
regordless of their condition wo would have those 14 up on their feet and ready to 
travel at 0800 tomorrow morning. The word has been passed. Juet where they are tricia 
them is a matter of conjecture. I am sure the war wouldn't be decided one waymr thi 
other if they told us but the Jeops have this mysterious incommnicado stuff.

Usual routine today. We managed to get hold of some ginnt cacumbers today, and 
somo calamancias. Fresh stuff! My God tt it was good. Ate cucumbers like apples an 
made juice ont of the calamancias ani it was ewell! Starved for fresh stuff, all of 
us. Bananas, or rather a teh fidronn Little. plantain that passes for a banano has 
been our fresh stuff only - cad of course fiss/ wo only get those when we can ! 


Neleon has recovered from his Dengue. Joses is also up and about but he looks a 
little wild eyed and has p psculinr mental attitude. There were several days around 
here 1 thought he was going to have a relapse into hie manic pnychosis, a repeat of 
hia Shanghai episode for which he vas brovight to Canacno just before the war. It va: 
his going balmy that loaded me with the job of Regimental Surgeon for the 4th 
Marines.

Dio Sante, tenga miserscomis por mos y lleva nes do naeetro incarceration pronto, 
Thursday Sept 17/42: --- INSPECTION --. 


A hell of a day. Received word early Today that there would be an Inspection by 
the Senior Hedical Ufficer of the Jap Army at 2pm. Un neat Sunday would come the Big 
Boy - the Lieut Genoral - ranking Army Officer Comnending in the Philipines. At 2pm. 
Sartin, Joses end we Chiefs of Services went up front to meet the Inepecting Ufficer. 
Instead of a Col. of the Med. Corps, a Major General steps out of a car at 2230. 
Usual saluting etc. We then stood at attention from 2:50 until 3:30 while the General 
eits down in the office and proceeds to drink tea and order all the furniture moved 
about and the entire interior of the Office rearranged, interpolated by making 
apeeches to the /187/ Guards, who had to stand before the General and recite their 
rituel and creed. Taen there vas a drill for the American office force as to the 
correct menner of salute & bowing, to the Japs. At about 3:30, Nogi and the Med.Col. 
and Takasij? arrived and we started thru on inspection. Some trate talking in ‘da I 
as to ths proper manner of greeting a general otc. The salute, the bow, the call of 
attention etc., but the thing Mirmxoto the General objected to, every body didn’t 
face toward him. That is a very important item To these boys. 


The inepection party passed thra only three wards. About 4:30 we learned that 
this was only a dummy ran for the big inspection of Sunday. The impression I got was 
that our Army & Navy are not the only services which have Agmirale & Generals who 
find it necessary To find fanlt at Inspections and manufactures their own importance 
of the moment in overwholuwing themeelves in piddling unimportant details and exhibit 
a total lack of sense of velues. Low preseure stuff wo used to coll it when I was 
in tankers. 


I was emuacd at the rumor that war raxpant in the camp immediately after Inspec- 
tion that e Gorman officer hnd accompanied the party. Having been with the Inspection 
party from the time of their arrival I knew that couldn't be. Later I learned the 
origin of the rumor. My only clean clothes was my dyed blue /138/ shirt & shorts and 
A cap cover. This nade me the only one in dive, the rest in Kheki. With ay jhadpure 
I pueen I did look a little pruesismistic. Anyhow, 2 was the German officer,in blue. 


Once back in ouaxrters, Sartin decided ws should hold eomo sort of drill ani in- 
struction so that our men vould properly render military courtesy. It gave me ny 
opportunity to ran home what I have preached ever aince I arrived here and before I 
arrived here, wiat I breve rlweys prenched ever since I have been in Service - 
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=~-DISCIPLINE--- 
Disciphine. I voiced my opinion that I was very strongly against instructing and 
dezanding of tho men a military respect for the Japanese unlesa they were required 
to eoually render it to American officers. I reminded Sartin that he and his officers 
mat be accorded equal military courtesy with Japs or lose all respect of the nea. 
(It is already lost as a matter of fact). X have derended the courtesy perogatives 
of my rank whore the slovenly systom prevailin; hero allowed such things to not be 
expected. I would not give the tmpraseion that I am ronk styyck or snobbish about 
thia sort of thing. I am convinced howsver, that /1s9/ that] is -only thru a. 
strict iron bound discipline which acknowledges rank that proper execution of mili- 
tary fonction can be attained. And I certainly cannot agree to any system whereby 
our American troop: are taught obedience & reapect of a high order to the Japanese 
and neglect the fasne in regard to American Officers. It is juat another instance 
of our appearing sloppy, inefficient, unmilitary and unsystematized an compzred to 
the Enexy. Agnin we lose their respact. Under proper trnining and policy good dis- 
cipline will not break down even among prisoners of war. Of course, as usual, I foun 
myzelf telling the Senior Officer Present that the fault lay at his own door. And it 
dces. It was necessary for me to explain that unless he insists upon salute & proper 
respect, the rest of us cannot expect it except by demanding it and thereby being 
gone of bitches. Again I would like to correct any wrong impression I might give by 
the above. Our American Navy personel are glad to pay proper respect & courtesy to 
their officers. But when 1t 1s belittled by officers who do not appreciate the 
aguentials of lendership, who do now Know the psychology of masses, who /190/ are 
not officers , you cennot blame the men, you cannot expect them to proparly evaluate 
the bneie principles of militery command if the officer does not set the example. 
In zpite of the fect we cannot expect this of our men under such circamstances, I an 
garry to say, the wen have, in meny instances made our officers look like bums in 
entters of military prinoiple, and anything I have ever said or written on this 
eubject, the odium has deen directed at the officer personel and not the men. 


I do not beliove there is an officer more interested in the men of our Navy than 
I am. I do not believe there are many who havo enjoyed the sssociationa and service 
with them any more than I have, and I would be the last to abhor eny undue harshness 
or unreasonable demands upon thes, But the military service in fanction ia not a 
democratic commanistic machine. Its basic principle is clase dletinction and Command 
& Obedience ie what makes it go. And unless this begins in the small things, it will 
not endure thra the dig things. The military is for war. You cannot put on & uniform 
and play soldier in wor. Severe military courtesy ie pot playing soldier. Ie is 
traiming for war. Our talk of it has contributed greatly to our deing Kicked around 
cut hers both before and after the surrender. But we will never learn. We /191/ We 
ere not a wilitary people. We laugh at Chiar and how she has been onacked 
axound the world. She just isnt by nature a military people. We nre a close second. 


Well, Mr. Provo hes been elected to go to Japan. Everybody tent happy about it 
bat as it stands now, he will go. I believe that for the geod of the many, this io 
dost, but lately - well we mst nnd will not forget Mr. Provo. 


Today there tas posted on the wall of the "L® building, a front page of the 
Manila paper which told of on International, Red Cross ehip with relief supplies 
for Auerican prisoners here in the Pacifico. Somethin: like 2200 tons. Also another 
ship under way, and more Red Cross supplies in S.A. destined for here. It seems that 
the supplies already here «sms out on the exchange ship which brought out Nomura ani 
hie gang. It all aounde «=. good & we certainly could use tha. Ill tnke a tooth 
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brush, some tooth paste and - pack of American cigarettes. No Knitted sox or sventers 
nead apnly. From this account £t vould seem that there are elso individual boxes and 
baskets for the prisoners. It all sounds very good but I've experienced so many of 
tilese promising publications and stories with nothing but erief tacked on To then 
thet 2 am afraid to baila up any ereat hope. /192/

Teports, all equally as ludicrous. 


A certain amount of “pgug" however did arrive. The Jap newspapere are admitting 
thet iiew Guinea hag been evacuated by them for strategic purposes. Also, severe] 
aval Officers arrived fm Negros, Dookwsiler, Vavis and Anderson. Davis was the 
Anyzineer officer assigned to me as a Sanitary “nginesr in my early days of Recon~ 
Riisnnce before ths var. These officers report that there are two well organized 
Guerrilla bands oprrating in Negros agninat she Japenese, and are commended by 
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Filipine Officers who escaped from Baguio. The Jeeps have a garrison force of about 
200 on Negros and can only travel abont in armored fwnka. Cebu continues to be the 
Devils Island of the whole works down South. The Jays have always resented our 
buraiiy; of Cebu before the Japs conid get in, Thuy have around 50-60 naval officers 
& enlisted men there uho are Kent jailed and cre being given reprisal treatment for 
the tarning. Prisoner treatment ia therefore narsh and jailed in dungeon like cells, 
being fed a rrtion which can only ultimite ctarvation, some of them wounded and 
receiving no attention, gives us - picture as hidequely Oriental as the days of the 
\hoxs & Saracens. /204/

The catetarding event of the dny, I think, var the Zinenclal affair. The @ld 
which the Jeeps took from us in Corresidor and turned over to Cooper, and which 
Cooper turned cover to the Japs here at Bilioid, tonight they sont us a paymaster 
& returaed avery dam dime of it to the rightful owners, bot remarking as they did 
Bo that 1% was only s0 much paper and no dam goed anyhox, which, for the tims being 
is sure as hell correct as I am lenrning, for it iz nom nogocieble in town and you 
cen only redsom it oy getting hold of somebody who is leaving here rnd cash it for 
pesos or contrct seme Chinece guild like that which was vorking thra "the hole* Inst 
week ond crying for 1t. Thess guilds went the gold to stow away, betting on our early 
‘victory and having real money when thet tims comes. Bat to vee the Gold in trade —~ 
impossible. It iz contraband. There has naturally been a lot of speculation as to 
what prompted this sudden return of the zold. We haven't heard enything abont it 
for a long tine: Practically everybody had written it off the books as Lost/207/ 


The wishful thinkers, of course, immediately jumped to the conclusion that the 
boys seo the writing on the wall end are mnking face. Hope springs eternal in the 
imman breast. These stir whackey boys have been hit with so many rumors that they 
are hanging on the ropes and groning for the referee's suspenders for support. Thay 
don't know the Jap psychology if they believe the Japs are moved by sny feeling of 
need for face making at thie time. After nll, a gang that #t411 holds all of Kast 
Asian doesn't have to make any friendly demonstrations yet. Somes have the theory that 
by dumping this go2.d back ina here they can put off paying as in accordance with 
the Geneva treaty and still Q”and us snough coin to subsist on - and yet admit ve 
can't use it. “when the Jeeps had us declaring our money recently, they only got 
about 1500 Pesos or thereabouts, reported. They werea't pleesed with that. I am 
wondering now if, after returning this Gold they nizht vet out another cuestionnaire 
for declaration and thia tine, collect it, "for deposit so you will have some monsy 
when you go home" etc. 


Vat of this refunding episode cane an instance which is so dam typical of what I 
have seen that I met record it. Une Dr. Greenman had $1200 in the "Gold Pot" and his 
money wae refunded. Ho came to me tonivht to ask what the Command would think of it 
if he loaned ont some of this money to people srount camp “at a fixed rate of Inter- 
est all business like and above board". It didn’t take long for me to tell him what 
I thou;ht about that. The Son of a Bitch! With his shipmates fighting like hell to 
eke out an existence, snd this son of a bitch talking of lending out money on Inter- 
esti An American licwnl Officer with pawn broker propensities! Typical of mich thet 
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I howe seen. I have never been cble to decide whether Greenmen is n Jew or not. 
Somehow I cant help but think he is not. A dew wouldnt be that crude /208/ with hie 
throat cuttin. And that's the Ezap we commission ae an officer and a gentleman, 
They can hove m° suit any time. 


Fer veeke ago I mentioned herring, on explosion in the air about evening rice tim 
and ambulance eirens etc. ile know nov that two Jap plones crashed in the rein aquall 
and were completely wrecked with loss of the crets. 


About a hundred prisoners arrived from Cabanatuan tonight. No dope on them ns 
yet. They looked 4n pretty good shepe as they filed by in the moonlight. Destination 
unknown to date. 


These other groups who left for Japan were thoroughly checked before leaving 
hare. They ware examined by both Japs & Amaricnn doctors, given cholera injections, 
atools examined for pernsites, ameba, etc. “hen that begins yov. can be sure they 
are Jnpan bound. 


Sept 25, 1942 Friday: owe "FORTY THIEXES® .—~ 


Ale Baba and hia Forty Thieves are back. then I got up this morning I took a 
look out of ths barred window and saw the guard changing. Our meddleazome, prying, 
“help yourself Logos" are taking up the guard todey. The word passes to batten down 
everything ~ get your razor, pene, mirror stc. out of sight. this perticuler gang 41 
a mess. Just like a bunch of dom hoodlume or a pet coon - into everything and wantir 
everything they seo.

The rainy season has apperently definitely broken. Bright sunny days ~ berntifal 
worndngs - the nights right with moonlight. The middaye are hot tat for the most 
part less humid & quite comfortable. The flys contime very bed. The Japs now offer 
two bottles of beer for every cen of flies Killed by - prisoner. ‘the practice hos 

. been in force up nt Cebanatuan whore 3 clgarettes were given per cene 


Hemark heard back at the Cooking fire today - "Seven days (without food) mkes 
one weak." No argument there. 


Nogi sent in the 6 doz XBay film as promised. They are too small for anything 
but very local stuff - and svoiled. No netting for the 0.R. yet as promised but we 
go merrily on, operating daily, and to date we have not had one O.Ro infoction. 


Another draft arrived tonight from Cabauatuan end are getting out of here at 
Bam. which means Siam lievetlle. Looke Like they juet dropped in for a rice ball. 
Dope is that they are civilians and on their way to Baguio. 

== CO PROSPERITY ~c= 

My poor, but still incidental contact with the outeide brings me the further 
story today of "Nipon Go" in the Filipines, The Yellow boys have this CU Prosperity 
Scheme worked cut to its very finest pointa. As I heave mentioned before, as their 
Conquering Army moves in, their civilian colonizing group comes right along with 
them as what they call "The Civilian Military". It inoludes interpreters, church 
heads, school tenchcrs, merchants, bankers, /210/ shipping: agents, lewyers, and 
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some just plain people. There are propoganda corps, Gestapo, and stetisticians. The 
puppet Government is so infiltrated and enmeshed with interppesion of Japanese, it 
runs like a pianola, The press is completely taken over as a Coprosperity hstitution, 


‘She latest move pou reported to me is the intermarriage act. The Japanese have 
learned that the Pilipino people are great fnaily people and hang closely according 
to blood tie. Thay can see that the one way to induce a real sympathetic attitude 
toward Japaness is to get Japanese into the famidios. lioreover, intermarriage with 
Filipino women vill spread the ever increasing popnlation of Japan whici: 1s oper 
populating Japan at a rate which is in itself a self liniting weasure. A Japanese 
estizo population on the increase here can do mich for the complete indoctrination 
of this Islend. It 1s a nsasure which insurse a Japanese conanest to some 
do-ree at lenst, of these Islands, no matter whoss hand the referee holds up when 
the lact bell rings in thie fraces. The order fs out from Tokyo for Jnpanese Uffi- 
cors & men and civilinns t9 marry Filipino women — ani plenty of them. lfy informant 
aleo telle me that the dnp Secret Police were sore as hell yesterday about having 
to return oar Americen Gold. Apparently it was by an order from “higher up*. The 
Motive is ot111 unkaown Zo us. Tais attitude wis noted in their very office, and was 
quite a different foce as shown to as here during the refanding, when the Jap Pay- 
master durin: repayment repeatedly emphasized / z1/ that the money was “so mach papez 
and would never do ug any good*. ‘hile this report came from within the Gestapo 
office itself, unable to learn what in behind the refund. 


w~= SABOTEER -u— 

Saboteer is a Spaniard and an optician in Manila and has done a big business 
for yenrs on the Eacolta. Lately, he hes been allowed to como in here and fit some 
badly needed glasces among the Generale « Colonels who were here. He was in again 
today. He is a chan ed Saboteer. Hs is not comin: back. Sabotser was among the 
Sp-nish Group tho chesred the arrival of the Jap Troops in iantla end considered 
thia conquest of ths Islanda as a Liberation from the American Concuerors of 1898. 
He went 100); Jap. However, he hrs developed 2 fear. He is not a very subdued and 
and frightened "Spick”. His fear lies in his having forgotten the vord that when 
the time seems right, the Filipinos are to open up with bolos on the unfaithful and 
the remaining enemy here. And it would seem that Saboteer now believes that day will 
really come, thet the Filipinos will not remain in Jap» hands forever. Pobrecito! 

I hope his fears are not 411 groanded ~ The Son of a Bitch. 


Just after dark tonight several of cur inmates ambled up aear the front wall and 
from there, could hear a radio playing in the big Headquarters Bldg out in front. 
KGET brondcasting could be distinguished. Snatches of news were reported - Knox 
reyated to have said our control of the Pacific could be expected in Nov. and not 
December; that our ship bailding hed mot only doubled tut redoubled our ecpectations; 
that we heve 8000 planes in Australian & 6000 planes in China; /232/ that we are 
dumpiiy, 500 tone of supplies daily by plane into China. Then they switched over to 
a Tokylo broedcapt, in Japanece. 


It im cool tonight tut I am not slcepy. And as I write this under a faint closel) 
shaded Jight in a box_ike water closet I can hear the slready turned in crowd tossin 
end pitching in their beds. Everybody is restless tonight. There is an uneasiness & 
it 4s oontagiaus. Zoo Keepers have noted 1t among their animals. An unexplainable 
reselessness, for no apperent reason, starte in a few and rune thru the entire pop- 
ulnce. I have a feeling I am not going to do well myself tonight, 


24] 
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Saturday, Sept 26, 1942: = ESCAPE ~~ 


Sooner or later I knev we would be up against an escape Job and have our troubles 
I had very ¢ood plans for a getting, away but couldnt get the necessary Gneide hook up 
to cover my absence. After a conference it wna decided that while it could be done, 
it vasn't worth the rizk to the renoining prisoners so we gave it up. But sooner or 
later I knew some body wes going bybye. A {rt head Arny private who hae been on 
warking party cetrils, took French leave during last night. The Bango count at 10 pn, 
showed him missing but nothing was reported until tiis morning. The day has naturally 
been filled with benzo counting, visite by Joep hendeuarters officers, nnd meny visite 
to the front office by medical officers as corrective measures are ordered by the 
Japa, threats of reprisal stc. 


The reprisal nensures at Cobanatunn, Davao, Ile Ilo ef wil, te to Line up e 
half dozen renaining prisoners end shooting thex. It hean’t been an ensy day and 
i'm expecting to have curtailment of what few privileges wo now have. The route of 
escapes wae easy. Anybody can get out of this place, bat one’s troubles only begin 
then. It 4s our dusiness, and to our advantage to discourage such escapes. 


To get out and get back on missions of welus and importence are one thing. 
Individual French leave at ths expense of the Camp fe net good. Thie escape ie the 
feult of the same lax systen I have cried out agninst ever since I arrived here. 
Whon our present bango system was instituted sane time age I pointed aut that since 
the Jape had turned the policing over to ne to that extent, it vas our Job to make 
@ thorough enough job of it that they would keep hends off. And since the syston 
made every ward officer responsible for hie prrticular patioats, I recommended that 
the Command isae a directive that Hedical Officers conduct their bango counts and 
Rot yelogate it To Corpsmen. I could not get Sartin to be that explicit. The order 
required only that the .0. “sign” the count, supposedly and asmined to kive been 
made. At that time, in passing the order to the Surgical Service, Iutola them, that 
the order did not direct the M.0. to make the bango, but I advised them for their 
own safety to individually/‘nd personally do it. The reluctance of some people to 
issue orders is difficult to understand. One isn'tin asking favors in this game. 
Coddam it, somebody has got to run the show ~ and I mean Bno it. Wenk, imexplicit 
directives are not directives. 


Last night was a Dad night all around. J was awake dam ner n)l night « restless, 
and eyes wids open. Everybody in the barrecks was tocsing or tnlking in their sleep. 
Sevoral would get up periodically and have a amoke. fhe draft that arrived late, had 
reveille at 3:na. The Chinese had the calley going all night and they can clitter & 
rattle & bang tin cans to more disturbance than anybody I kaow, The draft departed 
at five a.m. The Japs were in & out of here from 3:an on getting clean billie of 
health on them. It was jast a bad aight all around. 


Cleaned up serernl more biographies todny, ond worked on some Spenish compositior 
Hed Spanish Clase at night. Have just finished it. Wilson progresses rapidly. Ed 
never hao shoun an inclination to becin zgnin. Bonight ‘s hot and sultry. The moon 
4s just past fill. The mogcuitoes are hellish. Horqueto.s and the curfew drive ae to 
ay bunk each night. 
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A STORY OF WORLD ONE II. 


MANGO CHURCH 
Sept.27/42 Sunday - 


In the shade of a mango tree, in the roadway that leads to the upper 
compound, thru a line of high stone walls, we held Services this morning. 
The maimed, amputated and none too strong, sat or laid upon the narrow 
grassy strip along the wall. The rest of us stood. The Chaplain, like the 
rest of us was in loose tunic and bare feet shoved under the canvas strap 
of his wooden block “go aheads". A young officer had a violin, and with 
his maic nailed to the trunk of the MANGO TREE, he played “Ava Maria". 
His back was to us. A deep long gash marred the back of one leg und 
scars on the other one was still red with their recency. Little papaya 
trees lined the wall on the opposite side. As the Chaplain dedicated that 
spot of shade as a holy temple the bright tropical sun neared its hot noon. 


I looked down the road thru the papaya and plum trees and out to 
where the hot glaring sun acorched the zenith and then at the Chaplain theré 
under the great MANGO in the cool shade, ringed by his few gaunt, bewhiskered, 
and bedraggled listeners, and I thought of Sidney Lanier's beautiful poem, 
"Ballad of the Trees and Mester", and I remembered the scattered lines: 


"Into the woods my Master went, 
Clean forspent, clean forspent$ 
And the great green trees had a mind for him 
And the little green leaves were kind to him

Have pluered thru the day and night with the routine work, worked over some 
Spanish, knocked out scme biographies, held Spanish class tonight, did a crayon, 
pen & ink, quick note of the view from my bunk thru the open door.

foni¢ht the grapuvine got thru again. There is definitely & move and intention 
of evacuating the Red Crose, Press, civiliane and meses to the U.S. Santo Tomas 
group is expected to be back in the States by Christmas. In the meenwhile, the two 
letters 1 wrote the night before the surrender and which started out for the States 
‘without benefit of censor, never reached their destination. The messenger was in the 
plane which cracked up in landing at Nindinno. The messenger survived dat had to 
destroy the letters when captured a fow days later. I had greet hopes of those let- 
tere getting thru. They would have foreshadowed and teld enough of the real eituatior 
to have given the trath but there was algo enough excouragemens in them of sovnd 
basia to have done gocd. I also learned that attempts to contact me are fniling 
frequently. St. has wisely givena up trying es a regular thing. 


Much ranor is rampent toniyht. The Interpreter et the front gente is repated to 
have gaid that Ianile was to be declared an open city by tomorrow night. This rumor 
haé@ been im the wind in some form or other for severel days. I have been unable to 
find any besie for it, howover and it would seem that it te the outcome of the wild 
rumor that Hirohito has requested Roosevelt to keep Tokyio an open city and Roosevel' 
is supposed to have replied "Get out of Nantia®. The fact 1s, the latest report 
4s that the /217/ agreement is that the Japs are to evacuate Luzon by Nov. 17 and 
Pokyio will aot be bombed. This still has a lot of marks of the myth mill. Frankly 
i hope it 43 not tree, 
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If Japan is recuesting this, we are hurtin: them, ond bdly..Ve mst contimie. 
o lay off Zokyto means to prolong this wer for years rnd no m-tter whose flog 
remains in the field, Japaa will win in a degree vhich will permit her to still 
exist. A war of attrition will be long ond indecisive and vill not permit real & 
totel destruction of Jepan. No mtter if it does put the scvesze on us here in 
Hpemy'e heads, no mtter if it does subject us to the fire & blast of our om bombs~ 
no matter if 4t does mean prolongation of our unhappy conditions, I can never hope 
or wish for - var of attrition. Give em hell! Destroy them! Bomb every dam evidence 
of Japan & Japanese from the face of the globe. To keep wild animals in zoos and 
crazy people in asylums, and allow Nipon to run leose marks us with a lack of breins 
that almoxt evidences ug as worthy of no mre than I advocate for the yellow boys 
vho wave the red msat hall. 


Hajaiag again tonight. Begen about diwidewn. Lecks like an ell nignt job. 
Sapt. 28/42 Mondry: 


It has been raining for the past 24 hrs aud growing cold. Looks like a Typhoon 
sare as hell. The wind is already up and increasing with every gust. The rule sesns 
to follew here in regard to f:phoone as it does in the Vest Indies in relation to 
their burricanes, that the vorst ones cone "out of season". ‘ie are pretty well along 
now to expect a 'yphoon but there is a well remembered /218/ tradition out here that 
the worst typhoons of recent memory came in December.

After several daya of dam short rations the Jeeps sent in some sheep cercasses 
and tonight ve had mtton soup. Fortunately I like mtton, and having not eaten meh 
lately I went for the soup in » big way. There was res] mtton flavor to it and 
apperently this vas some captured stuff which had been doled out to us. I understand 
there is enough of 1t to give mtton soup for several days. It will probably be a 
hittlLe ermay by thet time. 


Tonight a contingent of 100 arrived from MDonnel. They are on their way south 
to Davao where they are to be put to work on the plantations and clearing away the 
jungle for saw mills etc. Another mass murder project probably. Itach malaria in that 
area. Shades of dayr ~ the Tripolitan Pirates, days of the Moslems and Turks, when 
our aenmem died & ro -n in Oriensnl prisons! The white man is sure as hell serving 
in bondage to the Yel.ow boys today.

I interviewed some of thie gene. Some hove buen up in North lazon on vorking/21.9/ 
parties. The death rate has been high on those details. The Guerrilins are still 
active in the North, led by Col. Cuahan or Cushing. The Japs are holed-in up there 
and loging plenty. Dra. Raider & Usborne arrived also from Wonnel. Talking with then 
reveals the figures of at least 25,000 Filipinos hnve died up there since the sur 
render, and 1500 Americans.

One can not properly appraise the Japanese attitude toward the Geneva Treaty. 
They have worked our American prisoners in handling em-unition and repairing air 
fields. They have given reprisal punishments. They have treated the Medical Forces 
with a severity even greeter in many instances than dished out to combat prisoners. 
They have looted us of personal property, held us incomminicado, subjected us to 
indignities nnd have not observed our coineidentel rank. Any officer is subject to 
a Jap private's least whim. The first day of the surrender I was put to work hauling 
Machine guns mp the mountain side to load them in trucks. We have eaten garbage and 
been kept on a ration insufficient to sustein life and have only survived because 
we have had a little money and have been able to surreptitiously buy some extras 
out side.

Sept 29/42 Tuesday:

Gear and loose stuff about 
the prison yerd has been Knocked ebout a bit. Noise is the worst part of it. The 
rattle, bang and constant din in this sloutern shambles of a barracks building mekes 
converantion, slesp or routine activity impossible. Too many loose moving parts to 
boom end bang. It is oulte cold ane of course raw and wet. 


Think I mey have mentioned that rfter saverel deys of dam slim rations they 
brought in about 17 ghesap caresses al} frover, and we had some mitton soup that was 
really goed, in spits of the garbree they put fn it. Vell, I knew dam weil there 
met bo 4 jokex in it somewhere. That was to lact the camp three days. Today, when 
the other carcaazsea unfroze ~ all rotten.

The detrils of the recent executions up there are to the effect that two Arny 
G@olonels and Gilbert, the Navy supply officer vho use to be at Mariveles meade an 
escapes attempt, were crught, and shot after several deys of torture and beating. 
Execution was in a prominent place where all might see. The Jape have now establishes 
& routine at Cabanatuan by dividing prisoners into groups of 10. If one escapes from 
that group, the other 9 are executed. Americans are placed as sentinels about the 
compound and made to act as guards against their own people. In the meanwhile, three 
fneigne who recently escaped hove turned themaslvee in. /229/ 


The outcome of the palaver at the front office today over Mange methods resulted 
in & hodge podge bawled up compromise. Tomorrow morning, however, the Japs are to 
make 4 6: am dango with all of us confined to our quarters at that time.

Raining$ Hard. Looks as tho it has been rnining most of the night. Out of my sky 
heavy with stars.

Usually /235/ dressing consists of putting my legs thru a pair of 
short regred shorte, stepping on my “go akeads" and there I am. Today, however, into

fartin & Joses and the Chiefs of Services nll filed up to the front to meet the 
Cap guests ~ Nogi & a 2od Lt. from Miramoto's staff. Ye procesded to the Burial plot 
in the upper compound vhere a}l those who were adle had been drawn up in columms on 
the four sides of the plot. Chan. Cummings opened the Service, Chap. Wilcox rendered 
the prayera for ths dead while everyone stood uncovered. It vegan to rein herd about 
that time, but slacked off as the Services progressed. Two large floral wreathes hed 
been sent in by the Japanese. One was marked as given by Gen. Miramoto éa his staff, 
the other by the Officers & men of ths Prison. Nogi & the 2nd Iieut. oach placed a 
wreath upon a grave. Later in the morning, 4 bag of candy, cakea & bananas were dis- 
tributed among the patients. Nogi called it "a festival". The little gay really 
means well. 


Did Spanieh nll day mostly. Warren came back for class ajjain tonight. Did sone 
biography and thus got thru the day. 


Tuesdey. Sept 6/42: [Pctober} 


Felt alugrish & giddy tile wsmoian: Govlda't get going. Did nothing all morning 
excep? Toutine rounds. This afternoon Nogi sent for ms. After a parley in the front 
office 1t was decided that I was to go with him to the Port Area ani examine a pris- 
oner whom he hndek sven but couldn't decide vhether he had appendicitis or not. We 
prodeedad by caromnta to the port arsa. As we traveled thru the streots I turned the 
conversation into chunnels I knew interested him — Postry flowors bucks atc. All the 
while I was observing, the town and it's people. I was given o Knowing look and word 
here & there, tat on the whole there is every evidence that the Japs have rapidly 
indoctrinated the plice. The natives are going about their every day life in a very 
easy manner, they art all well nourished and clenn & well dressed. Thtre nre the 
usual reoreational / business activigies. The Streets have been renaand in Jnpanese. 
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Japanese symbols are everywhere. Streecnrs are labeled in Japansse,memia ond street 
notices, traffic signs, #11 are in Japanese. On the green svard outside the walled 
city I saw several hundred native school boys being drilled in the goose step etc. 

& they drilled bemntifplly. They were neatly uniformed in short Khaki, end beantifol. 
ly graded in size, ond they worked with a smooth precision thet was beautiful To see 
Mat - they liked it. It 4s the Youth movement of the Totilatarian nrtions. They have 
lost no time and theses Islands — Entire Enst Asia is Jopanese no matter how the war 
goes. They cant lose for winning. 


After the Port Area job was over Nogi took me for a walk alon: the luneta & the 
asa, Several ships in the harbor. Also a couple destroyers & a cruiser. Nogi men- 
tiound /237/ the short;e of gasoline in Haniln. Pointed out a couple small ships 
which ko cnllod “"gascline ehips". They get their gas from Java, bat as he mentioned 
ence before, there aren't enough shipe to bring it in. There weren't many motor 
vehicles in ervidencs. A few Gsnernls’ cars, 2 few trucks, and I sav one tus in actio: 


She Port Ares is completely littered & every inch of space covered with pris- 
oner drafts from Cabanatuan on their way To Japan. A misernble lot. Diarrhea, 
Dysentary, Malaria, Beri Beri seurvy Pellegra. A horrible mess of human wreckage. 
Several passed measages To me from White at Cabanstuan. He was the only one I hadnt 
heard of since he went up there. He is meking ont very well to date.

Nogi took mo to dinner ct a eitie wes off the luneta. Soup, bread,hot dog, 
geuerkraut, roast pork, yoms, apple fatter. Ice cream. Ice tea. I didn't enjoy it. 
It stuck in my throat. After the Port Area with its misery & desolate picture of 
euffering & dereliction, starved denied victins, how in hell could I eat? I vae 
hungry ~ Yea, I've been really Iangry for ao long I dont know when Ive felt gastro- 
nomically happy but the dest food in the world wouldn't taste good to me under some 
circumatances. /238/ 


It was dark vhen ve case out of the Bestemrant ani had begun to rein. A Dismal 
night. Nogi had to harry back To the pier as “many prisoners had come in“. (They 
were from Mindinac & the South.) He sent me back to Bilibid by Caromata accompanied 
by a Jap soldier. As we drove thru the night I noted that the Dance halls & night 
epots sti1) operated to some degree & the movie houses were open but didn't seem to 
be doing a big business. There were no American pictares advertised that I saw. Big 
Noon signs were not in use. Arrived here about 8 oclock. 


Some mail by way of Geneva & the Sorta Red Cross arrived todry. Ferguson 
had a letter, dated May 3. From the matl received we gleaned a little thru the 
Cengorship. Apparontiy things locked much brightsr after the let 6 mos. of war in 
the States. Also, we were apparently reported as “aliasing in action, probably in the 
hands of the enemy." We are all Roping that has besn clarified since then and we hav 
been definitely reported as captured.

Hopes in camp revive again among the boys. Such rumors as the General calling 
off ell house fixing up and the report by a few Chinese that the Generale are leaving 
the Islands and leaflets being dropped over Cavite telling them to clear out, all 
help To boost the boys again. Again they have started upward on a climb for another 
hellish let down. 


New Cases from Cabanatuan, a malignant Knee and a spine~injury at site of an old 
TB gybas. Another traumatic Knee from Bataan. Clinical activity seens to Keep up. 
Operating regularly again as the weather permits. /241/ Spoenish class toni¢ht. 


Friday Nov. 93 [October] 


The whole dam compound stinks. A few days ago they hauled in about 3 con of smal} 
smoked fish. Extra pots were set up and the whole galley force turned To frying up 
fieh by the hundreds to feed the prisoners passing thru the Port Area on wey to Japar 
The ground, the entire compound is infiltrated with the fetid odor of too old fish. 
It aint Attar of Roses. It aint frankincense & myrrh & sweet spice & perfume of the 
Orient you rend about. 


Busy with routine practically all the morning. Worked on the Biographies rni haw 
done no Spanish whatsoever. Must give it hell tomorrow. Late thie evening we were 
aaked for e list of well & recovered patients able to go to Japan. In the meanwhile 
one of the Jeep Guards was tolling the boys tonight in the "L" building that by 
Christmas every body be in Japan. He may be right. We ara not out of the mess yet by 
a hell of a sight and I wouldn't be surprised to ex up in Japan defore the yoar is 
out. However, there is the possibility that we will be the last to go. Time is an 
element to be reckoned with. /242/ 


Thene ships goin; up to Japan with prisoners ere not cartell-ed. One of them one 
of these days is going To get a torpedo right thru her midriff. It ie rumored that a 
ship bearing 1000 British Prisoners from Singapore bound for Japan was sunk. Sorry 
business. 
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~~ NOGI'S HOSPITALITY -.— 

Adout 6 pm, Sartin, Josea, Clyde Welch & I were invited up To the Big front 
Building To have chow vith Nogi. The layout wasnt anything To write home about. A 
piece of dead caribso about the size of a half dollar ~ a dirty hard camote ond some 
broth and a tea thot tasted like medicine. Nogi had brought in some cream puffs and 
we ate them in our hands - soushed all over = much noise inwaling them. However, the 
boy was doing his best. We sat arcund and talked and after while he says “I've om-" 
ered another dinner", In comes five stenk dinners. The steak may have been thin & 
hard but 1¢ was not rotten and it was meat. The potatoes, tomatoes and spaghetti were 
good. It was O.K. Hore talk & then a glass of hot sweet canned milk. We learned later 
he had sent out a boy with 6 pesos To get the chow. That is a big wallop out of his 
very limited pay. Hard to make out this guy. He mentioned during the evening ho was 
glad we could sit & talk. He enjoyed it. Well, we talked of dam near everything. /743/ 
"Do you hunt in Japan?” "Do yon grow apples? Corn? Grnpest etc." “here in Japan 
fie it cold? vhere hot?" Then wo talked of the Jap language & the three ssts of 
characters. There wes mention of Tolatoy, Ibsen, Ghorii and Cari Marx. He has read 
them all. 


Left about *:30 pnd cams on back here To the barracks. I dont Know whether I like 
to go up there or not. Ve are given the uee of a big room up there in the big front 
building for a medical library. Couple of tables in there & some chairs. Good light. 
Ought to be O.K. For staff officers. 


We are sending Belinky & 2 corpsmen to Sen Fernando tomorrow to bring in some 
patients. San Fernando is so located that the cases can be coming from anywhere, 
Bstaan, up North lason way, or Camp OPonnel or Cabanatuan. They should arrive here 
tomorrow night. Nogi tells us there are 1000 cases of Pellagra at Cabanatuan now. 
They are closing Camp #3 and moving everybody to Cemp fl. Anothetmove under way is 
5 Doctors and 10 Corpemen To Davao. Hogi /244/ has atated that if “Donnel closes in 
time he will take the Personnel from there. Otherwise they will go from i::re. There 
is an uncertainty in the general set up every where in the Islands at present. 
Anything may happen. Anyone may go anywhere. 


Veird sounde in the big bailding up front tonight - baby crying ~ (the missionary 
and his family still thore). A Japanese singing - (there ie nothing more eerie & dole 
ful and sadistic. The singer really suffers. So docs everybody else. Hence - great 
artists). Haining again tonight. Looks like this rainy seanon got started & 
couldnt stop. 


Sundey, October 11/42: 


Activity continues. Prisoners moving in from Cabsnatuan & the zouth - Japan bound 
Our well patients rre aleo listed for Japan = no$ Cabanntuan. Life otherwiee continue 
as before here in Bilibid. Language etudy and uy writing for amusement, a little bell 
tossing for exercise, Gaily clinical work which has increased lately by casos from 
the Camps in the Provinces. Amputated a sarcomatous Knee today. Trying to get irrad- 
Jation /245/ therapy at Phil. Gen. 


Still have my oconsional fight with the Command hare. The usual reason. I just 
can't adjust to vasollntion, indecision and Cater to appearances. I have been winnin: 
more lately, however. At least I nm running wy own department and not having any 
outside interference. 
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Have recently declared uyself in rerard to Corpeman examinations, A ridiculous 
proceedure but since they are set on doing it I am insisting on one of the officers 
who came over here with my outfit, being on the board. There has been too mech dis. 
criminatory remarka in the personel officer against our men to insure them fair 
treatment otherwise. If it is not done they will surely hear from me sure as hell. 
T have indicated Vade as the officer I want to serve on the Board. 


Copies of the Manila Paper in today are filled with intensive pro jab propogandn. 
Tf it were all true we night as well fold up. Fortunately I can still seo mich evi~ 
dence of the news as a bit stretched. The Interpreter from headquartera in Todey 
and talking about forme for our mailing to the States. looks as tho we may be able 
to get ont one of theee censored card arrangements somo time this month. Rain! 
Rain! Raint Today I read "Ths Merchant of Venice. (246/

Tough day. Rained mich of the time. Did get a little work out with the base ball 
late today. Mach underground stuff. Again the place suffers because of sincere & 
sweet intent of friends on the outside. One old lady whe had been successfully get- 
ting in food for indigent patienta cluneily fumbles the ball when she oversteps her 
potentialities and cuts our throat by being caught in a lie by the Japanese head- 
quarters. She ms attempting to get us in money. Probably ends her good work. If only 
these people wouldat try to do a profeasional job of g-Z. I have a professional agent 
in contact with her whom she could have entrusted this job To. They mean well, mt 
one by ons they mess up the detail. "BY" completely washed up for the same reason. 

Not oven permitted to talk to Americans. Ths old old etory. Sc few people are willing 
to work behind the scenes. Still another crack up in a system which was serving us 
well. Catholic sisters have been allowed /247/ to send in small boxes of medicine. 
They were refused today. Couldnt do. In the box today, (which wis not even searched 
by the Japs) they had placed 5000 pssos. Clumsily done. 5th column stuff - counter 
espionage in their own ranks. I have protetted for a long time we should have no 
connection thers. StH reported long ago how closely watched & suspected the munneries 
are. Contact is practically nil at present. The lines have been tightened to vbere we 
are completely isolated « for the prasent. It has been progressively 
worse for the last 3 weoks. More incommnicado status today thon ever before. 


The egress to Japan continues. Prisoners pour in from the North on route and our 
“well” patients (thoce able to creep & crawl) are listed for tomorrow's sniling. 
Speculation still continnes as to whether we move that way. The probability is there 
but I still think we will be the last Yo go and in the meanwhile time makes tactical 
changes in the situation & we may mias it. Word filtered in from the front office 
that those uho would leave here would be out by the 28th How = as the Japp expected 
to be able to Keep the China Saa ares open that long. There may be something to Abs 
Frankly I expect the to have the Chine Sea route open 4 hell of a lot longer th a 
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woe HUSPITAL CORPS EXAMS --- 

Intense fight on my hands today and again I am in the dog house. The discrimina~ 
tory romarke made by the Personel Officer against our men from the "fighting corpo" 
who come in with me led me to demand ome of our own officers to serve on any promotio) 
board they held. The question of recommending certain Corpamen for right to take 
exans still rests with the commend here and there are several cf my group not in 
personal favor /248/ of ths Persone] Officer and Af left To him would not be recom. 
mended. Today in a heated argument I have served notice that those men who cae here 
with ms, and who are eligible in their Burean requirements ars to take that oxam or 
Ill raise hell. They cant get back of the facts thet our men have quarterly marks 
legally given which qualify them. And moreover, except in one instance, every van I 
have with me has proven himself a fighting man who can “Take 1%" and they are to have 
the opportunity of taking the exam or J11 sure as hell Kick up eough stink to meke 
this outfit look like thirty Cents if & when we survive. 


I Knew dom well Id have euch crap To handle & contend with when wo returned "to 
the fold". Mat if that'a the «ay they went to mske it, I11 fight it out with them 
"4¢ &% tekeos ol? winter". Rainy like hell tonight. 


Saturday. Oct 17, 1942: o~u THE FLAIR -.- 


Some five days or thereabouts havo passed since last entering e note herein. 
Paper is ecarce ani incrensingly difficult to get, no departure of note frou the 
routine of prigon life, and hence = no notes. Bach norning, up befcre daybreak, and 
as down breake, the first orimson streaks of light reveal the round rad ball in the 
center of tho white field, the flag of Japan, standing oat against the castern sky. 

I have never raticed flags much hefore. I have come to learn their importance, and 

the great value of their synbolienm in the life of a people. It is some [249/ thing 

tangible you can offer the people, the masses, to rever and respect, when they fumble 

such abstract things as "ideals" and “yayes of life" and "national character® & 

ona a We can begin beating cur way back to a strong nationalism by amphaoizing 
@ Flag. 


Practically no contact whatsoever with the outside except the propoganda news 
papers they send in. (,ildieh in their overplay, but reoking “th the achievenente 
of Japan. Maj. H ton arrived here from Cabanatuan on some temporary mission. 
Looke pretty good. Rice fat, however, ond bne his head practically shaved. Quite a 
change in hie undershirt and dirty Khaki pants from the "Out of the bandbox Houghton 
I firet wet on Corregidor. The last draft for Japan left several days ago, taking 
Harrington and the other Naval Officers who cane up from down south. 

awe PROSPECTS eau . 

Yasterday I sat recapitulating, and watching the prieoners and camp life pase by. 
The hard sclid facts ere these: Had we been obliged to subsist only on what the Japa 
have given us, there isn't a one of us who would de able to carry on end work today, 
many of us would already be six feet under, and those still surviving at the moment 
would have beon so irreparubdly daveged that the expectancy of life or return to 
health would be very low. And when you consider that out of about 60,000 prisoners 
25 = 26,000 have died at O Domnell, 1500 or more at Cabenntvuan, some 1500 more still 
on. the sick list nt Cabanatuan, some 70 ot 60 having died here, the figures dont give 
us mich chance. The death rate at Cabanatnan in still 10 - 15 daily. Hew dysentery 
cases continue. There is * - -quate water. And I well reaember /250/ the horrible 
physical atate of the drat — raw in the port area, and at that time estimated that 
at lesat 25% would dle bef: - chey could ever expect to reach the States. Mase murder 
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by starvation and dnimman consideration of prisoners. Wreathes for the dead and 
ingratiating detonstrations can never cover up nor lassen the horror of the unfortu 
ate experience of being the captive of a degenerate, ignorant, Oriental people. 


I still contime with my writing and language work to pat in the days & nichte 
that cone ond go. 

-~- FIELD DAY ~— 

Tried to convince Sartin that reguiar weekly inspections by him would help a 
lot toward cleaning up this joint. He just couldnt sse how he could do it. He talke 
it over with this one aad thnt one as usval. Howaver, he left it to the Chiefs of 
Services to hold their weakly inspections. The regult is interesting. Thurs. was 
field day on the Surgical Sorvico and yeaterday I went thru on inspection. My dod, 
what an improvemsnt? Not only were the gear, tuildings ond heads clean, but the 
pationts looked dscent & cleen, and the Corpemen neat and respectable locking. Apd 
they were as proud of their place as I was. The whole morale tms better. This morni 
I hear that the other departments are working into line and "anxious" now, to have 
Yield day. The lasy, indolent, passive bastards ought To be. I have invited Sartin 
to go around with us next Fri. The thing I am working up to is to get sufficient 
attention to the galley and outside sanitation. Much can be done to lessen our has- 
ardous aud uncomfortable conditions. There is still too mich left to “what the cro 
wants te do*. 


Nogi hasn't been near us for a week. /251/ Nogi wae to let us know when ve cou! 
return our knee sarconn to Manila for irradiation. When I had my argument with Sar‘ 
@ week ago about inmediate operation on that case I foreshadowed such a delay or 
Reyer hearing. The case 1411 die anyhag. 


Sunday Oct 13/42: 


They sent in a dog osroage for # meat ration. Consequently we ate burnt rice. 
Someday we will read a lot of imposing figures submitted by the Hipponese to show 
what a liberal protein allowance we received. “hen it is Known, however that most 
of it is made up of unedible stinking fish the size of a minnow, caribao you cent 
get under your nose when you use the paltry pieces to mike soup, dead lamb in spar 
ants, never enough to do more than make some grease in the waterlily soap, and now 
dog. Long pig comes next I guess. 


Incidentally, I paszed ont my last peso todey. I'11 gird up the old trou and ¢ 
back to prison fare only. I have picked up considernbly however, and am in fair et 
end I can last until scmething turne up - and something will. Heve subsisted main} 
on péemts and bananas the last week any how. 


Soft warm night and a bright moon last night. Thore was a warm heaviness in tl 
@ir that I have loved rnd long for in old Tidewater. Here, it is hellish and 
miserable. The rains slack off. Showers at night or scattered during the day. 
Otherwise, very hot and no breeze. A miserable dam climte if there ever we one. 

a~- ARMY MEDICS —~ 

Nogi renppeared today. A draft of HO's and 15 hospital corpemen are to go to 
Davao. Nogi is for Keeping this Navy Unit intact and using the Army group who are 
here tut doing absolutely nothing. Breslin, the senlor Army Medico here, when ask 
about going dow, polled out of /252/ it fast. He was quite anxious to make out a 
list of Army available, and whom he would recommend, but as for himself = he tell) 
Nogi he warts to stay. We have Navy volunteers for the detail but you will never ; 
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an Arny volunteer out of that feng. Five medicos, 15 corpsmen end 2 D.0.'S are to: 
go down there and set up a hospital. This Army crow. ought to be glad for a chence 
to do something. Duckvorth talked himself out of Davao too. He is now 4n Cabanatuan, 
I mentioned long ago that he would bear watching. Word comes to me that he stil] hap 
his eye on this place. I still believe him a monace to our integrity here. 


Nogi nleo reports that I can send my sarcoma case to Phil. Gen. tomorrow for 
irradiation. Had I waited all this time before ampatating I certainly would have fel! 
guilty of malpractice. I will never forget how I hai to argue with Sartin over this 
Job. J am still in the doghouse for the wy I jumped at him and said my say on that 
daya 


Saturday Oct. 24/42: o-- ARMY MEDICS —~ 


Nearly a week since I have made an entry, It has been an uneasy week. It all 
began with the Japanese asking for a medical detail to go to Davac. Sartin & Hogi in 
conference had decided that this was a splendid opportunity for the Army Medical 
Officers and corpsmen who sre hanging on here doing nothing /253/ since July 2nd, to 
step out and really do something. As a result, adetail of 4 med officere and 15 
corpsmen wsre designated. Maj. Breslin, the senior Army Medico made the designations 
but carefully excluded himself. Breslin isn't worth a Goddan & nover has been. Ive 
Known him from Corregidor & Bataan days & he is a completen loss anyway you look at 
hin. In the meanvhile, the Army growls like hell about going South on such a detail. 
Navy personel were volunteering for the job but, as Sartin had pointed out to Nogi, 
Army & Navy personel wouldn't mix well on such a detail and as a result the volun- 
teers were refused. The attitude of the Army on such matters as these is hard to 
understand. As a group they just Haven't been officers, gentlemen, soldiers nor: 
Goctors. I look back to days before the surrender and recall how every dam one of 
their medical stations were deserted and our forces remained to the last with our 
troops. After the surrender, when the Army morale broke, our forces carried on in 
their hospital in all Key positions and /254/ ana carried the load. And now, at this 
late date, with a splendid opportunity to go south to Davao and open up a hospital 
end really do come food, they welsh and consider thenselves martyrs and discriminat a 
against, Just a bunch of goddam nogood politicians. 


Well, by sundry underground means, several members of the Arny got the ear of 
on ex-Arny private, (half Jap) now acting as interpreter at the front office. Thet 
night, Yakashisi, the Interpreter and the four eyed Sgt up front, sent for Sartin 
and told him to substitute Navy nanes for several of the Arny names he hat mnrked. 
Sartin refused on the grounds that Hogi had said that was not to be. In the mean~ 
while Nogi hed gone cut of town for several days. The Japs were mad as hell and 
immediately there were threats afoot for the removal of Sartin and wending him out 
to some field detail and roplacing him by an Army Colonel from our Patient List. 


We heard of this and went into / 255/ a bnddle. What we really didn't Know was 
whether the front office boys really hai enough power to sewing such a thing. Moreove! 
would Nogi back up Sartin or his own crew? And moreover we didn’t really know how 
mach lost word mtbority Nogi really had concerning these details. Reprisals for our 
attitude vae plainly to be expsoted, probably in wholesale breaking up of our fairly 
tight orcenization here. It began to look as tho' all the good will we hed worked up 
in the prat months had been wrecked in a minute by a lousy no account Jap mestiszo, 
Prompted by a ratty Army outfit. 
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The following morning, the Japs sent back the list nnd hed substituted two Navy 
names for two army names and hai been backed ty headquarters. Old “Four-eyes" had 
beat it down to headouarters early in the morning. Our G-2 let ue hear of this as 
soon as he arrived there. In the meanwhile, the Japs would have no conversation with 
us at all. lfe eleoted to do nothing but just wait — and hope ~ that Nogt would show 
ap before the detail was supposed to leave. 


The following day Nogi arrived. After going over the details, Nogi backed up 
Sartin completely and /256/ little by little there has been a erafiual lessening of 
the tension. But in the meanwhile, the food issue hes settled down to nothing but 
dry rice. 


There is an old Lady in Manila who should be honored by our Government someday 
for her unceasing efforts to help our American prisoners. And altho she fumbles the 
ball considerably at times, her persistent sincere whole hearted efforte are worthy 
of eternal nemory. She has sent in baskets of papaya, clothes, toilet articles, and 
the past week sent in about 80 lbs of Caribao soup bones. It filled a big need. 


The Jap program for intensified teolation of Americans continues. In spite of 
the isolation campaign we have bean able to get a little money ssmggled thru to ue 
and it has greatly relieved the situation. I heve always before me the evident fact 
that not one of us could have survived and maintained our present degree of health 
had we been obliged to subsist on what the Jape have issued us. Our subrosa efforts 
to exist have alone /257/ allowed us to continue actirity. 

--~ POW MORTALITY ~~ 

In the meanvhile, during the past week, I have managed to coquire data end facts 
from the outlying provinces which confirm our previous reporta.,ie cae conservatively 
estimate our American prisoner dead since the surrender at@a au ben 2» adout 26,000 
Philipinos, which mosns over 50% of prisoners taken by Japanese have died in prison 
camps. There are still 12-1500 patients at Odonnell, and at Cabanatuen they are stil} 
dying at the rate of about 300 a month and new cases of dysentery are contiming to 
appear. At the present rate, if the prison life contimes for another 6 mos, we will 
be fortunate to have a 85% or ¢ survival. Maca mrder. These conditions could be 
remedied. 

In the meanvhile, good reports of our Navy H.0.s8 & dental officers continue to 
coms to me. There in Also some rumor to the effect that several of them are to de 
sent here tous. Wo have done all we could to get them with us. 


The Camp has boosted its /258/ morale considerably in the last week with gobs of 
rumore that run everywhere from our having taken all the Islands to the couth (for 
the 9th coneecutive time) to great sen victories and daily bombing of Japan, and 
everybody 1s on the crest of the wave again. 0K. while it lasts. They are about due 
for another let down however. And so Goes the cycle from week to week. Hope springs 
eternal in the bumen breast. They are children, not soldiers. Romanticists, not 
Fealists. Escape Artists! Mentally. 


A new recipe mekes its appearance. A nsw coffee substitute. Made from Banata 
ekina. You bake the akins very dry and then crusble tham into the water and boil. 
It ia hot, dark, sweetish, not ded to taste, but not coffee & no kick. Our old stand- 
by - mongo beans, now sell in town for P50 per sack. Boyond our power to buy. A few 
centavos use to buy enough for several meals. Bananna, peanuts and rice are now our 
etaples. The rice they give us. The Peamts and bananas we bay. 
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-+~ “NIPPON GO* .~.. 

Copies of the Mantle paper come /259/ in to us at times, particularly when thetz 
propaganda is going good. Notice a long list of namee tried for various offenses suc 
ae "Listening to foreign propoganda", “uttering or disseminating foreign propoganda’ 
“falling to ealute a sentry” etc. Punishments ran the gamt cf beheadings, hangings, 
shootings, long terme of imprisonmont etc. This coprosperity sphere is serious. This 
“Nippon Go" ig in earnest ~ in their om way'e 


The Raina continue. Probably another month before it will really dry up. It has 
been a long drab vet season. Next year ~ may be different. Maybe. Contime vith oy 
@anish each day. And my biographies are.now approaching the Inet few. 


Have hed several more sessions with Sartin about promotions of hoepital Corpsmen 
T yemain adamant thet a medicnl officer who wns with me in the field be on the Board 
and that every corpsman I recommend be allowed to take the exan. Yestorday the Board 
was announced. Wade, my nominee was placed on the Board. I understand that all of ny 
Corpamen I offer as qualified are to be allowed to take it. Now it is entirely up to 
them. “he whole proposition is a farce and illegal and I would prefer thet it vould 
not be held. I can understand the argument for it, tut it den't vorth a dam. By the 
same argument two or three /260/ or more officers should be promoted. Ko one would 
think of doing that. 


Partios have shoved off for Japan, Mindinao, Fort UcKinly, Port Area otc. Looks 
aa tho the Japs mean to pat Americons in every location that could be a military . 
objective and sabject to bombing. Reporte from the Port Area tell me of troops and 
war materials trateling in ships marked as hospital ships. A very neat violation of 
& treaty msant for a boon to mmmonity. Soon we will hear Sikiguchi raising hell agai 
about our sinking of hospital ships. 


Within a few daye if all works out well, we should recoive thru our subrosa “hol 
in the well" quite a sam of monsy in pesos. I have been appointed to hendle this fan 
when it arrives and to see that it is applied where most needed. It is a consideradl 
sam and should amount to around P5000. 

~~ QUININE ~~. 

Pete Kemp, Lt Col (M.A.C.) passed thru here yesterday.He was taken from Corregia 
long before we wore and has been working in the Jap Med. Supply Dept., boxing up the 
Collections etc. He left today theoretically for Cabanatuan. Tells /z61/ us the Japs 
have very Little quinine and none is coming in. Quinine ie selling in town for 40 
centavos a capmile. It just wont do to have Malaria.‘ Not only Quinine, but pething i 
being brought in except rice from down south, probably Saigon, French Indo China. 
Everything else is being taken out. . 


Latest information is that they are clearing out ODennell completely and farming 
out the sick to the Provincial Hospitale. The Cabanatuan group is to reduced to 6000 
Prisoners. The excess go down south or to Japan. Despite all rumors to the con- 
trary, tho Japs still have ths China Sea lanes wide open. 


Going over the record of one of my men yesterday I questioned him a while and 
finelly osked him his home state. Comes fromVirginin, Norfolk, & Frincoss Anne 
County*."Where in Princess Anne”, I nskei him. “London Bridge", sez he! No more work 
on that case yesterday. Just ent for an hour living in the past. Sunsets with a lone

Oct. 26/42 londay: --- WADA —~ 


Rain as usual. Went up to the front building today where we have fitted mp a 
wort of reading room. The few medical books we have managed to salvage nre there, 
and the Japs have brought in some old magazines and bocke of various Kinds. Naturally 
a little propoganda is to be found there. For some reason they have sent in 8 deaati- 
ful volume on Japanese art. Bound in a beautifully processed silk and the paper is 
& haid made process fiber very beautiful indeed. It is a large volune of prints and 
a vigorous discussion of Japanese Art and its development thru the periods. I read 
4 while. Vada qr), the talkative little Interpreter who speake English so well came 
4a and was seeking informetion as to the relative renks « rates of Army and Nevy in 
relation to the coming "pay". 4s usual he vas all wound up and talking a dlue streak, 
geeticulating and finger talking and griuning. It seems that we will get a Small sun 
as oash in hand, the rest to be deposited with the Paymaster and from which is to be 
deducted money for our "Food".

Wada tells us American Prieoners 
fore better in Japan. Japanese very kind. Civilian Americans interned in Japan at 
opening of war were taken to very best let rate hotels. Says he hes a brother in law 
4n the Aleutians now. (Yest) Still expects we will be allowed to send censored mailing 
card by end of month. The little guy certainly fe o propoganda saturated boy. Balievea 
4% all, too. Whether we like to admit it or not Shinto-1em io a tough line to back. 


Another uneasy few hours today. All incigent to bungling amateurieh activitios 
again. Have been sending our patient with sarcoma out to Phil. Heneral for irradiation 
Hive nllowed Ritter to go down with him on the last three occaselons. Bd is such a 
naive guy. I had talked with Sartin after he returned last time and evegested woe bring 
that detail back To cur ow Command Group & send Ceoil. Well, today on their return, 
they searched the Patient nnd found two notes containing money /265/ for two Arny 
medicos. Ritter had to Know about 1t because on questioning he himself told me an 
orderly at the hospital had given them to the patient. He could have stopped that. 
Jap Gaatapo and counter esplonage notified the office here To intercept them. That it 
emanated from that end ani net from the guard who accompanied them ie evidenced in 
the fact that Nogi was aleo aware of 1% and arrived here hardly ten minutes later an& 
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berpan hie investigation of the matter. Our people mat learn to do such things thru 
a properly consitated system. We have tried to deter them from trying individual 
activities which onan only result disastroualy for us all. Nogi helped us ont in thi 
inetance but if ve contime to let occurrences like this upset Nogis confidence in 
our good intentions to play ball with him we are going to lose our one friend in the 
enengy Camp.

Now regine took over today. Jap soldiers relieved as gnar’s and this bunch of 
young armed Civilion quards that went theu here several months ago have taken over. 
Bat I think they tsve left the Army Sct. in charge of them. When they went thra here 
several months ago they were raw higi: achool Kide and were iesued American Kafield 
Rifles, /266/ Americen cartridge belts, Anericnn Ammnition etc. They Have been unde 
sons intoneive training at ODonnell. They arrive back here looking fitter and more 
likes solctexs but plainly not the physically bent of Jap troops such as they use in 
estbat units. It is their citizen army tut understand that they have no arny status 
what gesver, 1 supposa now we vill have to go thru a psriod of getting use To this 
new garg. 1¢ always happens. 


Three madical officera are to be sent To Japan next month. Sartin hes been in» 
atructed to select tha proper ones. Have been expecting this cll along. 


Reports from the Port frwe tell me that 4 large ships heavily loaded left for 
Davao yesterday. Only one ehip left in the Area end it is loading with American 75%9 
and ammmition, anti-alrereft etuff - for Dawao. 


The Japanese now have American prisoners at every probable military objective on 
lazon. The Japaness themselves nox report that our Americans in Japan are "working 
in the factories and are well cared for and happy in private homes*. A very exaellen 
way of advertizing the fact that we will be bombing our own Americans wherever we 
bomb.

Tussday, October 27/42: 


Navy Day. Supposed to be big doinge in the States today. 200 ships to come off 
the ways today. Lot of flag waving and all thet. Must be great stuff. Here in Bilibi. 
life goes on with about the same morbid outlook, the same monotony, and the old red 
meat ball, the rieing sun of Japan, still flies above the gray prison walls. 


Last night, threa hundred & 50 Officers, many navy aud Marine Corps among them, 
arrived from Cebanatuan for an overnight stay. They are enroute to Davac. About 100 
Taivan (Formosen) soldiers were with them. Very noiey. This Cabanatuan group didn't 
look as tad as many I have seon but they are far from healthy. We only cot four in 
the hospital sat of the group. Operated one for appendicitis, two othere admitted fo 
malmtrition. Une red headed lad, looking rather good by comparieon, just simply lat 
down and covldmt be aronged from what looked like a deep sleep. With a normal temp., 
Rorttal urine and bleod, neurologically negative etc ~ he died a few hrs. after admis. 
sion. Ba:titurate paisoning, self administered, is my guess. He decided this was as 
fer as he was going. And it vas. 


Heard from the boye at Cabanatuan, Herthneck, White, Langdon and Nardini. The Ja 
hares told them they ‘rill be *zoming this way soon". Understand they are doing better 
(288f phy:<cally, Ajso, as ‘ht be expected, they have coms in for @ lot of critici 
by tus Ax: y for "having dons oo mach" That is readily understandable when coming 
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from a Medical Corps thet would sell medicine to sick American prisoners. Two more 
Jey boys up there have contimed that practice. Nice fellows. 


The Group left today for Davao. Another group expected in tomorrow enroute to 
Japan. And thus it goes. 2 


And right here will note that Im dom homesick, lonely, worried, and fed up with 
captivity end the realization of the time Im missing from all that means 30 mach to 
me. To all intents ond purposes I died on Dec 8 except my insurance can to nobody any 
good to date. Life was sure swell once. 


Fri. October 31/42: 


Yesterday a clear day. Otherwise, same old reign of Jup. Pluy. I. Another nonth 
scratched from the calendar. Turkay month in the States. Just November to: uso/269/

she use of the old execution chamber which the Japs had us vacate became know. 
yeeterdsy. We had been using the stone building aa a ward. They hed ue vacate it 
several days ago. Two hundred prisoners from Cabanatuan cane jn, en route to Japan. 
With them they brought nine American Prisoners, caught escapevs, and confined them 
in the stone cells. Ye have to eupply the guards, the order being that there shall be 
5 guards on duty at all tines. Any one escaping, the five cucrds on duty at the tine 
will be shot in place of the prisoners. It is the seme system in use up at Cabanatuan. 

—-- LIEUT. GILBERT .-. : 

Hear from this group that Lt. Gilbert wes shot at Cabenatuan in an attempted os- 
cape. Z remember Gilber from Mcriveles days. He was a mining engineer, grefi- 
wate of Denver school of mines, and was in charge of construction at Mariveles. He 
was a little lacking in his Knowledge of water supplies end we had a difficult tine 
with him in that respect. He hod done gome mining about Imson, Knew the country and 
probably figured he had a /270/ place to go once free. He miscalculated. The time to 
do the running act was earlier. The Japs are too well organized now, the natives not 
#0 generally trostworthy and dependable thrucut, I guess most of us have had the 
idea, and have looked into it seriously. I certainly did and had some very good pros- 
pects. StH. discouraged mo and as I see it now, I wae advised well. 


The Japs sent us in some Sarums & vaccines nnd yesterday I took uy first shot of 
& se@rios of 3 of a combined dose against Typhoid, cholera end dysentery. It is made 
locally. Very little react$on. I wonder if the stuff 4s alive. 


Twenty some prisoner patients came in from Palawan. Report that they have about 
300 Americans working there building a hege air port. In Spite of all the rumors, the 
Jap boys don't seam to be figuring on leaving here very soon. (Neither did the Ameri- 
cans = but). The Japs are building a beach defense at Davno. Pill boxes, barbed wire, 
anti air eto. a natural developeant under circumstances of course. 


Nogi went to Cabanatuan and voluntesred to take a note for ue. I wrote a note to 


Langdon.

However, the resent /272/ arrivals from Palwan 
tell us that on the same ahip coming up, they hat deerd 7 dead Jape and many “well 
emashed up.” Guerrillo warfare no doubt. 


This last batch of prisoners from Cabanatuan are a sorry looking crowl. Horrible 
derelicts of humanity. The American people beck home can’t realise yet what it means 
to see the white rene in servitude andi demoralized, reduced to animal existence, with 
lese care and attention than animals in our Zoo.

Honday, November 2, 19422 owe VIZATANS —- 


Three days ago wo were suddenly notified that 2000 Filipinos would arrive here 
in the morning and would occupy the entire upper cempourd. That meant we had to find 
somewhere to accomodate and pile in about 175 patiente into our all ready crowed 
wards, and /273/ still house the draft of 200 who were waiting to go to Japan. These 
ast we have hoped to keep isolated from all others until we can thoroughly de louse 
them. They arent in the best shape, physically, by any means. Look more like the 
group J saw in tho port area. Well, we placed Patients on the concrete decke betysen 
the beds, and under the beds, in the aisles ste. We managed to pack them in. The 
Filipincs arrived. They axe Tignyans fron “down south" ond aro on their way “porth", 
ta Qonnell, we have been told, "to be trained" for constatmlary duty etc. Chiefly 
a matter of indoctrination and propogandizing then. Yhe Vizayane make mich better 
soldiera than the Tag-a-loga. Most of the Scouts ars made up on Vizayanc. They are 
good fighters and our experience with them has been all in their favor over the other 
tribes of the Filipinos. They have a distinct Visayan language. They are reputed not 
to be as personally clean as the Tag-a-loge. I havs never bean able to sev eny differ. 
ence. But one oatstanding thing which wag evident when they cane in here wee their 
apparent good discipline, the officer like quality of their officors. They Looked 
sturdy ard strong and have apparently been well fed. They themselves did not bave any 
cefinite inforuation as to where they were going. Oat of the group ws collected two 
dysentery casas. I gaw five injury cases among then, [274{ cabsequont to a track 
accident of 5 days age. One boy had a severe decp gach across hia wbdomen and the 
wound bad been neglected for some time and was a asaty mess. The Jape allowed me to

The nine solitary confinement prisoners in the “Execution Chamber” contimne unde! 
heavy incommnicado from the rest of us. We did manage to get a concession to allow : 
doctor to visit them once a day and we are trying to get permission to delouse them. 
All of them are eaten up with body lice. There general condition is fair but they ar 
Allowed nothing to eat except dry rice and it will be only a matter of a very short 
time before Beri Beri, pellagra, scurvy will become the siete 


An Emergency appendix last night. Saw several other cases offering difficulties 
of diagnosis. Abdominal pain in the prisoners, practically all of whom have malaria, 
or dysentery, or intestinal paraeites, or scurvy or Pellagra, Beri Beri etc., who are 
eating like pigs every day, is a very difficult sympton to deal with. 

won SURGICAL SERVICE 

Sartin made inspection with me last Fri. when I went over the Surgical Service. 
He had to admit it was an improved situation incident to onr inspection policy. Yeste 
day I handed in my report of the /275/ Service for the month of October. Twenty seven 
operations during the month, satisfactory results, all cases on service doing well, 
materiel upkeep improved, morale of personel good. OY course we continue grossly in- 
adequate in proper supplies and food, the care we are able to give is by no means all 
that could be done, but everything possible, with what they give us, is being used in 
their behalf. Mrs. Norton continues to send in food stuffs and every bit of it is 
fed to the sick. The staff takes none of it. Quite a contrast to the Army systems 


Had word during the past week that several attempted escapes had taken place at 
Cabanatuan and they were from the building where Bob is quartered, and as a result, 
Bob was confined to the quarters along with the rest and only issued rice rations per. 
mitted them. However, Nogi returned today from Cabanatuan, and brought me notes from 
Langdon and Nardini and reported Bob OK. & weighing nearly 200. That means he is ric« 
fat or else edematous from beri beri which I know he has had. However, Langdon & 
Nardini are some distance from Bob, and from their notes I can tell they have not 
commanicated with him in the past few days. Langdon and Nardini both seem to be doing 
very well and are plainly kept buey. 


More difficulties lately with clumsy communication with the outside. Just now, wit 
“incommnicado" as the Key note and predominating policy of the Japs toward us, this 
indiscriminate clumsy stuff mst stop. If a note is thrown over the wall, anybody is a 
dam fool to run and pick it up. The “Commond" here won't handle /276/ the cases severe 
ly enough. &s a result, somebody is sooner or later going to get the hell beat out of 
them or shot and probably both. And the rest of us will be so dam deep in the dog 
house, none of us will be able to carry on contact which is beneficial to the whole. 


The end of October came, but no pay and no mail as promised. They now set the 
middle of Nov. as the date. They will pay us according to their way of figuring sooner 
or later but we can't win for losing. 


My sarcoma case missed out on one treatment because they had no fuel to run the 
ambulance. Howsrer, he went back To Phil. Gen. today and Cecil went with him. About 
four more treatuents is all they expect to give him. It is inadequate, of course, and 
their refusal ta irradiate bone areas as well as glands is ridiculous. It is evident 
that they are coiserving on their machine ns well as on films. They have enough film | 
to last until December and no prospects after that. | 
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—-~ RUMORS ——- 

Cectl haf no news to bring in. The natives seem to feel it ts only a short while 
now and all will be 0.K., scem very sure of everything going swell, but would say no 
more. I am afraid I will have to have something more definite than that before I start 
packing up to leave here. We have been hearing such ealubrious illogical reports of 
late that I note them here poraly for their ridiculousness - "We hevoe overything south 
of Mindinao ~ except Java ani Sumatra." "Biggest Haval Battlo of all times around Santi 
Crus." Big Naval battle /277/ in the Sulu Sen." "Many landings on Mindinaos today 
(Nov 1/42) "Out of Prison hy Christmas.” “Hull gone to Russia." Everybody decided 
from the last one that Germany wes making Peace offerings To Russia. It doesn't seen 
to occur that maybe it is a case of us offering Russia more to contime than Germany 
is offering Baesia to quit. This Rugsia is a bad mamber. Rememver the last war. After 
all, mech of Russia is also Orlentpl. 


Satardey Eove, 7, 19420 


Saturdey afternoon of Nov. 7, 1942, the old Frison of B&iLibid, and after a few days 
of hot scorching eun from a blazing aky, egain we are rainbound by a steady downpour 
that has been falling since late last night. 

-—- TRANSIZENY PRISONERS —— 

Since my last entry there has been a general moversent of prisoners from Cabanatuan 
to Japan vila our “Accommodating plese". Groups errive at ell hours, leave at all hours, 
and from them all we annex patiants. From them ell we collect dysenteries, nalarias, 
bexi beri, scurvy, pellagra, inanition etc. A few days ago a group of Filipinos arrived 
under a heevy Jap guard, the Japs even carrying hand grenaties in their belts. The 
prisoners were either guerilles recently talen or elne they had been brought thra a 
haavily infeated guerrilla country. I am inclined to believe the latter, because during 
the few days they were here they gave every evidence of long tine Jap indoctrination 
end their discipline was rigorous end decorous and un- /278/ wmistakably Orientally 
drilied and trained even to face slapping and all these usual amenities. They left as 
surreptitiously as they arrived. Think they may have been the graduating class from the 
indoctrination aud propoganda school for Philipinos at O'Donnell. 


Great numbers out of Cabanatuan have pasecd thru. C.nditions there are no better. 
The latest dope now is that the Japs intend taking all fhat camp to Japan except the 
hospital patients, leaving the younger officers and older enlisted men there to carry 
on. It will be a chance for the many, which the many dont have now. At the present rate 
@ll will succumb sooner or later. In the meanwhile the Army Medicos from here did not 
go to Japan. Army Medicos from Cabanatuan accompanied their own draft. Word has now 
reached us that ell Army here with us in Bilibid will go to Cabanatuan and our Navy mod! 
personel will come hero. This from the Japs themselves. The Jap medico from Cabanatusn 
admits he hates to lose our Navy personel as they are his very best meno 

w=. SQUEEZE -~~ 

Xn the meanvhile the Squeeze tizhtene on us here. We hava been able to gradually 
improve the condition of our inmates and curselves by getting extra pittances of food 
/279/ from the outside and the men heve deen able to cook a few mongo beans in a tin 
can over a little fire, hobo style, and make out O.%. They have not forbidden us to 
allow any individial cooking like that anywhere in the compound. We have tried to show 
then thet it 19 suc: measares which have kept this yilqcs totter off than other camps. 
Thin didn't sees to help mach nor did they seem to give a dam. They said "Have to cock 
for 211 etc." I$ was explained that the miserable galley provided, with two iron 
kettles couldnt pousibly do it. They asked for us ta draw plans for galley. When they

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than B 1000, the Jap Interpreter from Cabanatuan reminded us we were forgetting that 
we were prisoners of war, that the war wesn't ®ver yet, and the argument got us no- 
where. The order vas ont "no cooking fires except the general mess fires. 


Some thought the scarcity of fire wood was the reason back of it. It couldnt be 
dbecense wo showed them the wood economy in the "small fire" method of sustenance. The 
Polly Anna wishful thinkers immediately decided that the squesxe was due to onfavorabl 
pressure /280/ on them by our forces. I have heard the same group argue that tho dep 
demonstrations ef leniency were indications of the same thing. As a matter of fact it 
wae neither. The whole dam thing resulted from a goddam Jap corporal eeeing a man maks 
a cooking arrangement cut of a 5 gxl. gasoline tin end 5 gel. gasoline tins are as 
sacred to these bastards as they ere to a West Indian Negro who would pawn his soul 
for ons.

Even vice. There has never been & long supply of food here at any one tine. 4s the 
captured stores hare been exheusted, the rations have been cut lower and lover. 


Sartin explained to Nogi a few days ago about the solitary confinement prisoners 
brought in some time ago, and cited how they were being fed only rice and that they 
would develop deficiency diseases soon. Today Sartin asked Nogi about it again. Hogi 
states that he had left orders to feed them a foll ration. The four eyed Jap Sef at 
the /281/ front office bai fatled to do anything about it. He in a mean son of a bitch 
and no fooling. They took the prisoners tc the Gestapo headquarters today. For what, 
we do nut know. They were all attempted escapses. Nogi also reports that the Jap 
anthorities have Barnbrook (the escapee fron here) confined in Fort Santiago. He does 
not know what they intend to do with him. Santiago has an unewsvory reputation with all 
prisoners of ths Islends, Everyone doing time there has either teen beaten or shot 
or suffersd considerably in some way.

Have had a run of emergency cases recently. Cases sent in to us by Japs and 
our own med. off. in other encempmonts. I welcome this becanse it identifies this 
Place more as a hospital and less as a prison and it does make a hell of a lot of 
difference. The cases have all been duly operated and doing well. We have also been 
notified of some 100 cases of cornoal ulcer which will be sent to us. Alao forty de- 
ficiency disease cases for /283/ special study, care and report upon them. These Jap 
medical officers, most of them mere neophytes, end more like cur 2nd & 3rd yr. med. 
students in attitude and ability, all are getting a medical education. They are gath- 
ering statistics and reports from us for writing papers & reporting. However, they do 
nothing thomzelves, not even observe. As an example of thoir better quality 
doctor, the Manila papers headlined a great, rare and ummsaal operation having been 
performsd by a Jap Sargeon. On rending farther it tremens ont hs did a Caesuercan 
Section.
